THE country before us, once the feat of a potent Namt^ 
empire, derives its name from Madaiy the tYiixi fituation^ 
fon of yaphety as is plain from Scripture, where &c. 
the Medes are conftantly called Madtii * (A). It was 
bounded, according to Ptolemy^ on the north by pa^ t oT

the Cafpian fca ; on the fouth by Perfis^ , Sufiana^ and 
AJfyria ; on the eaft by Parthta and Hyrcania ; and on 
the weft by Armenia Major. It was, in antient times, 
divided into feveral provinces, namely Tropatene^ Charo- 
mithrene^ DariteSy Marciane^ Amariacej and Syr o^ Media. 
All thefe were, by a later divifion, reduced to two only, 
the one called M^dia j^agna^ the other Media Atro^ 
patiaj or fimply Atropatene ^. 

Atropatene was that pa#t which lay between mount 
Taurus and the Cafpian fea, and is fuppofed to have 
been fo called from one Atropatus^ who, being governor 
of this province in the time of Darius^ the laft Perftan 
ijwnarch, withftood Alexander the Great^ and, upon the 
downfal of the Perjian monarchy, feized on this part of 
Media y and tranfmitted it to his pofterity, who held it 
as fovereigns to Strabd^s time ^. This was a cold, bar^ 
ren, and unhofpitable country, and on that very account 
allotted by Shalmanezer for the abode of many captive 
JfraeliteSy after the conqueft of that kingdom. 

Cities of note, in this part of Media ^ were Gaza or 
Gaxa^ the metropolis of the province, and fituated, ac-. 
cording to Pliny y In a fpacious plain, betweeen Ecbatan 
and Ar4bxatay zni equally diftant from both. Sanina^ 
feated between the Araxes and the Cambyfes ; Fazina^ 
between the Cambyfes andtheCyrax; znd Cyropolis j ht- 
tween the Cyrus and the Amardus, This trad: was inha^ 
Iwtcd by the Caditfians and Cajpiansj a barbarous and in- 
human race, originally fprung Trom the Scythians ^. 

Media Magna was bounded by Perjis^ Parthta^ 
Hyrcania^ the Hyrcanian fea, and Atropatene. The moft 
remarkable cities in this part of Media were Ecbatan^ 
Laodicea^ Apamea^ Regeia^ Arfacta^ &c, Ecbatan^ the 
metropolis of all Media^ and the feat both of the Median 
and Perftan monarchs, was built by Dejoces^ called in 
the book of Judith ® Arphaxad^ the firft that reigned

nan yoke «. The walls of this city are much celebrated 
by the antients, and minutely defcribed by Herodotus ^ 
They were feven in number, all of a circular form, and 
gradually rifiri^ above each other by the height of the 
battlements of each wall. The fituation of the ground, 
fifing by an eafy afcent, was very favourable to the de- 
fign of building them, and perhaps firft fuggefted it. 
The royal palace and treafury were within the innermoft 
circle of the feven. The firw of thefe walls was equal v\ 
circumference to the city of Athens^ that is, according to 
Tbucydides ^^ one hundred and feventy-eight furlongs^ 
and had white battlements ; ^e fecond black ; the third 
of a purple colour ; the fourth blue ; and the fifth of a ' 
deep orange ; but the two innermoft, as ferving more 
immediately for a fence to the royal perfon of the king, 
were embellifhed above the others^ the one being co- 
vered With filver, and the other with gold ^. This de- 
fcription of Herodotus favours, we muft own, fomewhat 
of romance ; but, neverthelels, that Ecbatan was a great 
and powerful city^ and perhaps no-wavs inferior either 
to Nineveh or Babylon^ is confirmed by nu: greater autho- • 

Titles. In the book of Judith * we read, that the walls 
of this (lately metropolis were fcventy cubits high, and 
fifty cubits broad 5 that the towers on the gates were an 
hundred cubits in height, the breadth in die foundatlonf 
fixty cubits, and the walls built of hewn and polifheA- 
ftone, each flone being fix cubits in length, and three in 
breadth. This city is^ by the'antients, conflantly called 
Ecbatan of Media^ to diflinguifh it from another in Syria 
bearing the fame name ^, where the unfortunate Cam^ 
byfes died, as we read in Jlerodotus ^ (B).

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the neighbourhood of Ecbatan P. In procefs of tim^f it 
became the feat of the Parthian kings ; who gave it the 
name of Arfacioy or Arface^ as we fhall fee in the hiftory 
of that people. Other cities of Media are mentioned by 
flinji^ Stephanus^ Amtmanus Marcellinus^ and IJidorus i 
viz. Zomhsj Patigran^ Gazaca^ Margajis^ &c. but theie 
were all built in after-s^es by the Macedonians^ and are 
therefore called, by Strabo ^, Greek cities. This part of 
Media was inhabited by die Carduchians^ Marandaans^ 
Geiianfj Syro-MedianSy Margafiansy &c. 

The mountains of this country, fuch as may be proper Mountains 
to take notice of, are, according to Ptolemy and Strabo '^ andrvvers^ 
Choatra parting Media from ^Jfyria^ and branching out 
from the Gordyean mountains on the confines of Affyria 
and Armenia \ Zagrus dividing it from the fame Affyrtd 
on the eaft, a mountain, according to Polybius % one 
hundred cubits high. Parachoatra placed by Ptolemy on 
the borders towards Perjia^ and by Strabo ' on the con- 
fines of Media y Hyrcaniay and Parthia, Thefe are the 
boundaries between Media and the adjacent regions, and 
therefore may be faid as properly to belong to the latter as 
to die former; but the Orontes^ the Jafoniusy and the 
Coronusy are in the ftrideft fenfe mountains of Mediay as 
arifing in the very heart of the country. The rivers of note 
are, according to Ptolemvy the Stratony the ^marduSy the 
Cyrus y and the Cambyfes. But thefe rivers, as they are repre- 
fented to difembogue thenifelves into the moft louthern part 
of the Cafpian fea, muft by their pofition have belonged 
to the provinces of Ghilan and Mazandarany as they arc- 
now call'd, and confequently could not belong to Media 
Proper y as it is defcribed to us by the'antients. 

Wx cannot help taking notice here of a confiderable 
miftake, which many of the antients have been guilty of> 
with refpeft to the fituation of the Cafpian StreightSy called 
by the Latins Porta Cafpiay Claujtra Cafpidy and Pyla 
Cafpia. Ptolemy y Strabo y Arriany IJidorusy Characenusy 
and Dionyfius Periegete( S place them on the confines of 
Media and Parthioy or on the eaftern borders of Media. 
But Pltnyy not liking this fituation, carries them quite 
crofs the country \ and, after having been fome time at a 
lofs how to dtfpofe of fo heavy a load, drops it at laft 09

confound them with the Iberian ftrcights, which are a nar- 
row paflage through the mountains dividing Jheria from 
Sarmatia. Some of our modern geo^i^^phers {dace them 
in Media Jtropatia^ between the Cajpian mountains and 
the Cafpian fea, confounding them with what the prefent 
inhabitants call Demir-can^ or Iron-gatty which is a nar- 
row paflage out of Tartary into Perfia. 
Soil. The northern parts o£ Media^ lying between the Caf- 

' fian mountains and the fea, are very cold and barren : 
the prefent inhabitants make their bread of dried almonds, 
and their drink of the juice of certain herbs. Here the 
<how lies on the mountains for nine months in the year *. 
But the fouthern parts are productive of all forts of grain, 
and neceflaries for life, and withal fo pleafant, that the 
country adjoining to Taurisy probably the antient Ec- 
hatan^ is called the garden of Perfia. There are here 
large plains, among wiiich that of Nyfa is fanious for the 
numerous ftuds of horfes tliat were kept in it for the ufe 
of the Ferfian monarchs, and are often mentioned and 
celebrated by the antients. Where this plain of Ifyfa was 
fituated, is no eafy matter to determine (C).

The dioiate is very unequal ; that part which lies be- Climate. 
tveen the mountains and the iea is exceeding cold, and 
dte earth fwampy, and full of marfhes, where innume^ 
rable fwarms of venomous infeSs are bred (D), which, to- 
g^erwith the vapours rifing from thcCa/pian fea, render 
diat part very unhofpitable. The provinces that are more 
remote from the fea enjoy a very wholfome air, though 
liable to heavy rains, and violent florms, efpecxally in the 
fpring and autumn ". Befides the cattle and game of all 
forts, which the inland provinces abound with, fome of 
them have been for many ages remarkable on account of 
the various forts of excellent wines they produce, efpe- 
cially the neighbourhood of Tattrisy where no fewer than 
fixty diiFerent kinds of grapes, all of an exquifite flavour, 
are to be tailed at this day ^. From its produdions in 
the prefent fbte, we may judge what it muft have been 
in better times. 

We cannot difmifs this fubjcft without fome obferva- ^^^ Caf- 
tions on the Cafpian fea, which is the northern boundary pia»y^^- 
of Media, This large body of waters was by the an- 
tients called indifferently the Cafpian and the Hyrc^ian 
fea, from the Cafpians and Hyrcaniansj whofe ihores it 
iraihed ^.

pian coafts it bears the former denomination, and on thoie 
oi Hyrcania the latter. The antient, and likewife the 
modern geographers, had but a very imperfeft knowlege 
of the true fituation, extent, coails, and bays of this 
fea, before the difcoveries made lately by a very able navi- 
gator and geographer (E) ; and therefore what has been 
faid by others is only to be relied on fo far as it agrees 
with the accounts he has given us, Ptolemy^ and even 
Herodotus^ knew that the Cafpian was furrounded on all 
fides by land, without any communication with other 
feas, or vifible efflux; whence fome thought, that it ought 
to be called a lake rather than a fea. However Strabo **, 
•Pliny ^y Pomponius, Mela ^, and Arrian ^, wrote that it 
was joined either to the Indian or northern ocean ; but 
we are well aflured by experience, that they were miftaken. 
They were perhaps led into this error by fuch as had made 
their obfervations when the Wolga had overflown its banks^ 
at which time it appears more like a fea than a river, 
covering with its waters, as a modern traveller informs 
us *, the whole country to the extent of fixty miles : 
this they might eafily have miftaken for a ftreight joining 
the Cafpian to the ocean. Ptolemy y though not guilty of 
this error, was greatly miftaken as to its extent from 
•eaft to weft; for he reckons it to have been about 
twenty- three degrees and an half; whereas it does not 
exceed, where wideft, three degrees forty-two minutes, 
and where narroweft, one degree twenty-two minutes. 
: He likewife places it three degrees more to the north 
than it really is. Thefe miftakes were oKferved, and 
in fome degree redreffed, by Ahttlfeda an Arabian 
prince, and able geographer, who in 1320 difcovered the 
true fituation of the Cafpian^ and abridged its extent by a 
third of what Ptolemy had allowed it. By this alteration 
us length was no more in longitude, as Ptolemy had placed

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it, but in latitude, as it truly is. AbuUfedd's obfervations 
were greatly improved by Bourrousy Oleariusy and Jen^ 
Unfon J but the true dimenfions of this fea were not af- 
certained till the late obfervations above-mentioned ; by 
vrhich we are alTured, that it lies between the thirty- 
feventh and forty-eighth degrees of north latitude, and 
does not exceed three degrees forty-two minutes in its 
greateft longitude, which gives it a quite different figure 
from Mrhat it is reprefented to have in the maps of Ptolemy ^ 
and in the writings of the other antient geographers. 

The Perfiam call this fea Kulfum^ or the fea olAJira'> 
can ; the Ruffians^ the fea olGualenJlcoi \ the Georgians^ 
Sowa ; the Armenians^ Soof, It receives the river Wolga^ 
which itfelf is like a fea,. and near two hundred others, 
into its bofom \ and yet is never increafed or diminifhed, 
nor obierved to ebb or flow. This conftant plenitude has 
ghren rife to many fpeculations \ and fome have imagined, 
that it muft neceflanly have fome fubterraneous communi- 
cation cither with the Black fea, though a hundred leagues 
dtftant, or with the Perjian gulf, which is near 200 leagues 
diftant from it. Father Avril^ a modern traveller, feems 
to favour the latter opinion, and alleges this proof to 
confirm it ; viz. that over-againft the province of Xilan 
in Perfia there are two immenfe whirlpools, which with 
an incredible rapidity, and frightful noife, fuck in and fwal- 
low whatever comes near them, and are confequently 
caufed by fome great cavity in the earth. He adds, that 
every y^ about the latter end of the autunm a great 
quantity of willow-leaves are obferved floating on the 
water by thofe who inhabit the coaib of the Perjian gulf; 
and as this tree is no- where to be found near the Perfian 
gulfy and on the other hand the coafls of the Cafpian to^ 
wards the province of Xilan are covered with them, he 
rightly concludes, that there muft be fome fubterraneous 
intercourfe between thefe two feas. This obfervation, if 
true, is a ftrong proof of fome fecret communication be- 
tween thefe two bodies of water, the leaves being con- 
veyed through fubterraneous fiflfures from the one to the 
other. The water of this fea is fait like that of other feas, 
notwithftanding the opinion of the antients to the con- 
trary ; and its frefhnefs in fome parts near the fhore, is only 
owing to the rivers that difchajTge themfelves into, it.. It 
16 neither of a diflFerent colour from other feas, nor with- 
out various forts of fiih, asO/?arz«x.^ah,eye-witnefe, af- 
fures us^ and thereby dilproves the opinion of the antients, 

who 
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who believed it to be of a blackifh colour, and to have 
but one kind of fifh, and that of a monftrous form. Wc 
iball conclude this feftion with obferving, that the igno- 
rance of the antients, with relation to this fea, or lake, 
as fome ire pleafed to call it, may be urged as an argu- 
ment of the imperfeft knowlege they had of thefe north- 
ern parts of the Perjian empire, and at the fame time 
warn us not to depend on their accounts, unlefs vouched 
by the teftimonies of modern travellers, who have with 
far greater care, and better fuccefs, furveyed thofe remote 
regions- 

SECT. IL 

Of the antiquity^ governmenty hws^ religion^ cuf 
tomSy artSy learnings and trade of the Mcdes. 

''** fT7E have already derived the Medes ^ from Madai^ the 

VV third fon of Japhety and thereby put them upon the 
level with the moft antient nations. In procefs of 
time, feveral colonies from the adjacent countries fettled 
among them, being invited thither by the fruitfulnefs of 
the foil, which gave rife to the various tribes into which 
that people was antiently divided. The Greek writers will 
have them to be originally Perftans ^ j and Herodotus tells 
us, that they were called Arians till the time of Medus^ 
the fon of Medea^ from whom thejr took the name of 
'Medians «. , Buft our etymology is far more natural, and 
confirmed by the authority of all the antient interpreters, 
who by Madal in Scripture conilantly underftand the

wfcfif. Their government was originally monarchical, like 

that of the other primitive nations, and they feem to have 
h2Ld kings of their own in the earlieft times. Som^ are 
of opinion, that one of the four ktnes, who, in the days 
pf Abraham J invaded the fouthem coafts of Canaan^ reigned 
in Media. La£fantius mentions one Hyda/peSj who, ac- 
cording to him, reigned long before the Medes were con-

feated and taken prifoner by Ninus^ in the very begin- 
ning of the AJJyrian empire o. But his accounts of thofc 
early times are no-ways to be relied on, it being plaia 
hotk from Scripture, and from the authority of th^ 
moft judicious among the antient and modern chro* 
pologers, that the Ajfyrian empire did not begin till 
the days of Puly as has been already fully mewn i 
whereas Ctefias^ and his copyiit Diodorus^ have made this 
empire as old as the flood, and given us the names of all 
the AJfyrtan kings from Bduiy and his feigned fon Ninus^ 
to Sardanapalus. According to the fucceflions of the Ajffy^ 
r'lan kings, as ftated by them, that empire continued 
about 1360 years; whereas Herodotus tells us, that it 
lafted only five hundred years, and even his numbers are 
all too long. They were firft brought under the Ajfyrian 
yoke by Fuly according to us tlie founder of that mo-» 
narchy, or by his immediate fucceffor T'tglath-piUfert 
Till that time they were probably governed by their own 
kings, as were, according to holy writ, the neighbouring^ 
nations (H), In the reign of Sennacherib they (hook off 
the Ajfyrian yoke, and fell into an anarchy, which lafted 
till the J'eign of Dejoces^ as we (hall fee in the following 
feftion. Their kings, after the revolt, were quite abfo* 
lute, and controuled by no law ; nay, they claimed an 
equal refpeA with the gods themfelves,

andcnf' appear from their hiftory ; but in proccfs of time became 
/««► one of the moft effeminate nations of ^fta. In war they 
ufed the fame armour as the Perjians^ whom they are faid 
to have taught the art of war, efpecially to handle with 
dexterity the bow ; and likewife to have been the firft 
that introduced luxury into Perjia^ which at laft occa- 
fioned the downfel of that empire, as it had before been 
the ruin of the Medes ^. Polygamy was fo far from being 
difreputable among them, that they were bound by law to 
maintain at leaft feven wives, and thofe women were 
looked upon with coptempt who maintained fewer than , 
fire hufbands '. In war, they poifoned their arrows 
with a bituminous liquor called naphta^ whereof there 
was great plenty in Media, Per/la, and AJfyria. The 
arrow, being fteeped in it, and fhot from a flack bow (for 
a fwift and violent motion took ofFfrom its virtue), burnt 
the flelh with fuch violence, that water rather increafed 
than extinguifhed the malignant flame : duft alone could 
put a flop to it, and, in fome degree, allay the unfpeakable 
pain it occafioned. They are likewife faid to have bred a 
number of large dogs, to whom they ufed to throw the 
bodies of their friends, parents, and relations, when at the 
point of death,' looking upon it as difhonourable to die in 
their beds, or be laid in the ground «. 

Some writers charge the Medes with being the firft au-^ 
thors of making eunuchs ' ; but others impute this execra- 
ble pradice to the Perjians, and even name the place where 
it firft took rife " (D. The cuftom of confirming alliances 
with the blood of the contra£Hng parties, which obtained 
among all the eaftern nations, even in the Roman times, 
was originally peculiar to the Medes ^\ When they were

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to flrike alliances, they ufed to tie together, with an hard 
bandage, the thumbs of their right hands, till the blood, 
ftarting to the extremities, was, by a flight cut, difcharged. 
This they mutually fucked ; and a league, thus confirmed, 
vasefte^med moft awful, as myfterioufly folemnized with 
the blood of the parties '. 

The laws and religion of the Medes were much the 
tune with thofe of the Perjians : wherefore we ih^l defer 
what may be faid of them, till we come to the hiftory of 
the Perjians^ from the oriental writers. We ihall only LawSy n^ 
obferve here, that, when a law was once enaded, it was /(^/^n, &c 
not in the lung's power to repeal it, or to reverie a decree 
he had once made \ whence the laws of the Mtda are, in

before fuch a piece of wanton 
luxury can be fuppofed to have 
been kpown either to the Medes 
or Ferfians, Jofepbus ( 2 1 ) ac- 
quaints US, that Nabucbadono- 
for commanded the moft come- 
ly yondis among the captive 
yfuv to be made eunuchs. And 
Hieram is of opinion, that the 
prophet Daniel and his three 
fompaiiions were eunuchs (22). 
Ammanus Marcellinus will have 
Zemramis to have been the firft 
contriver of eunuchism (23). 
What prompted them thus to 
maim and deform nature, Pf- 
tramus Arbiter will tell us :

Eunuchs have always been in, 
great repute among the eaftem 
princes, and were antiently em- 
ployed in the moft momentous 
alfairs ; all the places of greateft 
truft being filled by fuch men.; 
But we have formerly fliewn 
that the term eunuch does 
not always fignify a real 
one, but often an ofHcer at 
court, and near to the king*5 
perfon; fuch as was Potipbar 
to the king of Egypt (26). To 
them the Perfian kings com- 
mitted not oidy the guard of 
their own perfons (27), but 
likewife the education of their 
children, it being a cuftom 
among them to put the heir 
apparent of the crown, as fooa 
as he was born, into the hands 
of eunuchs, under whofe tui» 
tion he remaned till he attain*^ 
ed the feventh year of his age

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Ym\y writ, called unchangeable^. A modem writer tells 
us, that tfiofe only were admitted to the crown, -who were 
remarkable, above others, for thetr ftrength or ft^ure *• 
But rfiat there was no fuch law, is plain from the regular 
fucceffion of &ther and fon, without regard to any perfonal 
quality whatfoever. Some law of this nature may perhaps- 
have obtained amc^g them before they were conquered by 
the Ajfyriam 5 but we are quite in the dark as to the ftate 
oi Media in thofe early times. 

They paid their kings thegreateft re^>eft imaginable, 
putting them upon the level even with their godd. They* 
bought it an high offence either to fpit or laugh in their 
prefence *. They honouiied their fovereign with the 
haughty title of great king^ or king of kings ; which ftile 
was afterwards adopted by the Perftan monarchs, and their 
proud fucceffors the Parthians^ whofe king, even in the; 
time of the emperor ConfiantiaSy retained that title, writ- 
inghimfelf, in a letter to that prince. Sapor, king of kings y 
aniidto thtftars^ brother to the fun and moon^ &c **. When, 
tJiey appeared in public, which feldom happened, they, 
were always attended by mufic, and numerous guards, 
conllfting of the prime nobility; their wives, children, and 
concubines, being part , of their retinue, even when they 
beaded dieir armies in the field. . . 

A s to their arts, learning, and trade, we are quite inf 
the daik. Their country abounded with many excellent* 
produdlions, as well for the ufe of the inhabitants them- 
felves, as for foreign exportation; but, whether they ever 
applied themfelves to trade, is what we find no-where re- 
corded : the contrary fecms rather to appear, from the cha- 
racter which the prophet <= gives them of defpifing gold and 
filver, and delighting in the bloody trade of war. Neither 
do we find any mention made by the antients of their arts 
or fciences. During the ihort time of their monarchy, 
they feem to have applied their thoughts only to warlike 
exercifes, namely, to the arts of managing an horfe, and 
Bandling the bow; in which they furpaiTed all otlier n^,' 
XionSj xhe Aiedian horfe being no le& celebrated by the 
antients, than were in after-ages, the Pirftan foot **. Thus 
9iuch wc have thought neceffary to fay apart of the Medes^

S E C T, III. 

fbi dronology of the Medes, to the tranjlation of their 

empire to the Perfians. 

WE have formerly fhewn how Ctefias and his followers 
have darkened the chronology of the Ajfyrians^ Ba* 
byl^iunTUj and Mtdes with fuch enormous atiachronifms^' 
diat it is no eafy matter to afcertain the rife or f^U of thofe 
potent monarchies. To proceed with all the clearhefs 
and perfpicuity fo perplexed a fubjed will allow, we (hall 
diftinguuh) in the chronology of the Medes^ three remark- 
able occiirrettccs, \riiich will give birth to as many different 
xras, v/%. the recovery of their liberty after they had been 
fiibdued by the JJJyrians ; the rife of their kingdom after 
fomc years of anarchy; and the beginning of their empire, 
which, it is agreed on. all hands, rofe on the ruins of the 
AJfyrtan monarchy. The firft king of the Affyrlam^ who 
brought the /^^/ under fubjeftion, was either Pul^ accord- 
ilng to us, the founder of the AJpyrtan empire, or his ini- ■ 
mediate fucceflbr Tighth^iUfer : for this piincc, having, 
at the requeft of AbcT. king of Judah^ made war upon ^^- 
tin king, of Ddmafcus^ and reduced that capital, tranf- 
j^anted its inhabitants to Kir in Media ^ ; vrhcnce it is 
plain, that the Medes were then fubjeft to the AjJyrians ; 
and confe^iently that they mud have been fubdued either 
in the reign 6f Pul^ or foon after the acceffion of Tiglath* 
fUefer^to the crown; for the empire of the Ajfyrians was 
abready grown great, and the GoD ofVt^itljlirred vp the 
fpftit af Pui king a/'Aflyria, and the /tint of Tiglath- 
pilneCer king ^ Aflyria.^, to make war. rtd makes his firft 
appearance in Scripture- cfurlng the reign of Menahem king 
of Ifraely in the year of the flood 1577. before Chrifl: 771. 
Tiglatb^ilefer^ who is fuppofed to have been his fon, fuc- 
ceeded him in the year of the flood 1608. before Chrifl: 
740. That, there was no AJfyrian empire before the davs 
of i^«/, is pIain,.both from the Scripture, and from the par- 
ticular iiifkories of each kingdom; fo that the ^^^V^?; could 
not be fubdued by them before the time we have mentioned.

For they 
came from die countries bor- 
dering on the lake M^eotis ; 
they were thenlikewife affilted» 
cs Fiuiarcb infonm us (5 1 \ by 
their neighbours the Scythians^ 
and had in their army above 
500,000 men, befides a great 
multitude of women and chil- 
dren. They wandered over 
many countries, bearing all 
down btfcBTC th0n,and finally, 
defig^g to fettle in Italy ^ di- 
Tided into feveral bodies, to 
£sicilitate their paffiuge diidier ; 
but were all cut on in three 
batdes by the Roman confuls. 
Mere neceffity obliged thefe 
foor nations to infeft their 
neighbours, and expofe them* 
felves to fuch daneers : for 
their country abounding more 
in men than in fuAenance, and 
ihut up .in the north by into- 
lerable cold, they were com* 
pelled to diicharge their over- 
grown numbers on the fou- 
them countries, and drive 
others, right or wrong, from 
their pefifeffions^ as b^g in- 
tided to what others had, be- 
cauie th^ had nothing them- 
Telves. As ^y were a war- 
like race, and inured to hs^d- 
fliips, they generally prevail- 
ed, dieir next neigbours giv- 
ing them a free pafiige, that 
diey might thefoonerget rid 
of them ; others fupplying 
diem with provifioos^ and 
guides, to lead them to more 
wealthy countries.

The &r& body of thefe, 
mentioned hy HeroJotus^ took 
the way of the Euxine fea, 
which they had on the left, as • 
mount Caucafus on their right. 
They paifed through CoUbis 
and PontMs^ and, arriving in 
PapJ^Iagonia, fordfied the pro- 
montory whereon Sinope was 
afterwards built by the Greeks. 
Here they left, under a ftrong 
guard, fuch as were unfit fbr 
lervice, and great part of their 
baggage; and then continued 
their march into Pbrygia, Ly- 
Soy and loma^ having now 
no mountains or deep rivers to 
ftop their march ; for the Iris , 
and Halys they had already 
pafifed. We fhall give an ac- 
count of their wars with the 
LyMans in the ^fbry of Ly^. 
Ma, 

As the Gmmenans held their, 
courfe wefierly along the Shore 
of the Euxine fea, fo the Sey^ 
tbians took the other way ; 
and, having the Ca^au on' 
their left,' paiTed between that 
fea and the Caucafus^ thro^J/" 
bania^ Coltbene, and other ob« 
fcure nations, till they came 
into MeeUa^ where they en- 
gaged and routed Cyaxares^ as 
we have faid. To this over- 
throw of CyeucareSf fome com- 
mentators Ttkx diat prophecy 
of Nabum (5 a) ; He (that is, 
Cyaxares befieging Nineveb) 
fi?aU recount bis nvortbies ; tbey 
Jhall fiusnhle in tbeir nwilk (that 
is, in the walk or perambula- 
tion of the ScytbianSf whofe

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tryj meeting theip in perfon, prevailed upon thofe barba- 
mnsj what By intreaties, what by prefents, to proceed no 
farther, and thereby faved his country from the heavy op- 
preffion, which his neighbours groaned under ^. In this 
expedition, the Scythians pofleiled themfelvcs of the city 
of Bfthjh^am in the territories of the tribe of Manajfeh on 
t/iis fide the 'Jordan^ and held it as long as they continued 
in Afia ; whence it is called Scythopolis^ or the city of the 
Scjtbjans K On their return from Egypt j as they paiTed 
through the land of the Philijiwes^ fome of the ftragglers 
plundered the temple of Venus at AfcaUn \ which was be- 
lieved the moft antient in the world dedicated to that god* 
deis. To avenge this attempt, the goddefs is faid to have 
inflided on thofe that were concerned in the facrilege, and 
their pofterity, the hemorrhoids ; which (hews that the 
Pbili/iines ftill preferved the memory of what they had 
fonnerly fufiered on account of the ark ; for, from that 
time, tney looked, it fcems, on this diftcmpef as a punifh- 
ment from Heaven attending fuch facrilegious attempts ; 
and therefore, in charging the Scythians with this crime, 
took care not to omit, in their hlftories, the punifhment 
iwhich their anceftora had fufFered for one of the fame na- 
ture ^ - • 

The Scythians werey for the fpace of twenty-eight years, 
mafters of the Upper jf/kr, namely the two Armeniasy Cap^ 
paJocidj Poutusj Colchisy Iberia^ and great part of Lydia, 
Cjaxaresy finding it impra£ticable to get rid of his trouble- 
fomc gu^fts by open force, refolved to try what might be 
effisded by ftratagem ; and accordingly invited the greateft 
part of tbcnri to a general feaft, which was given in every 
family. Each landlord made his gueft drunk ; and in that 
condition were the Scythians m^flacred, and the kingdom

The Medes 
then repofieiTed themfelvcs^of the provinces they had loft, 
and once more extended their empire to the banks of the 
Halysj which was their antient boundary weft ward *. 

Cy AXAREs, having thus freed his country from the op-^ 
preflion of the 'Scythians^ found himfelf foon after engaged 
in St war with the Lydians. The occafion of this war is 
thus related by Herodotus ^ : Upon a fedition which hap- 
pened among the Scythian nomades, a party of them made 
their efcape mto Media j where they were not only enter- 
tained with great humanity by Cyaxares^ but intrufted with 
the education of divers youths, whom they were to inftruft ' 
in the ufe of the bow, and in the Scythian language. Thefe 
ftrangers went frequently to hunt, and were ever accu- 
ftomed to return with fome game ; but one day happening 
t» come home with empty hands, Cyaxaresy whom they 
ufed daily to prefent widi fome venifon, treated them witn 
moft opprobl'ious language. This they refented; and

(A) On the ruins of the 
old Nineveh, another city was 
raifed, which for a long time 
bore the fame name, but kiever 
attained to the grandeur and 
glory of the former. It is 
now called Mo/u/ (65^ and 
fituated on the weft fide of 
the Tigris, where was antiently 
only a part of the fuburbs of 
old Nineveh; for the city it* 
felf ftood on the eaft-fide of 
the river. The circuit of Ni- 
neveh was, according to Dio- 
dorusSiculus (66), 480 furlongs, 
that is, iixty of our miles.! 
Hence it \%K\6.hY Jonah [6^)^ 
to be a city of three days jour- 
ney, that is, in compafs ; for 
twenty miles is as much as a 
man can well walk in one! 
day. Strabo (68) tells us,, 
that it was much bigger than 
Babylon', and in the fame, 
place fays, that the circuit of 
Babylon was 385 furlongs, that 
is, 48 of our miles.

After the reduflion of Nineveh y the two conquerors, 
profccutine their viftory, led the confederate army ^gainft 
Pharaoh Necho king oi Egypt ^ who had, fome time before, 
routed the king of AJfyriay and taken Garchemijh. Pha-

Perfian monarchy, and the reftorer of the fews to their 

country, to their temple, and former condition. He was 

bom' but one year after the birth of his uncle Cyaxares:^ 

and confequently was in the fixty-firft year of his age, 

when Babylon was taken. Whether his father Cambyfes 

was king o( Perjia^ as Xenophon ' would have it, or only 

a nobleman of that country, as we read in Herodotus ■, is 

what we fliall examine hereafter. Though the reign of 

*AJiyages was very long^ having lafted thirty-five years *j 

yet we find no particulars of it recorded in hiflory, except 

his repulfing the Babylonians^ who, under the condudl of 

Evil-merodachj the fon of Nebuchadnezzar^ had made an 

inroad into his country, as we have related in the hiflory 

of Babylonr The viftory, which he gained on this oc- 

carion,was, in great part, owing to the valour and conduit 

of Cyrus ^ who attended his grandfather in this expedition, 

and, though at that time but fixteen years of age, fignar 

lized himfelf in a very particular manner '^, purfuing the

AsTYAGEs, after a reign of thirty-five years, was fuc- Cyaxares 
ceeded by his fon Cyaxares^ uncle to Cyrus. This prince II. 
was fcarce feated on his throne, when he found himfelf Year of 
engaged in a bloody war with NerigUJfary who had mur- the flood 
AmA Evtl-merodach^ and ufurped the crown oi Bahylon. »7^^- 
This war wis carried on with great flaughter on both fides >^ 
by Cyaxares and Cyrus, during the reigns of the ufurpcr ^ ^_ ^ 
rferigliffary of his fon Lahorojoarchod, and of Nabonadius 
the fon of Evil-merodach, and grandfon of Nebuchadnez-- 
zar, in whofe time Babylon was taken, and the Babyloniajp 
empire utterly ruined. But as this war, which laftcd 
twenty years, was intirely managed by Cyrus, we (hall 
defer the relating of thefe important events till the reign of 
that great and glorious prince, which, as he was the 
founder of the Perjian monarchy, we Ihall referve to the 
hiflory of that empire. 

A s for Cyaxares, he is faid, in Scripture, to have taken 
the kingdom, after the reduftion of Babylon, and death 
ef Beljhazzar * ; for Cyrus, as long as his uncle lived, 
held the empire only in partnerlhip with him, though he 
had intirely acquired it by his own valour 5 nay, fo far 
did he carry his complaifance, that he let him enjoy the 
firft rank : but the command of the army, and the whole 
management of affairs, being vefted in Cyrus, he alone was 
looked upon as the fupreme governor of the empire ; and 
hence it is, that, in Ptolemy*s canon, no notice if taken 
of Cyaxares 5 but, immediately after the death of Nabona-- 
dius, Cyrus is placed there, as the next fucceflbr. But 
that a iiede reigned at Babylon, after the death of Nabona- 
dius, or, as Herodotus calls him, Labynetus, the laft Ba- 
bylonian king in the canon, is plain both from Xcnophon ^ 
and Scripture. The former tells us, that, after the take- 
fatg of Babylon, Cyrus went to the king of the Medes at 
Ecbataiij and fuccceded him in the kingdom : and we 
read in Scriptiire, that Babylon was deftroyed by the 
Mtdes^i byihe kings of the Medes, and the captains and 
rulers t hereof ^ and all the land of bis dominion *i that the

In his reign, the Medes^ as we have obfi^rved 
clfewhere, are conftantly placed before the Per/tans **, a^ 
the Perfians^ in the reign of Cyrus and his fucceflbrs, are 
placed before the Medes ^ ; which fhews^ that, according: 
to Scripture, a MedixA^p&X at Babylon between die laS 
Babylonifl) king in Ptolemy^ % canon and Cyrusn Thi3 king 
can be no other than Cyaxares^ as Xenophon calls him % or 
Darius the Medej as he is ftiled by Daniel. The Scri- 
pture afcribes the deftruftion of Babylon chiefly to Cyaxa^ 
res^ whereof St. Hierom alleges three reafons ? : !• becaufe 
Darius or Cyaxares was the elder of the two; 2. in regard 
the Medes were at that time more famous dian the rer^ 
ftans'i and, laftly, becaufe the uncle ought to bepreferre4 
to the nephew. On the other hand, that few of the Greii 
writers take any notice of Cyaxaresj may eafily be accounted 
for : the Perfians j defirous to magmfy and extol Cyrus" 
their countryman, gave him all the glory of that great 
conqueft ; and from them the Greeks borrowed their relar 
tions : befides, Cyrus alone was employed in the fiegc of 
Babylon^ Darius being then abfent ; and the confecferate 
army under his condu^ ftorm^d the town, and put an end 
to the empire of Babylon. We may add, that, as Darius 
did not reign at Babylon full two years before the fame of 
this great conqueft was fpread abroad in diftant countries^ 
Cyrus was in the intlre poileffion of the Babylonian empire ; 
whence they looked upon him as the great hero, who had 
alone performed fuch extraordinary feats. But yofepbusm 
who was better informed, tells us '', that Darius, with 
his ally CyruSy , dffiroyed the kingdom ^Babylon. The

kiBg of die Aiaks and Perfians that coined gold. But no 
Dmus^ more antient than the father of Aerxesy is any- 
wiere (aid to have reigned, except this Darius j whom the 
jcripture calls Darius the Medf. 

After the redudion ofBabyhny Cyaxaresy in concert 
widi Cyrus J fettled the afFairs of their new empire, divide 
iiig it into an hundred and twenty provinces ', which were 
gpremed fay diofe, who had diftinguiihed themfelves du- 
ring the war. Over thefe governors were appointed three 
prefidents, who were conftantly to refide at court, and, 
recdving accounts of what happened in the feveral pro-> 
vinces, difpatch die Icing's orders to the immediate ofE-' 
cers ; ib that thefe three principal minifters had the fuper-» 
intendency over, and die chief adminiftration of, the moft 
weighty zSEsixB of the whole kingdom. Of thefe Daniel 
was appointed die chief, an honour which he highly de- 
fenred, not only on account of his great wifdom, but like- 
wife tii his age, and confummate experience ; for he had 
now fenred the kings of Babylon full fixty-five years in the 
quality pf prime minifter. As this employment advanced 
him to be the next perfon to the king, it raifed no fmall 
jealoufy in the odier courtiers, who, confpiring againft 
him, would have compafTed his ruin, had he not been 
miraculoufly preferved oy that Providence, which is ever 
watching over the fafety of the juft. As the only thing 
diey comd lay hold of to difb^ce him at court, and make 
him incur the king's difpleamre, was the law of his God, 
to which they knew him inviolably attached, they prevailed 
with Darius to iifiie out a proclamaUoii, forbidding all 
pedons to put up any peddon whatfoever to God or man, 
except to die king, for the fpace of thirty days, upon pain 
of being caft into the lions den. Now, as Daniel was 
iajring his iiTual prayers, with his face turned towards Je- 
fufiikmy he'was furprifed, aceufed, andy as the laws of

having fettled his affairs at Babylon, and furniflied the gari^ 
fons with fuch troops as were neceflary for the defence of 
the feveral parts of the empire, he marched, with the re-. 
mainder, into Syria ; which he brought under fubje^lion^ 
with the other adjacent countries, extending his conquefb 
as far as the Red-Sea, and the confines of Ethiopia. la 
the mean timje, Darius remained at Babylon, rfianaging 
the civil affairs of thct empire ', and in this interval way 
Daniel caft into the lions den. The darics were, perhaps,, 
coined, much about the fanoe time, out of the gold of the 
conquered Lydians (B). But, in the reign of Cyrus, we 
ihall give a more diftind account of feveral particulars re* 
lating to his two predeceflbrs Cyaxares and Afiyages, We 
have hitherto fuppofed the former to be Daniel's Darius 
the Mede ; but, as this point is controverted by writers of 
no mean charafters, before we difmifs the hiftory of A4e* 
'dia, we muft beg leave to offer fomething in our notes in 
defence of this our fuppofition, after having acquainted the 
leader with the fentiments of others, and the arguments 
they produce to fupport them (G).

This conjedure is fupported 
by a paffage out of Mfchylus 
(91), where that poet feem- 
ingly fuppofes the firft king of 
Ferfia there mentioned, to have 
been a Mede^ who with a 
powerful army took ^ufa : 
next to him, he places his fon, 
whom he does not name ; and, 
in the third place, Cyrus ^ whom 
he calls an happy prince. This 
Dariusy who took ^ufa^ and 
waged war with the Baiylo- 
nians, they will have to be 
Darius the Mede, fon of Aha- 
fuerus. This opinion is liable 
to one ftrong objedtion, name- 
ly, that Darius, the grandfa- 
dier of Cyrus, could not be 
alive when Babylon was taken* 
Cyrus himfeif being then, as is 
agtieedon all hands, and wje 
fhall fhew in the hiftdry of 
Terjia, fixty-one years old. 

Other writers, following 
Xhtopho^^B account, malnt^ 
Cyaxares tiie fon of Afyaw^ 
and uncle of Cyrus, to be Sit- 
rius the Mede, He fttcC6^ed 
Afyages in the kingdom of 
Media, as Cyrus did CanAyfes 
in that of Ferfia. Thfefe tWo 
kings, with joint forces, ih- 
vaded the kingdom of Btdty- 
Ion, and took the city^: Q>- 
axares reigned two ydars at 
Babylon; and, at his death, 
Cyrus became mafter of the 
whole empire. This hypothe- 
iis is inthrely agf eeable toScrip- 
ture, and free from thofe un- 
furmountible difHculties which 
attend the others, as is allowed

by his grandfon Cyrus, This 
immediate fucceihon of Cyrus . 
'to his grandfather is vouched

ha^antiuSy EufebiuSy Hieromy 
Aufiirty &c. But thefe, as they 
have only copied after Herodo^ 
iusy add no weight to the fcale. 
The above-mentioned writers, 
we own, %\ytAJIyages no other 
fucceifor than Cyrus ; but Xe- 
nofhon (92) does, and likewife 
Jofefhus (93), forfaking.herein 
Berofusy whom he often quotes, 
'and ever follows, where his 
authority does not claih with 
Scripture. Xenophon calls the 
Tucceffor oiAftyages Cyaxaresy 
and Jofephus gives him the 
name of Darius } adding, that 
he overturned the kingdom of 
'Bahylofiy being, in that enter- 
,prize, ajQifled by his nephew 
Cyrus (94) : which is confo- 
nant both to Scripture and 
chronology ; whereas the con- 
trary opinion, though perhaps 
not ' repugnant to holy writ, 
omni^t by any means be re- 
. conciled with chronobgy : for, 
if we fuppofe that Aftyages had 
no other fucceffor but Cyrus y 
we muH allow him to have 
lived one hundred years, and

Some 
fay this happened before the 
reign of the £unou8 TjfiMvr 
Big^ corruptly called ^mmt- 
loMB^ who deftrpyed it twice. 
Certain it is, that Sf^ithmuM 
owes the glory it now pofleii^ 
to the great Jbab Jhhas^ who, 
after the conquefi of the king- 
doms of Lar and Onmu, 
charmed with the Atuation qf 
this place, made it the capital 
of his empire, between the 
year 1620 and 1628. There is, 
perhaps, no city in the world.

men to the fword, rifled their 
houfes, and carried qIF im- 
menfe quantities of gold and 
filver, Alexander refer ving to 
himfelf the treafures in the ci- 
tadel, which had been amaz- 
ing there from the time of 
Cyrus, the founder oftheP^r- 
^^Tfti^empire. Jf this author'ii 
computation be right, he took 
thence an hundred and twenty 
thoufand talents of gold : in 
fine, the fpoU was fo great; 
tha^ the neighboujring coun- 
tries were conflrained to fuiv 
niOi mules and other beafb of 
burden, befides three thouiand 
camels, to carry it off; for he 
had conceived fuch a diflike to 
the inhabitants of this city, 
that he was refolved to leave 
ihem nothing of value; and 
thus, as the (ame writer ob* 
fe^ves, Perfepolis, once fo fa- 
mous for. its jna^vificfnpe, be- 
came no lefs rofl^avkable. ftff 
its caWity ($ i ), .

As to the air and climate of this country, conf&dering C/STxm//. 
tic great extent thereof, it cannot be otherwife than varied, 
according to the fituation of thefevefal parts thereof, fome 
bdng frozen widi cold, and others burnt with heat, at 
die fame time of the year. The air, where-ever it is cold, 
is dry ; but, where it is extremely hot, it is fometimes 
moift/ In'ordcr to give the reader a Juft notion of Ais, it 
will -be' neccflary to obferve, that all along the coaft oiF 
the PtrfianmiS^ from weft to eaft, to the verv mouth of 
the liver /w^ J, the heat is, for four months, to exceffive, 
that even thofc, who are born in the country, unable 
to bdur it, are forced to quit their houfes, and retire 
to the mountains ; fo that fuch as travel in thefe parts, ^ 
4at,(eafbn, find none in the villages, but wretched poor 
cxiat\u:e^, left there to watch the effects of the rich, at die 
tsfdicc of their own he^th. The extreme heat of tte 
aii^-as it renders it infupportable, fo it makes it prodi- 
giofifly unwhdfome, ftrangers frequently falling fick there, 
andibldom efcaping. The eaftern provinces of Perfia^ 
ironLtbe river Indus to the borders of Tartary^ are fubjeft 
to great heats ; but not quite fo unwholfome as on ^6 
cosSbrof the Indian ocean, and Perjian^lf: but, in 0)e 
nbrdiem provinces, on the coaft of the Cafpian fea, tfie 
heat is ifiill as great, and, though attended with raoifture, 
as uirC^hoUbtne as on the coaft before-mentioned.

If it ihould 
be aflced, how this defcription fuits with what we find 
recorded in antitnt authors of the luxury and profufenefi 
of the Pirjians ; fuch a <]|ueftion is capable of various an- 
fwcrs : for, firft, Pirfia is not now near fo much peopled 
M it wa^ heretofore \ and confequentfy there cannot be fo 
iptat a number of labourers, which muft caufe barrenneft 
m a country, that produces nothing without cultivation, 
Agdn, it may be faid, that the alteration of govemmeht, 
and df religion, has, in a great meafure, produced this, 
JffiKrence : the antient kings otPerfia were mild and be- 
neficent to their fubje£b; whereas the Mohammedan 
ptuoes.,have been always proud, overbearing, and cruel.. 
A€a)r4i^, to the opinion of the Per fees or Gaursj it was 
mer^grious to. render barren fields fertile; whereas the 
Piffiam^'iikc other Mohammeians^ are (adsfied with whalt 
goodc.-diinsfr diey find, and will not give themfelves tht 
troiMd to labour for pofterity. They look upon life as a 
treat lofld, wfaet-ein men ought to content Aemfehres with 
mh diin^ as fall in dieir way ; and, in confequcnce of 
fiidi notions, there is no great wonder, that fterility has

therefore delivers it as his opinion^ that, if the Turis wefll s 
to inhabit this country, it would grow ftill poorer than it:i 
is; whereas, ii ^c Armenians or the Perfees were to b^^ 
come mafters thereof, it would, from their indufhrj^jiis 
quickly recover its antient fertility* It muft not howev||.ij 
be imagined, that there is not ftill, at this day, the £uMt, 
variety, in point of fruitfulnefs, among the provinces wae 
this extenfive cotmtry, as heretofore* Media^ ^^mJKc 
Hyrcanioj BaSirioy are now, in a great meafure, irtiJiiB 
they were, and furpafs moft of the other provinces in didip i 
produ£tions. All along the coafts of ^tPerJian gulf, 4t ,1^ 
toil is ftill more barren, cattle lefs plenty, and every thiog^ 
in a worfe condition, than any- where elfe. Before icf ^s 
part with this ful^e<5i, we think proper to remark, thit ^ 
the Perjians are lo fenfible of the fnow's fertilij&ing thd( ^ 
land, that they examine very curioufly how high it rififli j^ 
every year, there being a ftone on the top of a mountaii% g 
four leagues from Spauhawn, between two and three feit Jj 
high, over which when once the fnow rifes, the peaiaii^ j. 
who firft brings the news to court, receives a coofideraU^ ^ 
reward for his pains **• But it is now time for us to /peaik i^ 
more particularly of the produftions of the earth. ^ jl 

Trees Among the trees that are moft common in Perfta^ we \ 

may reckon the plantane, the willow, the fir, and comH, by | 
the Arabi C2i\[Q6,federj and conar by the Perjians ; from ,j 
whence probably came the Latin cornusj and thence our • 
cornil. It is a received opinion here, that the plantane has w 
a fingular virtue againft the plague, and all other infeiSioiis i| 
difeafes; and they pofitively allert, that there has Jbeenno ^ 
contagion at Spauhaiun fince the planting vaft numbers ol L 
thefe trees in its ftreets and gardens. The tree, whicb ^ 
bears gall-nuts, grows in feveral parts oiPerJia ; but par-* T 
ticularly in Kourdejian. The trees, which produce gums^ ■ ^ 
maftich, and incenfe, are found very commonly in moft !■ 
parts of Perjia ; that however, which bears incenfe, h \^ 
particularly found in Car mania the Defert^ refembling, in ^i 
form, a large pear-tree: turpentine-trees, and almond* I 
trees, with the wild-chefnut, are common. The trcfc w 
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the manna of tamarifk,- becaufe it is gathered from that 
tree. AU the different kinds of manna are ufed* to the 
fioie end in medicine, and are therefore gathered wiA 
lib care, being efteemed a valuable commodity, as Bellas 
ODC cafily difpofed of. The herbs in Perfia^ ^"^^^y Herbs and 

\ fach as are aromatic, exceed thofe of other countries : drugs. 
iDQts, pulfe^ and fallading are larger, fairer, and better- 
dfad, than elfewhcre, and are eaten raw, without danger 
tf their creating any crudities in the ftomach. Moft of 

: mcEwroptan roots, greens, (aTr. flourifh here in great per- 
fedian ; and they would certainly be more cultivated than 
Ap^ are, if^ as in £«r^, men were, by religion, re- 
inined ftom eating flefh. As to drU|s, Perjia produces 

; n XBCusf as any country in Afta ; for, befides manna, caA 
fi^ iena^ithe nux vomica^ common in moft provinces, 
film ammoniac, by the Perfians called oufciocy is found lA 
dmndance on the confines of Partbia^ towards the fouth. 
Untbarb grows commonly in Corajpm^ or the antient Sog^ 
Sgaa\ but it is not fo good as that, which is brought from 
Ae country of the Tartars^ between the Cafpian fea and 
CUaf s and, for this reafon, thet^ endeavour to confound 
bodi under the name of Rivaurtcbtni^ u e. rhubarb of 
Cbm : in Corajfon they eat it commonly, as we do beet* 

. lootb Xbe poppy of Perfia is efteemed the fineft m the 

' norU, not only in refpeft to its beauty, but becaufe its 
juice is by far flronger than the juice of the fame plant 
eUewhere. The Ptrfiam call this juice afioan; from 
whence our word opium : the beft is made in the territory 
tiLingany &x miles horn Spaubawn ; though others pre« 
far the aJiMm cf Cazaron^ which is towards the Perjian 
gulf, as oeing lefs apt to ingender crudities in the ftomaich. 
Tobacco grows all over Perfia^ efpecially about Hamma- 
da$y whick is die^tient St(fa^ and in Courdiflan near the 
Pirfigngoifj which is cfteemed the fineft. Fhc Perjiant 
tfaemiiehres however, who are great fmokers, prefer what 
thqr call tambacou IngUji^ or Engl\Jb tobacco, to their 
own i but Sir %A« Char din fays, that this tobacco, which 
lias no ^tfaer man Brajil^ being kept at too high a price, 
Ae demand for it is now quite loft. Saffron is cultivated 
u many provinces, and efpecially about the Cafpian fea, 
and iq tb^ neighbourhocKi of Hammadan^ and is much 
cfboned. The plant, by the Perfians called hilut^ and 
/uppofed to be the laferpitium or lilphium oi Diofcorides^ 
from whence drops the ^afifetida, is comn^on every- wherej 
but aboi^ids .moft in Scgdiana : there are two Ibrts of it, 
the white and black ; the virhite Is the leaft-efieemed, be < 
. Vol. V. Q caufc 
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caufc lefs ftrong than the black. This juice or gum is, all 
over the caft, called J^ing ; and the Indians confume vaft 
quantities of it, mixing it in all their ragouts and fauces. 
It has by far the ftrongeft odour of any thing hitherto dif- 
c6vercd> fulce places, where it has been kept, will retain 
itt fcent for ivhole years ; and the veflcls, in which it b 
tranfported to India ^ ate fo thoroughly impregnated thcre- 
wtth, that no other goods can be put on beard them, widi- 
dvit acquiriilff its fcent, however carcfiilly packed. Mum-' 
my of both tofts ii a great Ferfiun commodity : the firft is' 
taiben from embalmed bodies, or fuch as are dried in the 
iands \ the other is a precious gum, which diftils out of a 
rock. There are two mines or fources of it irt Perfia^ the 
one in Cdrmania theDefert^ irt the country of Sar^ whidi 
is the beft ; for it is certain^ that there is no bruife, cut or 
wound, wliich a drachm of this excellent gum will not 
cure in tweftty-four hours. The other mine is in CoraJ^ 
fon : the rocks, from whence it diftils, belong to the king^- 
and all diat iiTues from drence is for his ufe. They zrt 
inclofed with walls, the gates of which are fecured by the 
feals of the five principal officers in the province. Once 
a year each mine is opened' in their prefbnce, and all die 
mummy that is then found, or at leafl the greateft part of 
it, is fent to the king's treafure. It derives its name from 
the Perjian word moum^ which fignifies literally an un- 
guent. The Hebrews and Jrabs make ufe of tfie fame 
term. The Perfians fay, that the prophet Daniel tau^t 
them the ufe and preparation of mummy. Cotton is very 
common over all Perjia ; but there is a tree, which fome- 
what refembles it, but is by far more rare, which produces 
a fort of filk, very fine and foft, and of which many ufes 
are made. Galbanum is likewife common in this country, 
together with the vegetable alkali 5 and many other drugs, 
which do not defei-vc to be mentioned here ". 
fruits. In fpeaking of the fruits of Perfia^ melons certainly 

claim the firft place. They have above twenty forts of 
them here 5 the firft are called guermec^ i. e. forced by heat 
They are round and ' fmall, a fpring fruit, infipid in the 
mouth, and confequcntly no- way pleafant. Th<5 people, ** 
however, fanfy them prodigioufly wholfome, and, on their 
firft coming in, eat, for a fortnight or three weeks toge^ 
ther, twelve or thirteen pound-weight each day ; nay, an } 
author of good credit, and aphyfician, fays, that fomc *'

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cat thirty pounds of them at a meal, without feeling any 
inconvenience therefrom. For four months in the year, in 
which melons are plenty, the common people eat hardly 
any thing cKt ; and Sir J^hn Chardin fays, that they eat 
more of them in Spauhattm in a day, than throughout all 
France in a month. The beft grow about a little borough 
called Cr4iguerdej on the borders oSTartary^ from whence, 
though it be thirty days journey, they are brought to Spau-- 
htuntj for the ufe of me king. The people in general arc 
ib fend irf" melons, that they take great pains to preferve 
tbem in certain repofitories, during the laft months of the 
year, and even till they are again in feafon. After the 
mebn, the raiiin deierves our notice, of which there are 
twdye or fourteen forts in PerJSa. The moft efteemed are 
the violet, the red, and the black : they are fo large, that 
one of them is a good mouthful. They preferve grapes 
all Ae winter in Perjia^ putting them up in paper-bags on 
dievinesy in order to preferve them from the birds. In 
Onarie/lan^ and about Sultania^ where they have abun* 
dance of violets', they mir^te their leaves with the dry rai- 
fin^ which at once give them a fine tafle, and render 
ftemmore wholfome. The b^ grapes, in the neighbour- 
hood of Spakha^n^ are found on the vines belonging to 
Ac GauffSy or antient Perfians ; for they, being permitted 
hj dieir religion to drink wine, take the more pains iii 
cultivating fhefe trees, which, for the fame reafon, are 
nfg^eded oy the Mohammedan Perfians. The dates of Per-- 
fa are, -WivK>ut comparifon, the richeft in the world, their 
frnip being fwceter, and more pleafant, than virgin- honey. 
The beft grow in Courdejfan^ Stftan^ about Perjepolis^ and 
Ae (here of the Perfian gulf; and particularly at Jaron^ 
a town in ilhe rood between Schtras and Lar. Strangers, 
however, ought to eat very moderately of this fruit, other- 
wife it is apt to overheat the blood fometimes to fuch a 
degree, as to create ulcers ; but the inhabitants never feel 
any fiich inconvenience. Dates grow in clufters on the 
pum*tree, which is the higheft of all fruit-bearing trees, 
and has no branches but at the very top. It produces fruit 
at fifteen years growth, and continues bearing till it is 
two hundred years old. All our European fruits grow in 
great perfedion here : then- apricots are excellent, and of 
femal forts : nectarines and peaches weigh fometimes fix- 
tccn or eighteen ounces each; they break eafily, and, 
what is very extraordinary, the ftone opisns at the feme 
time die peach is broken, and difcovers a kernel extreihely 
white, and of a tafte the moil delicious that can be imsH 
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gined. The Perjian pomgranates grow of fcveral coloursy 
in the higheft perfection, fome of them weighing a full 
pound. To fum up all, it may not be amifs to mention 
the particular places where the feveral kinds of fruit are 
held moft excellent : apples and pears grow to the higheft 
perfection in Iberia ; dates in Carmania ; pomgranates 
about Schiras ; oranges in Hyrcania ; and all ibrts in Bac^ 
triaj which produces finer and fairer fruit, than any other 
country in the world -, but it is particularly roiowned for 
its onions, at once prodigioufly large, and fweet as applet; 
Piftaches, almonds, hazels, filberts, and figs, abound here 
likewife ; and Sir John Chardin tells us, that, at an enter- 
tainment near Spauhawn^ he faw fifty different kinds o( 
fruit provided for one deflert ''. 

Grain. The grain moft common in Perjia is wheat, whidi 

is wonderfully fair and clean. As for barley, rice, and 
millet, they only make bread of them in fome places, as 
in Courdejian^ when their wheat -bread is exhaufled before 
the return of harveft. They do not cultivate in this coun-^ 
try either oats or rye, except where the Armenians axe 
fettled, who make great ufe of the latter in Lent. Rice 
is the univerfal aliment of all forts of people m'Perfia : ifar 
^his reafon they are extremely careful in its cultivation i 
for, after they have fown it in the fame manner with other 
grain, they, in three months time, tranfplant it, root by 
joot, into fielilji which are well watered, otheJrwife it would 
;iever attain that perfeftion, in which we find it dieas^ 
fince it is fofter, fooner boiled, and more delicious to uic 
tafle, than the fame grain in any other part of the world. 
It may be, its tafte is, in fome meaflire, heightened by a 
practice they make ufe of to give it a glofly whitenefs, wzi 
by cleanfing it, after its being beaten out of the hulks, with 
a mixture of flour and fait *. 

Flcweis. There are in Perfta all the forts of flowers which arc 
to be found in Europe^ but they are not equally common 
in all the provinces of this empire; for there are fewer" 
forts of them, and fewer of each fort, in the fouthern pro- 
vinces than in the reft, cxceffive heat being more deftruc- 
tive to them than froft ; which is the reafon that in India 
they have fewer than in Perjia^ and that thbfe mPerfi$ 
have more vivid and delightful colours than thofe either in 
hidia or Europe* Hyrcania^ in this refpeCt, excels the 
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reft of Perfia as much as Perfta does other countries. 
There are there whole forefts of oranges, the jeflamin 
fingle and double ; and diere all the flowers we have in 
Europe, with many we have not, are profufely fcattered 
kjr nature. The moft eaftem part of diis country, which 
B called Mazanderanj is a perfect parterre: from Sep- 
Umber to die end of April, the whole country is covered 
with fiowecs as with a carpet, and the fruits are then in 
(hrir beft feafon, the exceffive heat, and the malignity of 
the air, deftroying them in fucceeding months. Towards 
Media J and on the fouthem frontiers of Arabia^ the fields 
are adorned with tulips, anemomes, ranunculufes, of the 
hri^teft red, all fpringing of themfelves : m other places, 
as in the neighbourhood of Spauhawn^ jonquils grow wild, 
and fubfUl sdl the winter. To recite all that is faid on 
this fubjed, by fuch as have travelled through Perfia, 
would not be agreeable to the defign of this work : let us 
OHitait ourielves therefore witfi adding, that rofes of un- 
common beauty are frequent here, the bufhes bearing 
often three different-coloured rofes on one branch, viz. 
Tdlow, yellow and blacky and red. Pietra della Valley 
ivfaorqports that the Perfiam are wont to make ufe of art 
ID djfing their roots, in order to give different colours to 
^Ur flowers, is, in this circumilajrice, contradidled by Sir 
JAm Cbardin, who aiErms, on the contrary, that their 
jnrdeners have little or no fkill ; and that Jie nobility ^ 
rerfia are fo far from being curious in fuch things, that 
they take no pleafure in walking in their gardens, how- 
ever beautifully and richly adorned ; but content them- 
fdves with fingling out fome fpot or other, on their firft 
coining in, where they fit down, and fmoke, and drink 
coffee, a$ loxig as they remain there ^ ( Q^},

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Metals or Metals of all forts are frequently found in Perfia^ 
Minerals, efpecklly of late years ; and iince the reign of Mbas tbi 
Great^ who was at immenfe pains to fearch them out^ 
and to make the beft ufe of mines where-ever they were 
difcovered, iron, copper, and lead are become very comr 
jnon ; but of gold and fdver there are no mines open at 
prefent. As Perjia is a very mountainous country, and 
as thofe mountains produce fulphur and f^ltpetre, if the 
inhabitants of this country were as a^ve and inquifidve 
as amongft us, there is no doubt to be made, but diat 
gold and filver both might be found in fome part or other 
of the Perjian dominions. In the country oiGumdanmm^ 
near a town called Kervatij four leagues from SpaubawM^ 
there is a filver mine, which has been formerly wrought; 
but, through the fcarcity of wood, its produce has never 
equalled its expence i and it is therefore become a proverb 
;in Perfiay to fignify an unlucky undertaking, that it it 
Jike toe mine ^Kervan, \uhere they lay out ten t9 receive 
nine. There were alfo fdver mines in Kirman and A£r- 
xanderan^ but they are now abandoned for the (ame rea- 
fon. Mines of iron are found in Hyrcanioy in the nortb- 
«rn Media^ in Parthia^ and BaSfria ; but it b not b 
pliable as fome European iron. This may be owii^ in- 
deed to the unfkilfulnefs of their workmen, and may be 
likewiie the reafon why the fteel that is made from it 
(and which fome of our travellers have improperly called 
their mines of ileel, there being no mines of that metal, 
but it being all done by art) is there fo britde and ufdeis. 
Sir yohn Chardin tells us, that it is not worth above fixr 
pence a pound ; and is fo full of fulphur, that if you caft 
fome of the filings of it into the fire, they make a report 
as loud as gunpowder. It is fine and clofe, and almoft 
as hard as a diamond ; but, on the other hand, it is (o 
very britde, that the Per/tan artifts, who know not how 
to correft diis, are able to make no very valuable inftru- 
ments thereof. It has moreover this ill quality, that, by 
giving it too fierce a fire, it may be burnt and deftroyed. 
T^hererjians- call both this, and the fteel of the Indies^ 

of the wine.

fleel. Copper is found in greateft quantity at Sary in the 
mountains of Ma%anderan ; there are alfo mines of it in 
Ba£fria, and towards Caflln ; it is however poor, and 
not £t for u(e, till mingled with either Swedijh copper, or 
copper oi Japan. The lead mines are towards Kirman 
and Yefdi. Minerals are alfo found in Ferjia in vail 
ilundance ; fulphur and faltpetre are taken out of the 
mountain of Damavend^ which feparates Hyrcania from 
Partbia. Salt is made here by nature without the leaft 
affifiaoce of art, as are alfo fulphur and alum. There are 
two ibrts of ialt in Perfia^ that found on the earth, and 
Tock-lalt ; nothing is more common than to meet in this 
country with plains, fometimes ten leagues in lengthy 
coverea intirely with ialt, and others covered in like 
manner with fulphur or alum. In Media ^ and at Span-- 
bawn^ the fait is dug out of mines, and is as hard and firm 
as fire-ftone ; nay, in Carmania the Defert^ die people 
adually uie it as fuch in building their houfes. Marble^ 
frec-fione, and ilate, are found in great plenty about Ha^ 
maim: the marble is of four colours, white or ilati|^, 
Uack, red and black, and white and black. The beil is 
ftimd about Tauris y it is almoil as tranfparent as cryilal ; 
its colour is white, mingled with a pale-green 3 but it is fo 
foft, that fome have queflioned whether it be really a 
fione or not. In the neighbourhood of the fame 
city they find azure ; but it is not fo good as that of Tar^ 
tarj. In Hyrcania^ and efpecially in Mazanderany the 
petroleum or naphthe is met with, of two forts, black and 
white \ but the richeil mine in Perjia is the turquoije. 
There are two forts of tliis precious ilone, one at Nicha- 
four in Corajfon^ and the other in Phirous-Couy or mount 
Pbirousj between Hyrcania and Parthia^ four leagues 
journey from the Cajpian fea. This mountain derives its 
name from an antient king of Perjia^ who fubdued this 
country, and in whofe time the. mine was found s nay, the 
ytxy ilones carry his name alfo : for, though wc call them 
turquGtfeSy bccaufe they come from the true and proper 
Turky^ yet, throughout the eaft, they are ililed phtrouze. 
They have, of late years, difcovered another mine of the 
fame fort of ftones ; but they are by no means fo valuable. 
They are commonly known amongft us by the name of tur- 
Vtujes of the new rock, to diilinguiih them from thofe 
taken out of the antient mines, which belong intirely to 
the king, who, after fcleftlng the moil beautiful, fells the 
reft to merchants. The reafon why thefc late-difcovcred 
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turquoifes are lefe valued than thofe of the old mines, is^ li 
becaufe they are le{3 beautiful in their colour; and ^^ -i 
colour tfiey have is not thoroughly 'fixed j but grows paler ii 
by degrees, and at laft wears alinoft quite out *. :il 

Beafts The horfes of Per (ia are the moft beautiful in the eafly is: 

tame and though they are not fo much efteemed as thofe of AraktM^ 2:: 
wild. They are higher than our feddle-horfes, and their limbs n re 
well-proportioned as can be imagined. Tliough there ait i:i 
great numbers of them, yet, confidering how much they «; 
are ufed, and the great demand made for them by the fub^ ^ 
Je<% of the mogul on one fide, and of the grand fignioroft ^t 
the other, they are held at a very great price, a fine horfc -St 
being fometimes valued at a thoufand crowns. Next to jl 
horfes, we may reckon mules, which are much efteemed i^ 
here, and are very fine 5 and, next to thefe, we may jufUjr j^ 
place affes, of which they have, in this country, two (brts^ \i 
the firfi: bred in Perfia^ heavy and doltifh, as afles in other \^ 
countries are ; the otfier originally of an Arabian breed^ j, 
the moft docile and ufeful creature of its kind in the worid. 'i 
Thefe are ufed wholly for the faddle, and are very fi»- ;:] 
qudhtly adorned with fine accoutrements, becaufe ot their i^| 
eafy manner of going, and their being very fure-footed; 15 
The clergy, that have not great benefices, affeA to ride ^ 
much on thefe Arabian aiTes \ and, on this account, theft ^ 
animals are alfo kept at an high rat^, a good afi (leing ^ 
worth at Spauhawn twenty-five piftoles. Camels are nu- . 
merous in Perjia^ and fo much in efteem, that they are y 
called kechty-krouch-konioTij i. e. the fhips of the land, be- j 
caufe the inland trade is carried on by the help of thefo . 
camels, as the foreign by (hips. To'defcribe this animal 1 
particularly, here, would be improper^ fince they are radier . 
more in ufe among the Arabians than among ihePerJians ^ 
we (hall only obferve, that the Perjiam make ufe of three 
forts, afmaller, a larger, and a fwifter kind of camel than 
are common elfewhere. The largcft camels will travel 
with a load of twelve or thirteen hundred weight : the 
fwifter kir^d of camel is called r^^/nV ; i.e. the goer \ be- 
caufe they trot as faft as an horfe can gallop. It is worthy 
of notice, that thefe creatures are managed intirely by tlic 
voice, thoft who direft them making ufe of a kind of 
fong ; and according as they keep a quicker or flower time, 
the cornel moves brisker, or at its ordinary pace. As beef 
is littlest in Perfia^ their oxen are generally employed in

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hnighixig, and other forts of labour. Hogs are no-where 
red in Perjuij if we except a province or two on the bor- 
ers of the Cajptan fca. Sheep and deer are very common 
liroughout all Perjia: and, as to the former, fa John 
Vtardin aflures us, that he has feen flocks of diem, which 
awered four or five leagues of pafturage. As to beads of 
ehce, thejr are not fo conunon here as in moft of the 
3oimtries of Europe^ becaufe it is, generally fpeaking, de- 
mA of i?iroods ; but in Hyrcania^ which abounds with them, 
ieer of iall forts, and gazels, are found in great abundance. 
Fhe gazel b a creature common throughout die eaft ; and 
K> many of them have been brought into EuropCy that they 
need riot any defcription. As to wild beafts, there are not 
a ^:^eat number of them in this country, for the fame rea- 
ba which has been before afligned, with refpeft to beaih 
of ch3ce, except in Hyrcanioj where, in the woods, there 
we great numbers of lions, bears, tygers, leopards, fsTr. 
fc duit the antients fpoke very truly of Hyrcania^ wheii 
Aey called it the country of wild beafts. One thing,- 
Iwwever, is to be remarked, that neidier here, northrough- 
twtall Perjia y are there any wolves ; but the chakal, or 
jxhl (a creature which makes a terrible noife, and which 
mnjr good writers take for the hyiena)^ is common 
.Cfoy-where ; and has this peculiar quality, that it tears 
^ dead bodies, if the graves are not carefully watched. As 
to infe£t$, the drynefs of the air prevents our having much 
to fay about them : there are, however, in fome provinces, 
prodigious numbers of locufts, or graflioppers, which 
come in fuch clouds as to obfcure the air. In certain parts 
^AePerfian dominions, they have large black fcorpions, 
fo venomous, that fuch as are ftung by them die in a few 
hours : in others, they have lizards frightfully ugly, which 
are an ell long, and as thick as a large toad, their fkins be- 
ii^ as hard and tough as that of the fea-dog : they are faid 
to attack and kill men fometimes ; but that may be doubt- 
ed. [ Among the reptiles of this country there is a long 
worm, called by the inhabitants hazar-pey ; i. e. thoufand 
feet : its whole body is ftuck with fmall feet, with which 
it runs prodigioufly faft ; it is longer and fmaller than i 
ctterpiDer ; and its bite is dangerous, and even mortal, if it 
gets into the ear *. 

There are in Perjia all the feveral forts of fowl which p/;./j. 
we have in Europe^ but not in fuch quantities, becaufe

who have frequently capons fatted to fudi a degree, tbut '- 
they are killed for nothing but their greaie. 7 here arc^ * 
however, vaft number of pigeons wild and tame; and i|i : 
the dung of pigeons is the beft manure for melons, tbcr i 
keq) great numbers of them all over the kingdom; fo that||fc, ; 
may be on juft grounds prefumed, that no country in tw j 
world has fuch a number of pigeon-houfes : thev are meS^ s 
of diem fix times as large as any we have m Europe; \ 
built of brick, and plaftered on the outfide, every thmg, b 
being difpofed in the moft convenient manner poffiU^ i 
for the prefervation of thefe creatures. In the neigjk- : 
bourhood of Spaubawn they reckon more than three thoor i 
fand of thefe pigeon-houfes, chiefly ere^ed for the pxi> j 
fervation of the dung, which is fold for about three-peiKP : 
the dozen pound : the Perfiam call this manure tchalgQm\ -. 
i. e. enlivtning. It is a great diveriion among the iomt r, 
fort of people, in town and country, to catch pig^iu^ ^ 
Jthough it be forbidden \ for this purpofe, they have pigeov ^ 
fo tau^t, that, flying in one flock, they furround fuck w 
wild ones as they nnd in a field, and bring them back wilii ^ 
them to their niailers. People who follow this trade an jj 
called kefter-perrofij or pigeon-ftealers j and there are (bme j 
fo addicted to it, that they will lie out whole days, in the 
very depth of winter, in order to carry on this foolifh and |j 
wicked employment ; for, imder the notion of wild pi- j. 
geons, they take every body's pigeons they can find. The ^ 
partridges of this country are the largeft and fined in the ^ 
world, being generally of the fize of our fowls. As to ^ 
water-fowl, they have geefe, ducks, cranes, herons, ami ^ 
many other forts : but they are more plenty in the northern , 
than the fouthern provinces. The fmging-birds here are . 
of the fame kinds we have in Europe > the nightingale ii 
heard there all the year, but chiefly in the fpring ; mart- , 
lets, which learn whatever words are taught them ; and 
another bird of the fame fize, called by them miira^ 
which chatters continually, and repeats very pleafantly 
whatever it hears. As to birds of a larger fize, the moft 
confiderable is the pelican, by the Perjians called tacai^ 
i. e, water-carrier, and alfo mifc^ i. e. flieep, becaufe it is 
as large as one of thofe animals. Its feathers are white and 
foft. Tike thofe of a goofe ; its head is much larger in pro- 
portion than its body, and its beak from eighteen to 
twenty inches long, and as thick as a man's arm ; under this 
beak it has a fack or pouch, in which it preferves a quan- 
tity of water, for moiftcning its food j it ufually refts thi$ 

long 
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Jang besikon its back^ ^which would othcrwife inconmuxk 
it vejy mudi : the pdican lives chiefly upon fifh, in taking 
of wUch it (hews an admirable contrivance, by placing its 
leak in fudi a manner, under the water, as to catch them 
ait weiie in a net: when it opens its throat, the paflageis 
kg eenourfifbralanib : it is called the water-carrier, be- 
i»e in ArabtOy and other places, where water is hard to 
khad, it makes its neft at a great diftance from ftreams, 
dwells, forefeeing, as is fuppofed, that there will be Jeis 
dnger of difturbance in fuch places, though this fituation 
,cUira the bird to fly fometimes two days journey for a 
hjfij of water for her young, which ihe brings in the fack 
Moce-jnentioned ; and hence the fables of the antients, of 
Ae pelican's tearing her breaft open to feed her young. 
iWe are inPgrfia various birds of prey j and, in the moun- 
.luis, about fifteen or twenty leagues from Scbirasy there 
jBt (bme of the largefl and nneft in the world : the people 
dee great pains in teaching them to fly at game s and the 
tiog has generally eight hundred of theie birds, each of 
irtiich has a perfon to attend it. The Perftan lords are 
fikvirife great lovers of falconry, and even the common 
Wfle praiSife it much ; for neither this, nor fhooting, nor 
Aadng with dogs, is forbid to the meaneft man ia\ 

Wb fhall divide the fifhes of Perjia into frefh and lalt- ^ifi- 
water fiih : As to the firfl, they are not very plenty, be* 
cauie there are no great rivers in Pirfia ; however, there 
areof theie three kinds, thofe of the lakes, of the rivers, 
and of the ktrifa^ or fubterraneous pailages. Thofe in the 
kkes are carps and fhads ; the river- fifh i3 chiefly barbd, 
which 15 aifo the fort of fifh commonly met widi in the 
fiibterraneous chanels; they are very large, but by no 
means good, and their eggs are particularly danger- 
ous; which is generally attributed to their never behold*- 
ing the light of the ftm, but living altogether in thefe foul 
and cold ftreams. There are, in the river at Spauhaum^ 
a great number of crabs, which crawl up the trees, and live 
ni^t and day imder the leaves whence they are taken, and 
aie efleemed a very delicious food. As to fea-fifh, no coun*> 
try is better fervea ; the Cafpian fea, as we have feen before, 
cantsuns very fine fifh on one fide, TinithcPerJian gulf,onthe 
4CbQ:, i5 believed to have more fifh in it than any other iea 
m the world. They fifh tliere twice a day^ morning and

is very corrofive : for which reaforl, whenever they inl 
to keep fifli or flefli, the inhabitants content thcmfelves wii|>i 
drying it, either in the air, or by the help of fmdkc «. -fe* 
Natural As W€ have now examined the produftions of the '^^ 
rarities, earth, and waters of Perfia^ we are next to fpeak of 
natural rarities which are to be found in this large empi 
Of thefe, the firft we are to take notice of is a certain _ 
•fonous flirub, or plant, by the Arabians called chariy Ijj^ 
the P er flam guVfod-f amour ^ i. e. the wind-poifoning flo Vviriq^ 
i^flowers like the thiftle, and has pods filled with a 
white liquor, of the ccMififtence of cream, fliarp and 
to thetafte : it is affirmed, that where-ever the wind bloilt:^ 
over a number of thefe plants, as it does frequently in CM^^i 
mania the Deferi^ it thence contracts a poifonous quaUtn^j; ; 
which proves mortal to the next that refpires it *. TliqK^j 
•jb likewife another flu'ub in the fame country, zz/z. CanUfi >gj 
nia the Defert^ Angularly noxious ; it is called ienseM^ ^ 
i. c. afles poifon, becaufe thofe creatures are apt to dt of i^^ 
•its fruit, which generally proves mortal. The very wif' ^^ 
ter that waflies its roots is likewife held to be poifonousi \^ 
The trunk of this flirub is as large as a man's leg, and It ^ 
fometimes grows to the height of fix feet ; its bark is jrtf^ ^ 
markably rough, and of a bright green colour, its leav«i jj^ 
perfefily round, with a rifing point in the middle ; it j^ 
bears a fort of flower exactly refembling the rofe, of a kini ^ 
of flefh-colour : whence it is apprehended, that the Grab ^ 
called it rhododendron. The Arabians^ as well as the Per^ j, 
^»j, call 'it the gall, or poifon of an afs. Some areoi ^ 
opinion, that it is the nerium of our herbalifts, and the ^ 
fame plant that is called in French rofage ^. The goats^ \ 
both wild and tame, which feed on the fhore of tlie Perjiai , 
gulf,. aflFord the bezoar fo much eftecmed in medicine ; but 
the very beft is taken out of thefe creatures, in the provinot 
of Coraffm^ or Ba£lria\ and is thought to excel by far tte . 
bezoar of Golchonda^ and the reft of the Indies. The na* .

As one afcends the mountain, certain natural chinks fhew 
tk water at the bottom of it, like a fleeping lake, covered 
ikh rocks and mountains : it is thought to be of unfathom- 
alkdepth ; and, .when ftones are thrown into it, theycaufe 
I moft amazing noife, which aimofi deafen^tbe hearers ; 
liience this river is fuppofed to derive its name. After its 
Mxnt from thehafon before-mentioned, it rolls alons the 
flain, till at laft it falls into the river Zenderoud. &)me 
w of opinion, that this river does not derive its water from 
i^nnss, but from the fnow on the tops of the mountains, 
which, melting gradually, diftils through the chinks of the 
locks, into the vaft lake before-mentioned : and this, they 
think) is in fome meafure proved from the acrimonious 
tafle of thefe waters, which is, however, loft, after it joins 
i1k Zenderoud ^. Under a certain mountain called Tagte- 
fwftanj fb called from the ruins of a building on the fum- 
out ^reof, fuppofed to have been erected by the great 
ttkftmh there runs a grotto, which deferves a place among 
llie natural rarities of Perfia. From the top of this grot 
Acre diftils through the whole mountain, in two or three 
pboesy frefh water, which, falling into proper receptacles, 
6nns two or three diftin<9: ftreams, which iflue &om 
Aence to water the plain. In this grotto, about the be- 
gnining of Aprils 2l great number of Indians ailemhle, to 
cdebiate a feaft in honour of an hermit or faint of theirs, 
viio lived long here ; and the whole cave is full of ihreds 
or rags of people's garments, who have come hither to be 
cured of their difeafes, and have found relief. Not far 
from hence there is a mountain, where they pick up a fort 
of Uue ilones, very hard and fhining, which they make 
life of in adorning their mofques, tombs, and other public 
buildings. We might add a multitude of other articles of 
this nature, if the defcription of Perjia did not already be- 
g^l to fwell under our hands 5 though we have ufed all the 
dmtion in our power to prevent its containing any thing 
lihich may not be ufeful and inftruSive, as well as enter- 
taming, to the reader. Let us now pafs to the artificial ra- 
mies of the country. 

To begin then with the antient Perfepclisy the ruins ofji/e/cn- 
which ftiu teftify the truth of what fome antient v^titcis pthn of 
have affirmed, that, in the times of its profperity, it was Perfepolis.

third, and one of each of the reft. One finds, between 
tbefe coljumns ajid thofe before-mentioned, feveral large 
ftones, heretofore part of fome fubtcrraneous building. 
Seve;ity feet eight inches weft from thefc columns, towards 
tihe front of the ftair-cafe, there were twelve columns more^ 
4i(pofed in two rows, of which there are only five remain- 
ing. The bafes of feven more are vifible ; and the ground 
is covered with the ruins of thofe which are decayed^ One 
can difcover, however, among the fragments of thofe or- 
naments, which lie half-interred, that each of thefe co- 
lumns was furmounted by the fieure of a camel kneeling 
(plate I. p, 96.) To the K)uth of thefe columns ftands the 
edifice moft elevated of any in thefe ruins y but it is necefiary 
for us to obferve, that, on the eaft, there are ftill difcernible 
two rows of columns, confifting of fix each, of which the 
bafes of four or five remain ftill above the earth ; and, in all 
appearance, thefe were oppofed to other rows of columns, 
which were in the firont. Advancing ftill towards the 
mountain, one finds the ruins of many buildings, confifting 
of windows, fome of them filled with characters (plaU 
IX.) J paflages, portals, ^c (plates X. XL XII. XIIL)- 
The porticoes are adorned with figures : and thefc ruins take 
Vp a great fpace. But, to return to the edifice before fpokea 
of: it extends an hundred and eighteen feet from the co- 
lumns ; and the wall of its front is yet five feet feven inches 
hi^ compofed of one row of ftones, fome of which are 
ei^ feet broad, extending, from eaft to weft, an hundred 
and thirteen feet. There are, before the edifice, certain ftonc 
faundations ftill vifible ; but, wtrat ^nd they ferved, cannot 
Wguefled, fince there is no ftair-cafe on this fide. This wall 
is adorned with no fort of ornament, as the reft are. 
There are however two ftair^cafes, one on the north, the 
o4er on the fouth fide ; but almoft intirejy ruined. On 
the landing-place, however, we ftill difcover the remains 
of porticoes, which an earthquajce threw down. All the 
reft of the building, which confifts of great and little 
porticoes, is intirely ruined : the ground, covered with the 
fragments, is about an hundred and forty-feven feet in 
length, and nearly fquare. On the north, there are two 
porticoes, and three niches or windows walled up ; and, on 
the fouth, a portico, and four windows open. There are 
two other porticoes, which are not covered, on the weft^ 
with two openings ; and a third to the eaft, with three 
Axches of windows walled up. Six of thefe openix^ 
i&re without cornices; and there remains but half a^ 
pne to the eaft. One fees, under the two porticoes on 
)hc npftb^ op each fide, the figure of a man> and two 
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women, from the knees upwards, their leg^ being co- 
vered with earth ; under one of thofe, on mc weft-fide, 
there is the figure of a man, fighting a bull, which has "an 
horn in its forehead ; the man holds this With his left-hand, 
and ftrikes a poniard into the belly of the beaft with his 
right : on the other fide the figures are the fame, excepting 
only, that the man holds the horn with his right hand, ^d - 
ftabs the beaft with his left. In the fecond portico there is - 
the figure of a man holding and ftabbing a beaft, refemblliil^ ' 
either a deer or a lion, by fuch an horn in its foreh^d, alia ^ 
with wings upon its back (/^te^ XIV.). Under the ^ord- - 
CO to the north, the fame figures are vifible; only the man ? 
combats here a true lion, which he holds by the mane with - 
his right hand, and ftabs with his left [flate XV.) : thcfc : 
figures have half their legs buried iifider the earth. On - 
hoth fides of the portico towards the fouth^ there is Ac - 
figure of a man, with an ornament on bis head, reiembfing - 
a crown, attended by two perfons, one of whom holds ah '•' 
umbrella over his head, and the ether has feme enfigft tt 2 
authority in its hand (plate XVI.). Above thcfe figures - 
are three niches full of charafters. On the pilafters 6f die a 
firft portico, which are out of their places, and lie fiear Ac i 
flight of flairs laft-mentioned, there are two men, ftaCfi \ 
armed with a lance, which the one holds with bo& Unds, - 
the other only in his right {plate'KVH^), One alone bf Ade 
isintire. There are other pieces of pilafters, fcattetedtip- 
and-down with various figures {plate XVIII. XIX. XX.)^ 
fopieof them very remarkable for the itumber of figttfes 
they contain, exhibiting, as fome fuppofe, a royal ttAU 
cnce, where the king appears fitting on his throne, fASx 
a footftool, a perfon with a kind of umbrella over his hessbd, 
a petitioner before him, and his guards, with Aidd^, 
lances, fcfr. attending him (plates XXI. XXH. XXffi.)! 
Behind this edifice, one finds another of much the fame 
kind, except that it is thirty- eight feet longer, with a nich 
or window blocked up, and another open, with two ftonei 
ftanding up, one on the right-hand, the other on the left. 
Of thefe, that towards the eaft is broken ; the other, to- 
wards Ae weft, \s, ftill twenty-eight feet high. There are, 
cti Ac top of this ftone, three niches or tablets, full of i 
charaAers, and a fourA below, which feems to have bceA ^ 
cut after Ae reft. The like infcriptioiis are feen in Ai x 
niches or windows before-mentioned, each tablet cofiffift- k 
ing of one ftone only. To the fouA there are two ffiditi j 
of ftairs, Ae one to Ae eaft, the oAcr to Ae weft j out 
<i Aefe only five fteps are remaining; and, on the win^ 
U well on Ae wall^ which feparates Aem, there are niil

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viiiblc fome imall figures and foliages, though half-buried 
ia the ground. An hundred feet from thence, to the 
ibuth, the lafl ruins are found of thefe edifices, confifting 
chiefly oF porticoes, and inclofed fpaccs of ground ; and, 
between thefe two heaps of ruins, anotlvr ftair-cafe, of 
.urhich oaly feven fteps are remaining ; which ferve, how- 
ever, to flxew, that antiently they were adorned with 
figures and foliages. On the eaft fide 6f this ftair-cafe, 
there are certain fubterraneous paflages, in whici> the in- 
habitants imagine great treafures are hid. M. Le Brun 
entered them, as feveral travellers have done before ; but 
.was quickly obliged to return, without making any difco- 
veries, the paffages being fo narrow, and fo dark and moift, 
that it was impoffiblc to go far. However, even thefe 
experiments are fuflicient to fbew, that the conjedlures of 
4e inhabitants are very indifferently founded, fince, from 
the ftrufture of thefe vaults, we are left to judge, they were 
zather intended for carrying ofFwa ter, or fome f uch-li ke pur- , 

pofe, than to be made repofitori^ of the royal treafures °*. 

As to the conjcflures of the learned concerning thefe 

.xcoains of the magnificence of antient times ; the procef- 

ibos delineated on the walls ; the vafes in the hands of 

HHny of the figures ; the feveral tablets of unknown cha- 

ndors y and the.many hicroglyphical reprefentations which 

ait flill feen in thefe ruins; have led fome great men into 

^ opinion, that this antient flrudlure was a temple, dedi- 

csted to the deities worfhiped in Perfta. Others, with 

. much greater reafon, have delivered it as their fentiment^ 

Aat th^e ruins are the fad remains of the antient palace of 

firfepofis^ which they think ftrongly confirmed by the 

(Ucriptions, left us by antient authors, of that noble pile 

cf building. As to the figures in proccflion, thoTe who 

adhere to this notion fay, that they reprefent a birth-day 

faft of one of the Per/tan emperors, when his courtien 

ivere wont to bring him prefents. As to the infcriptionst 

thcjT are, generally fpeaking, illegible even by the Perftet 

■nuitieBt Psrfians themfelves; fo that hardly any argument 

can be deduced from them. The hieroglyphics might ^ 

wdl ferve for ornaments to a palace, as to a temple; ano^ 

kmay be, were fome of the fpoils of £^y^/, brought thcnc6 

if Camhy/es^s army. However this be, certain it is, that 

Qe habits of thefe figures agree perfeftly well with the de- 

/oiptions of the old Median and Perjian robes, as the/ 

MP jrecorded in Greek writers. On the whole, therefore^

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it may be prefumecl> . that, .whatever this ipdifice-was^ it 
^as id^ually ere£led\^y the Jdngs of the fiift. J»C3C>:i5nce 
libttilhg' feen there "carries the afpeft of later times ; but 
whether Cyrus was the founder, or whether this palace was 
begun by Dariusy aiid finiftied by Xerxes^ is a point not 
caUly,'if at all, to be determined. From a view of the : 
figures vifible on the walls, pillars, ^c, k feems probaMe : 
to us, that they were enigmatical reprcfentatiom,= at leaft s 
for the moft part, of the courfe of the heavenly bodies, • 
and of the effe£b produced by them. Bat of thisv ' ahdxjf 
the reafons which incline us to believe it, we fliall take oc- 
cafion to di&ourfe more largely in our feftion on tRe reK«» 
gion of the antient Perjians^ The traditions of the na- 
tives, in rclpeft to thefe antiquities, are generally reprc- 
fented, by travellers, as confufcu, f:':tr?.v-g?.rit, and not 
to be depended on. This may, howc'/j^r, i'l feme xnea- 
fure, arife from their want of acquaintance with, oriental 
hiftory, which is not always fo fabulous and incoherent, 
as it IS reprefented to be. There is, and there ever.wHI 
be, a wide difference between the narrative ftile of thcfc 
eaftem nations, and that in ufe amongft us. But, :as' wt 
fhall elfcwhere fhe\^, even in refpeft to thefe ruins, ctf- 
tainty may be deduced, as well from the hyf>erbolind 
relations of eaftern writers, as fitwn the artful memcritsdf 
fome of our weftern hiftorians (V). i- '

On the 
four fides ate brazen gates^ 
near to which there are cnr- 
tainsy or palifades, of the 
iame metal, twenty cubits 
high; thefe were raifed as 
well to ih'ike the beholder 
with terror, as for the 
(Irength and fecurity of the 
place. On the eaft fide of 
the citadel, about four hun- 
dred feet didant, flood a 
mount, called the M^yal 
mount ; for here are the fe- 
pulcres of the kings, many 
apartments, and little cells, 
being cut into the midll of 
the rock ; into which cells 
there is made no diredl paf- 
fagc, but the coffins, with 
the dead bodies, are, by 
machines, hoifled «p, and 
(o let down into thefe vaults. 
In this citadel were many' 
flately lodgings, both for 
the (ung and his foldiers, of 
excellent workmanfhip, and 
treafury - dumibers, mod 
commodionOy contrived for 
the laying up of money. 
Here JUxamkr made a 
fumptuous feafl: for the en- 
tertainment of his- friends, 
in commemoration of his 
vi^ory, and oiFerod magni- 
ficent facrifices to the gods.

that fhe m^ht caufe it to be 
interred in the tomb of his an- 
ceffors. It is allowed, that the 
fepulcres of the kings of Fer* 
fia were at Ecbatana in Me^ 
£a; and that at the time ^/ta'- 
ander fent back Darius\ body^ 
that country was new-conqner' 
ed^ and in great diforder. It 
is not impoiiible therefore, that 
his mother might caufe him to 
be buried at Fer/gpoUs. How- 
ever, Sir 7a&» CW^AVv himfelf 
is of opinion, that die thite 
v/as otherwife^ and that thefe 
tombs were aftuaUy dofed up 
before the reign tXuarins (94).

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titious. To affirm a faUhood was accounted the utmoft 
infamy, and, next to that, the beine in debt, becaufe it 
expofed a man to the neceffity of lying. If aiiy among 
them happened to be infeded with a leprofy, or any other 
diftemper of that nature, he was not permitted to ftay 
within the city, nor to converfe with others, having, as 
they believed, drawn this punifhment upon himfelf, by 
committing fome offence againfl: the fun. All ftrangers, 
that were fubjeA to this diftemper, were expelled the 
country. Thefe cuftoms, and fome others relating tc^ 
their funerals, of which wc fhall fpeak in the next feciion, 
we have learned from Herodotus °>, who tells us, that he 
can, with certaint}-, affirm them to be true. 
fheir tu- '^" ^ ^^^ fcverc puniflunent, in ufe among the Perjiam^ 
Ktjbmtuts. ^''^^ ^^^ ^^ fliutting the offender up between two boats j 
which was done in tne following manner : they made two 
boats on purpofe, fo equal, that one was neitner broader 
nor longer than the other ; then they laid him in one 
of them on his back« and covered him with the other, 
his hands, feet, and head, being left uncovered, and ap-» 
pearing through an opening made for that purpofe. lit 
this pofture, he was fupplied ^nth viduals and drink by 
the executioners, who even forced him, by thrufting (harp 
iron tools in his eyes, to eat what was neceflfary to fup-* 
port nature, left he fhould {hir\'e himfelf, and thereby put 
an end to his pain. On his face, that was placed full in 
the fun, they poured honey, which, inviting the ffies and 
wafps, tormented him, no lefs than the fwarms of worms 
that were bred in his excrements, and devoured his body 
to the verv entniils. Under fuch a complication of un- 
relenting torments, the unhappy offender lived many days; 
for Plutdrcky who delcribcs this cruel manner of putting 
to death, tells us, that Afithridetirsj whom Artaxtrxtt 
condemned to this punifhment, for pretending to have 
killed his brother Cyrus -, lived fevcnteen da\-s in the ut- 
moft agony ; and that, the uppcrmoll boat being taken off" 
at his death, they found his flelh all confumed, and 
fu"arms of worms gnawing his very bowe:-. i^uch as were 
convicled of higli-trcafon wer^ condemned to have their 
ri^t-hanJ, and then their head, Itruck oit ; which fen- 
tence was, by order of Arii,:xerxes^ executed even on the 
dead body of his brother Cyrz.s, But, by the antient 
laws of rerf,j^ the king was reftrained from putting any 
man to death for a (ingle crime ; aiid betides, the iudge

was to examine nanowly into the ^adtions of the delinquent ; 
and, if his iaidts were lound to overbalance his former fer- 
vices, the king was allowed to jpui)i(h him at pleafure; if not, 
he was either pardoned, or punifned lefs feverely ^. Poifoncrs 
were prefled to death between two ftones ; which punifhment 
we find inflifled upon Gigis^ a woman greatly favoured bv 
taryfatis^ mother to JrtaxirxeSy for havmg confpired witn • 
-her to -poifon queen Statira ^. 

The Perfiani were, beyond any other people, jealous of Their mar- 
(heir wives and concubines. It was death to touch any of the riages^ and 
iing's women, to fpeak to them, or even to come near them, imefiuwi 
«r their coaches, as they travelled. They were allowed to commerce^ 
flarry their own fiftcrs and daughters : thus we arc told, that 
irtiucsrxes married two of his daughters, Ameflris and Atoffa^ 
(hough he had promifed them to others, minutius Felix ' 
n^roaches them with marrying, or criminally converfing 
mthj ^their mothers j and Eufebius quotes a faymg of Barde^ 
ImeSy which fhews, that .they were induleed, by law, to marry 
faeir iUlers, daughters, anu mothers. 1 his inccftuous cuftcm 
hey oblervcd.alfo in other countries, namely in Egypt y Phry*- 
fin, and G^ilatWj as Eufebius .witnefles •, where they were, 
on that account, abhorred by the inhabitants, and nicknamed 
magiiffmi^ or addiAed to n^gic ^ They were the firft that 
introquced thofe amphibious animals c^Icd eunuchs, >which 
P4ir9fuus Arbiter " and Seneca ^ impute to their infatiable 
kcbery.

.' fiirred up in Greece y he faid, that the king oiPerJia had driven 
. him put of his doniinions with thirty thoufand archers "f. The 
.darics were of the fame weight and value with the Attic Jlater. 
Darius fecms to have learned the art and ufe of money from 
the Lydians ; for the Medes had no money before they con- 
. quered Lydia * ; whereas Crcefus king of Lydia had coined 
innumerable pieces of gold, called crcefei. As it was not 
reafonable, that the coin oi Lydia fhould continue current 
after the downfal of the kingdom, we may fuppofe> that D^ 
rius recoined the crocfei widi his own effigies, without alter- 
ing their weight or value «. All thefe pieces of gold, that 
' were afterwards coined, of the fame weight and value, by the 
. fucceeding kings, not only of the Perjiariy but alfo of the Ma^ 
cedonian race, were called darics^ from this DariuSy in Vihok 
reign they were firft coined (G). 
^hnrmrtSy THERE was, it feems, no great learning among the Ptf'^ 
fciencssy Jtans before the time of Zoroajires^ whom the Perjians call Zer* 
&c. dujht or Zaratujhy who is fuppofcd to have flouriflied underP^irx 

fly/flafpisy and was the greateft mathematician and philofbpher 
of the age he lived in. The mages, being inftrufted in mar 
,tbematicd, aftronomy, and natural philofophy, partly by him, 
and partly by Hy/fajhesy the father oi Darius j were reputed, 
above all others, fkiUed in thofe arts. Hyjiafpes had travelled 
. into Indioy and lived there fome time among the brachmans, 
in order to learn their myfteries and fciences, for which they 
' were famed at that time ; and, on his return, commuhicatea 
to the , mages what he had learned^ improving that {d£k net ' 
only in religion, but in all natural knowlege ^. But this fub- ' 
left Ihall be treated more at length in the following feftion. ' 
We (hall only add here, that this knowlege was locked up

We 
have another, ftill more dread- 
ful, inftance of the Perjian feve- 
tity on fuch occafions. Pytbius 
the Ly Matty as we have hinted 
above, entertained, with great 
magnificence, Xerxes and all his 
army, and offered him two thou- 
fand talents of filver, and three 
millions nine hundred ninety- 
three thoufand pieces of gold, 
to defray the expences of the 
war which he was carrying on 
againil Greece, The king was 
fo taken with his zeal and af- 
fcftion, that he promifed to 
grant him whatever he fhould 
afk. Pythius had then no re- 
queft to make ; but, fome time 
after, being frightened with an 
cclipfe of the fun, ^d confiding 
in the merit of his late liberal 
offeV, and the king's unlimited 
promife, intreated him to dif- 
charge the eldeft of his five 
fons, who were all in his army, 


that he might have fomebody to 
take care of him in his old-agr, 
and of liis eftate. He had no 
fooner uttered this requef^ bat 
the king, tranfported with rag^, 
and forgetful both of his own 
promife, and the former merits 
of Pythiusy commanded the body 
of his eldefl fon to be cat afa!i« 
der, and one part laid on the 
right hand of the way, and the 
other on the left, that the arsiy 
might pafs between both (a»). 
So heinous a crime it was, ac- 
cording to the Perjiam diCcipiine^ 
to exempt one's felf firom the 
fervice, or even afk an cxenotp- 
tion for others.

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^Marchifig.When they went on any expedition, their wives, mothers, 
children, bfc. followed the camp ^ ; which cuftom was ob-* 
fervied amongft all the eaftem nations : their prefence, thgr » 
thought, infpired them with courage, fmce they were to lofc* 
at once whatever was dear to them in the world, if they did^ 
not behave as they ought. Their provifions and baggage were 
carried qn camels, the foldiers being loaded with no other bur-' 
den but that of their arms ^. In what manner they marched, 
we learn from Herodotus^ who defcribes the march of Xerxes^s 
army thus * : the baggage, whether carried by fervants, or . 
bealt3 of burden, appeared in the front, and was followed*by 
men of all nations, formed into a body, without diftinftion. 
Between thcfe and the reft of the army was left an interval, 
that they might not mix with that part where the king was. 
Before him marched a thoufand horfcmen, and the like num- 
ber of fpearmen, with their fpears pointing downwards. After ■ . 
thefe came ten great horfes, bred in th^ plains of Media ^ called 
the Nifean plains (L), caparifoned with rich furniture, anrf 
confecrated to Jupiter. The chariot of that god immediately 
followed, drawn by eight white horfes, the driver on foot, 
holding the reins, no mortal being allowed to mount the feat. 
After Jupiter appeared the king, in a chariot drawn by Nifean 
horfes. A thoufand chofen fpearmen, all Perjians^ marched 
next to the king, and were followed by another body of horfe, 
confifting of a thoufand chofen men of the fame nation. After 
the horfe, ten thoufand Perftan foot advanced, and of thefe ^ 
one thoufand were armed with javelins, which, inftead of the 
common ornaments, were embellifhed with pomgranates of j 
gold. The other nine thoufand had pomgranates of filver. j 
The ten thoufand foot were followed by ten thoufand Perftan i 
horfe, and at the diftance of two ftadcs. The reft of the. < 
forces advanced promifcuoufly.

They ufed no ftratagBmsy 
nor cared for any advant^es, that were not owing to dieir 
valour \ or, as Jmmianus Mdrallinus expreiies it>' thoaght 
it unfair and bafe to fteal a vidory ^ They never foudit in 
the nieht, unlets attacked by the enemy, nor marched before 
the rimig of the fun ^. Duels or fingle combats were in ufc 
among them, as is plain from the ftories of Darius * and Poly-^ 
damdi ^. This is what we have been able to gather from un- 
queftionable authorities relating to the military difciplinc of 
the antient Perfians, 
Their ^ ^ ^^ ^^^^ laSvs, they are greatly commended by Xenophon^ 

iaws, who prefers them to thofe or any other nation whatfoevcr o j 
and obfcrves, that other lawgivers only appointed punifhments 
for crimes committed, but did not take fufiicient care to pre-> 
vent men from committing them j whereas the main defign of 
tTic Perftan laws was to infpirfe men with a love of virtue, and 
abhorrence of vic^, fo as to avoid the one, and purfae the 
other, without regarding either puniflinxent or reward.

As to the relations ojf 
travellers, we need not wonder^ 
that they differ about the reli-* 
gious opinions, rites and ceret 
monies of the Perjians^ or, as 
fome call them, Per/ees^ fmce 
they very feldom agree exadly, 
even in their defcriptions of lefs 
intricate things than thefe. As 
for Henry Lardy whofe fmaUjCUea- 
tife, in relation to thefe people, 
has been received as a kind of

' adopted, left.it them once more in its pure and primitive con* 
dition and fimplicity, wherein he tranfmitted it to his own de- 
fcendants **.

But, 

though it muft be allowed, that the old Perjian religion agreed, 

in many great points, with the religion of Abraham ; and tho' 

it fliould be admitted, that his fame might, even in his life* 

time, be, with very advantageous circumftances, publifhed 

throughout all Perfia ; yet it is fo far from being evident, that 

it is fcarce probable, he went himfelf into that country, much 

left that he executed the office of a prophet there, and refided 

at Balch. On the contrary, it is far more credible, that this 

notion took rife from the fuggeftion of Zoroajier^ who had 

his learning and his divinity out of the book of Mofes^ and 

other facred books among the Jews j and that the city of Balch 

received the appellation of the city of Abraham from Zoroa- 

fier^ on account of his making it the refidence of the archi- 

magus, or high-prieft, of the rcKgion of Abraham^ and not

With refped: to the ufe they made of fire in their rial 
rel^ion, the priefis, who attended it, by no means ddCbri 
the appellation oi ignarii facerdotes^ i. e. firc-priefls; jBor 
yrere txxAy facer dotes Dei^ priefts of the Almighty, who, th^' 
like the Jewijh priefts, they waited on, and tooK care to 
ferve the facred fire from being extinguifhed, were far fr( 
making this their only duty ; for thefe, as well as thofe, 
cv€ry day public prayers, and did other facerdotal offices, 
wre fhall hereafter declare more largely : yet fuch has 
the hard fate of thefe people, that, becaufe their prin( 
ivere not known, and their ceremonies ill underftood, 
have been branded with the name of atejh^perejlj i. e. 
worfliipers ; fo dangerous a thing it is to carry to any ex( 
even innocent ceremonies. They never confeffed their fins If 
any, but to God, nor befought a remiffion of them fromanj^j 
but from Him ; yet they inclined to perform thefe public aof j 
of devotion before the fymbol of the Deity, that is, bcfo 
fire, or before the fun, as the witnefs of their aSions. In lilof i 
manner, the Jews confeffed their fms to God in the tempk^il 
the fire flaming on the altar near them ; fo that there was jkh] 
thing of idolatry in this, though it might not be altogether] 
free from fuperftition (F).

we have often commended, and 
who, without all quefHon, was 
one of the moft intelligent men 
that ever obliged the public 
with an account of his travels, 
fpeaks very contemptibly of 
thefe people ; and would have 
Hs believe there is no fort of 
learning amongft them, but a 
little aftrology : he fays, their 
priefts talk confufedly of theif 
religion, and that they were 
not poiitive themfelves as to the 
place where their facred fire was 
kept (17). But though this 
gendeman was not fo happy as 
to meet with intelligent perlbns 
of this religion, others have ; 
and the accounts they have 
written, are dear and fatisfac- 
tory, nay, fupportcd by unde- 
niable evidence. Moniieur Le 
Bru9iy by the interpofition of 
the Englijh agent, had a con- 
verfation with one of their 
priefts, from whom he learned 
many things exadly conform- 
able to what we have delivered. 
It would therefore be needlefs 
to infert that couverraLion here ; 
but it will not perhaps be a- 
mifs to give the anfwer of the 
prieft to Mr. Le Bruns firft 
queftion, what he thought of 
the creation of the world, and 
the power of God. He faid. 
He believed God to be the Be- 
ing of beings, a Spirit of light, 
above the comprehenfion of hu- 
man underftandings, infinite, in

in the open air : neither did it fubvert their antient principle,^ 
that the Lord of the univerfe ought not to be inclofed within 
walls ; for their pyrea did not circumfcribe what they efteemed 
an image or femblance of the Divinity, but only the fymUJ 
of his purity, and, as it were, a fhadow of his nature* Tbd 
overturning therefore of the Greek temples by Xefxet^ and 
other 2&S of a like nature, were perfe<^y confident with their 
reverence for fire, and their refped): for the fun. Of this tho* 
many Greek and oriental writers were intirely ignorant, and L 
wcrcconffequently prone to mifreprefent them, yet authors of j, 
grea^ candour, and more extenfive kftowlege, haye readily i 
afl^tedto it, and teftified, to the honour of die Perfiaps^ that il 
they worfhiped only one God, without reprefenting him by ^ 
anyimage or pifture whatfoevery. 

The Perjians^ in early times, acknowleged one eternal and 
onmipotent Being, the creator and preferver of all things : him 
they called TeTMd^ Izad^ or Izud ; alfo Orrnuzd, Hormuzy or 
Tvil ieinff Homiizda : joining^ this with the modern name, they Kayt 
Hormizda Choddj O fupreme God. They acknowleeed alio 
an evil-created being, whom they ftiled aharimanj abrenum^ 
or abriman^ and, in verfe, ahrimanan^ which fignifies amongft 
them the devil. To fhew their deteftation of this wicked bein^ 
his name, in the antient Perjian books, \\^s thus written^ 
utnuuvciv^ to intimate, that, as he was the implacable and per*

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all places, almighty, from whom 
nothing could oe hid, and a- 
gainft whofe will nothing could 
be done. This conference hap- 
pened in the month of January ^ 
1 707 (18). As to the fy7-ea^ or 
£re-temples, they were formerly 
as frequent «s pariih-churches in 
other countries; but fince the 
deftru6lion of the antient Per- 
fiansy thefe ftruftures are by no 
means common. The Perfees 
content themfelves with faying 
their prayers before the common 
£res, and their priefts officiate 


before them likewife. Tfccj^ 
have, however fire-temples,' of 
fire-chapels, flill in fome places ; 
and the chief of them is fnp^ 
pofed to be in the province of 
Kermfatty where there are more 
Gaurs than in any other part of 
Perfia, Antiently their temples 
were fplendid, and faid to have 
been dedicated not only to the 
fun, but to the refl of die ph-* 
nets ; in which, however, there 
was no more idolatry than there 
is in our dedicating churches to 
this or that faint (19).

Some have afierted, that the andent Perjians held a co« 
eternity of thefe two principles ; but writers, better acquainted 
with the true tenets of this nation, agree, that ahariman was 
created out of darknefs, and that Oromafdes firft fubfifted alone $ 
that by him the light and darkneis were created ; that, in the 
compoQtion of thb world, good and evil are mixed together, 
and fo ihall continue till the end of all things, when each 
fliall be feparated, and reduced to its own fphere. Plutarcb^ 
who was a very ingenious, and a very inquifitive man, hath 
^en us a long account of the do^ines of Zoroafler^ very 
conformable to what has already been faid, and agreeing per« 
hEdy well with the religion or the antient patriarchs, except 
in a few ftrokes^ of fable, which were either inferted by the 
miftake of the reporter cf that abftrad, or were invented by 
Zerdu/ht^ to account for thofe things which furpais human un* 
derftanding *• Some have endeavoured to account for the 
ori^ of die prince of darknefs thus : Oromafdes ^ fay they^ Cud 
once within his mind. How fhall my power appear, if there be 
nodiing to oppofe me ? This refleftion called ahriman into Of C^tPs 
bdi^, who thenceforward oppofed all the defigns of God, ^*^i^ 
and thereby, in fpite of himfelf, contributes to his glory. The***™*"* 
fouls of men, according to them, were at firft unbodied (pints;*'' '*' ^' 
but the Almighty, refolving to make ufe of them in warring**" • 
againft ahriman^ cloathed them with flefh, promifing them, 
wX the light ihould never forfake them, till ahriman and all 
his iervants were fubdued \ after which, the refurre£^ion of 
die dead is to follow, with the feparation of the light from the 
darknefs, and the coming of the kingdom of peace. To (ay 
the truth, the notions they have of the beginning of all thin®, 
fte flatc of our firft parents, the attempts made on them by 
the prince of darknefs, the laft judgment, the (alvation of the 
good, and the punifhment of the bad, differ very little from 
wlmt is delivered to us in the Scripture on thefe heads ; only 
tiiey have a long account of the war between God and the 
author of evil, which, they fay, ended in a complete vidlory 
gained over the latter, and his adherents, who were conftrained 
to furrender at difcretion : that the Almighty did not annihi- 
late his enemies, becaufe, without oppofition, his attributes 
could not have appeared with fuch luftre as they now do (G):

It is now time for us to fpeak of the rites and ceremonies ^gir cert'- 
of the Perfiansy antient and modern, in the excrcife of their fnonies and 
religion, and every thing relating thereto. They have a re- public 
gular clergy, and are very zealous in aflerting an uninterrupt- ^worjhip^ 
ed fucceftion of perfons inftru£led in their facred myfteries, 
from the time oiZefduJht to this day* Their ordinary priefts 
are obliged to live according to certain rules, much more fe- 
vcre than thofe given to the laity, as the reader will perceive at 
the end of the following page : their high-priefts were under ftill 
firiSer obligations ; and all of them were bound to difcharge 
their facerdotal offices with mighty exaftnefs and devotion •*. 
As to their public worfliip, it was and is ftill thus performed : 
i In every pyreum, or fire-temple, there ftood an altar, on 
I ^diich burnt the facred fire, which was always kept alive by 
4c prieft : when the people aflcmbled, in order to their devo- 
tions, the prieft put on a white habit and a mitrcy with a gaufe 
or doth paifing before his mouth, that he might not breathe 
on the holy element : thus he read certain prayers out of the 
Utwgy^ which he held in one hand, fpeaking very foftly, and 
in a whifpering fort of tone, holding in his left-hand certain 
(inall twigs of a facred tree, which, as foon as the fervice was 
over, he threw into the fire. At thefe times all who were pre- 
fent put up their prayers to God, for fuch things as they ftood 
in need of; and, when prayers were finiflied, the prieft and 
people withdrew filently, and with all other tokens of awful 
lefpeA. All thefe rites are ftill obferved : but, to prevent, as 
&r as poffible, the people from felling into idolatry, the prieft 
now informs them, when they are going from their devotions, 
of the reafons why they worfliip before the fire, and all the, 
obb'gations they are under to treat it with reverence. This ex-

fe£tion of the air. However, this cuftom was antiently efteem- 
cd fo barbarous by other nations, that one of the * apologifb 
for the Chriftian faith, fpeaking of the good effefts it had on 
mens minds, in reforming them from brutal and wicked ha- 
bits, mentions this exprefly, that the Perfiam^ fince they had 
received the Chriftian doctrines, no more expofed the booies of 
their dead, but afforded them a decent burial. Before we part 
Urith this fubje£l, it may not be aa>i& to obierve what is prac- 
tifed among them when a man is on his death-bed : a pr^ is 
in fuch a cafe always fent for ; and he, drawing near die bed, 
prayeth thus, in the ear of the fick man : ^< O Aknij^ii^ 
^< L1ORD9 thou haft commanded we fhould not ofG^nd thee; tbis 
*' man hath offended : thou haft ordained, that we fhouM do 
^ good; yet this man hath done evil : thou haft required, that

f The reigns of the kif^s of Perfia.' 

S we know but very little of the ftate of Perfia before Cv* Tbejfati 
' '^'s.timie, we flbaJl not preteftd to give an account of tne of Perfia 
•W^ who preceded that prince. We have already fHewn a, hefore Cy- 
li^^Elam^ or Perfia^ was goyerned in the earlieift times by r^s, 
•l5f*? ^"^» ^^^ ^1^9^^ very powerful. Chidorlaomer^ the 
wkingbf £A7w, mentioned in Scripture,^ extended his cpn- 
i(P^ otcr many provinces of Jfta ; for Bera king of Sodon^^ 
I^DB^ldng of Gomdrrah^ Shlnab king of Admah^ Sbemeber 
ifl^ of Zeboiim^ and the king of Beld or 2oar^ vvere his tri- 
kflWfts J>. Thefe five princes liv^d twelve years in fubjeftion 
W? Chidortaoitter ; but, in the Airteenth, unitiim their forces, 
^c an attempt towards the recovery of their Wriher liberty.

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The kmg of Elam no fooner heard, that they were up in arms^ 
but, entering into an alliance with Jmraphel king of Sbinarj 
\4rioch king oiEllafar^ and *tidal king of nations, he marched 
put againft diem ; and, having iirft reduced the RephaimSj the 
XuzimSj the Emmsy the Horitesy the AmalekiteSy .and the 
Jlmorites of Hazexontamary at 1^ he fell upon the revolters, 
put their army to die rout, killed die kings of Sodom and Go-e 
morrab > and, having pillaged their cities, marched back to- 
ivards Elarriy loaded with the fpoils of the conquered nations. 
Loty who, as Jofephus ^ informs us, aflifted die Sodomites j had 
themisfprtune to be taken prifoner on this occafion ; and had 
been carried into capdvity, had he not been timely refcued by 
jtbrahamy who, purfuing the enemy with a fmall body of chofen 
men, came up with them at Dan the fifdi jday after their 
viftory, put them to flight, and returned in triumph, with his 
brother and all his family, redeemed from the infults of a vic- 
torious foe. By this overthrow Chedorlaomer loft the fovereignty 
of the Pentapolisy but retained his other conqiiefts, which were 
very confiderable. From the reign of this prince to that of 
Cyrusy we know nothing to be relied on bi»t what we have al-» 
ready hinted at in the hiftory oixh^Medes ; vi%* that the£Zi7«- 
ites or Perfians were a great and powerful nation } that diey 
were in all likelihood fubdued by the AJfyriansiy but after* 
wards regovered their antient liberty, ana were governed by 
princes of their own nation dll the nxth year oi NebucbadmX' 
zafy when they were again brought under fubjeAion by that 
great waririor, and his ally Cyaxares king of Media. While 
they lived in fubjedion to the Affyriansy Medesy and Bahybni" 
ansy the throne was ftill filled with natives of Perjiay though 
tributaries to thofe greater powers. The only great family we 
find upon record is that of Acbamenesy which muft have been 
very confpicyous, fince Xerxesy when at the height of his 
glory, was proud to derive from^ thence his pedigree, which:

Hereupon Ajljages 
fends for his daughter, then big widi child ; and, upon her ar- 
rival in Midiay puts her under a guard, determined to* de- 
ftroy the child flie fhould be delivered of; for the mages had 
afliired him, th^t the iflue of his daughter was to fill his dfirone. 
Mandaney not long after her confinement, was brou^t to bed 
of a fon, whom jyiyages^ mindful of the interpretation of the 
mages, delivered to one HarpaguSy injoining him, as he teil^ 
Jered his own life, to take the new-born fon of Mandaniy td 
carry him to his houfe, and there difpatch him with his owii 
hands, in what manner he fhould diink befl. Harpagus pfO^ 
mifed to put the king's orders in execution ; and, having ik* 
ceived from the guards the infant, richly drefTed, went hdme 
tinder great concern, to fee himfelf employed in fo hatefitl aiid 
inhuman an office : he acquainted his wife, as foon as he Came 
home, with ^hat had paiTed betvtreen AJiyages and himfelf | 
and refolved not to execute the fentence with his own hand^ 
but to transfer his charge to another. With this defign he im- 
mediately fent for one of the king's hcrdfinen, vdio kept hil 
cattle in paf^ures lying at the foot of certain mountakison dte 
north of Echatan^ towards the Cafpian fea : the herdfnukn'^ 
name was Mithridatesy and his wire's SpacOj in the lanioagb 
of the Medesy which figniiies a bitch, and anfwers to heiOfm 
ipme Cyno. Mithridatesy vrithout delay, waited upon Har^ 
tpgusj who commanded him, in the king's name, to tak^ the 
infant, and expofe it in the moft dangerous and abandoned pbrt 
of the mountains, upon pain of dying in the mofl exounke 
tortures diat eould be invented : he added, that tJie kiju^ had 
charged him to fee his orders put in execution. The herdmuui»

an eloquence far fuperior to his years and education, A^ 
took particular notice of his mien and features ; and, th 
that he refembled himfelf, began to refleft on the time tl 
grandfon was expofed, which he found to agree with t 
of the herdfman's fuppofed fon.

Upon his arrh'al, the 
king, in a violent pafEon, alked him, in what manner he hati 
put to death the fon of his daughter Mandane. When Har- 
pagus faw the herdrmaii, he thuught he fhould but aggravate 
his crime, by attempting to elude tin; ftorm thut threatened 
him by any fort of filfliood, and therefore openly confclTed 
what he had done ; adding, that he thought !ic had tikcn the 
moft cfTeiftLial means he could to put his orders in execution ; 
and that he truly believed the child was dead, fmce the moli 
Irully among his Trimds had aliurcd him, tliat they had fecn 
and interred the hodv' '. 

AsTYACrs, diflembling his rercntaient, acquainted Ha%-- 
^;vf witli what the herdfmaii had conlelled i adding, that the 
child ¥m ftill alive, and that he was very well plcafed his 
orders had not been executed ; ^ur he had been under great 
concern ever fince he IfTued that crutl command, and had not 
been able to bear the reproaches of his daughter. He thea- 
ordered Harpagui to fend his fon to wait on the )'OUDg CyruSy 
and to come liimfelf that night to fup with him, fince he in- 
tended to offer a facrifice to the gods, in thanlclgiving for the 
care they had taken of his grandfon '^. 

Hakpagus, overjoyed at the king's fpcech, returned home; 
and, acquainting his wife with what had pall'iid, immedi;itcly 
fent his only fon to attend Cyrui^ as he had been conim:mdcd. 
His fon, wlio was about thirty years old, no fiioncr entered 
Uk palace, but he was feized, barbaroufly murdered, and cut 
in pieces, by order of /IJ^m^m ; who gave direiElions, that the 
m^E^ed body, varioufly diclTed and dlfguifed, fhould be fervcd 
up at fuppec. HarpaguSy and the reil of the gui:its, repaired Harp«- 
to the [Kilace at the hour appointed ; the otheis were fplendidiy gu&V 
entertuDedi but the table, where Harfagm fupped, vi^&drtaijul 
fervcd only with the flefli of his fon. VVhen \\ii Jiad dune, the/"*"^- 
ki^afked him, whether he had been pleafcd with his vicluals; ""'• ""■•■ 
and, Harpiigui anfwering, that he had ne\'or tailed any thijig/*"^- 
mbfe delicious, the officers, appointed for tliat puriioff, brought 
ink basket, containing the head, hand^, and feet of his fon, 
ddiring him to uncover the biiskct, and take what he liked 
befi. He did as they defired, and beheld the remains of his 
only child, without betraying any fort of concern or refent- 
ment at fo (hocking a fight; fuch was the command lie had of 
his paffions. The king inquired, whether he knew with what 
Una of meat he had been entertained : Ilarpagus replied, he 
blew very well, and was always plcafed with whatever his

Having thus replied, with a 
furprifing temper, he collcfted the mangled parts of his inno- 
cent fon, and went home, as bur author conjefturcs, to inter 
them '. 
CjTVisfent AsTYAGEs, having thus vented his rage upon the unfortu- 
hack to ^V nate Harpagus^ began to confider with himfelf what he fhould 
real pa- Jq with Cyrus ; an^i, having again confulted the mages^ their 
reuu, anfwcr was, that, if the boy lived, he muft of neceffity be 
king. AJiyagcs then acquainted them, that he was ftill alive; 
adding, as a very material circumftance, that he had been 
chofcii king by the boys of the neighbourhood where he lived, 
and performed all the parts of a real king with the utmoft 
rigour and fc verity. Hereupon ^z mages replied, that the 
prediftion of his reign was already accomplifhed, in the choice 
which the boys had made of him for their king, and that he 
Would never reign a fecond time ; for dreams, (aid they, 'often 
end in things of fmall importance, and are fulfilled by trifling 
events. They advifed him therefore to diveft himlclf of aU 
fear, and fend the boy to his parents in Perjia ■. 

AsTYAGES, well pleafcd with this anfwer, called Cpwi; 
and, owning how much he had been wanting in the affe^Hon 
which he ought naturally to have had for him, by reafoii of an 
infignificant dream, defired him to get ready for a journey into 
Perjia^ where he would find his real father and mother, in 
circumflances very different from thofe of the poor herdfman 
Mithrtdates^ and his wife Spaco '. 

Thus Jjlyages ^z^t^r many kind expreflions, difmified his 
young grandfon, attended by fever al lords of the firft rank. 
Upon his arrival at his father's houfe, he was received by his 
parents with >i tendcrnefs and joy, which is more eafy to con- 
ceive, than exprefs. As they had long given him over for 
dead, they asked him,' in what manner his life had been pre- 
ferved. He then acquainted them, that he had' Hved in an 
intire ignorance of his condition, and had been' unacqiiainted 
with his true birth, believing himfelf the fon of the king's 
'herdfman, till thofe, who attended him on his joumey 
into Perfia^ informed him of all that had pafTed. He related 
how he had been educated by the herdfman*s wife, and> fire- 
^uently repeating the name^f Cyno^ commended her tsti all 
occafions : and this name his parents made ufe of, as ouf au- 
thor informs us, to perfuade the Perfians^ that the prefervatirm 
of their fon was, in a very particidar maimer, owing td die 
immortal gods, fince he had been nouriflied, as they utduftl' 
oufly fpread abroad, and was commonly believed, by a Ktch'". ■

pdgment on this performance, faying^, that Xenophon^s Cyrut 
Ite not intended for a true hiftory, but to fcrve as a model of 
Ijpift emj^e. Moft of the modern critics have declared them- 
rcs of the lame opinion j and we muft own* that as Xeno^ 
I was both a great commander and philofopher, he has 
^en into that hiftory many of his own maxims of war and 
icy : but it does not follow frem hence, that the ground-plot 
«e work, and the moft material tranfa£tions he relates, 
not be called a true hiftory. That he intended it for fuch,

W^Baby- Nerigmssar was fucceeded by Laborofoarcbod^ in whofe 
lonians r^- reig^^ ^o Babylonian lords jGobryas zxiiGadates^ provoked by his, 
n;olt to : cruelty, went over, with the provinces they governed, to Cy* 
Cyrus. rusy who by that means got footing in Jjfyriay which greatly 
contributed to the reduftion of Babylon «>. Laborofoarchii 
marched out againft Gadatesy but was by Cyrus^ driven back 
with great (laughter to his metr<^olis, where he continued, 
fuffering Cyrus to ravage the whol^ country unmolefled> till 
the feafon of the year obliged him to. put an end to the cam- 
paign, which he did with the reduction of three fortrqffes oa 
the frontiers of Media ^. 

Laborosoarchod was foon after murdered by his ownfub- 
jedls, who raifed Nabon^dius to the throne, in his room. Xem^ 
phon reprefents him as a wicked prince <? ; and that fuch was his 
charafter, fufEciently appears by what is faid of him in /)tf- 
niel; but while he attended his pleafures, his mother Nitocris^ 
2l woman of great underftanding, and a mafculine fpirit, took 
thofe precautions which we have mentioned In the Babyknian 
hiftory, for the fecurity of the metropolis and empire. 

While the queen was thus employed, Cyaxares came to 
Cyruses camp ; and, after feveral consultations, they determined 
to alter their method ; and, inftead of contenting themlelvet 
only with ravaging the enemy's territories, they thought il 
was necefTary to employ their troops in taking of towns and 
fortreffes, that fo they might make themfelves maflers of the 
country, and diflrefs the city of 5^^y/<?«, by intercepting their 
provifions ^. Accordingly, they took many cities, and brought

coniiderable reTiftance from the Babylonians. I'he progrcts/uccefi 
Cyrus made in thofe conquefts roufed at laft Nabonadius^ who, ag^inft 
taking along with him great part of his treafures, left Babylox^^^' ^^7* 
and repaired to Crcefus king of Lydia^ by whofe affiftancc and ^®^**^'* 
mtereft he concluded a formidable alliance witii the Egyptians^ 
Greets^ Tbracians^ and all the nations of the Leffcr ^fia. The fc Crcefus 
«rious nations, under the condufl: of Crctfus^ who was by the^^*'^'''''*^ . 
Idog of Babylon appointed chief commander of all his forces,'^' cortfe' 
iwmbled near the river Pa£folu5^ and from thence advanced ^^^*^'' 
to Thymbra, which was the place appointed for the general 
Rndezvous. Cyrus j being informed of thefe vaft preparations 
jcS-tjr one of his intimate friends, who by his order had fled over 
' t4[^^ enemy as a defertcr, put himfelf in a condition to oppoie 
in^i^ftem : and, having increafed the number of his forces by new 
^kvks, he took leave of Cyaxares^ who remained in Aitdia 
'jiidi a third part of the troops, that the country might not be 
fn intlrely defencclefs ; and marched forwards to meet the 
ifttfederate forces in their own territories, in order to confume 
forage, and difconccrt their meafures by the quicknefs of 
march, and boldnefs of his undertaking. After a long 
Hwch, he came up with the enemy at Thymbra^ a city of Ly 
j^ not far from Sardis, the metropolis of that country. Cy-^ <rbe arn^ 
fc-Jp'sarmy was one huiidrdd and ninety-fix thoufand ftrong, ^ Cyrus ; 
to tKji ^uk and foot ; befkles thefe troops, he had three hundred 
fortK3 ^dtiiots, armed with lithes, each chariot drawn by four 
fWesabreaft, covered with trappings that were proof againft

This motion did not at all alarm Cjrus ; who, giving his 
troops the fignal to face about, attacked in flank the enemy's 
forces, that were marching to fall upon his rear, and put them 
into great diforder. In the fame moment, a fquadron of caniels 
was made to advance againft the enemy*s other wing, confifting 
moftly of cavalry. Their horfes, upon the approach of the 
camels, were fo frightened, that moft of them threw their 
riders, and trod them under foot ; which occafioned a great 
confufion. While they were thus in diforder, Artagefesy ah 
oflicer of great experience, at the head of a fmall body of 
horfe, charged them fo brifldy, that they could never after- 
wards rally ; and, at the fame time, the chariots armed with 
fithes being furioufly driven againft them, they were intirdy 
routed. Both the enemy's wings being put to flight, Cyrus 
commanded JbradateSy his chief favourite, to fall upon the 
centre with the chariots we have mentioned above. The firft 
ranks, confifting moftly of Lydians^ not being able to ftand fo 
violent a charge, immediately gave way ; but, the Egyptians 
being covered with their bucklers, and marching fo clofe, that 
the chariots had not room to penetrate their ranks, a great 
llaughtcr of the Perjians enfued ; Ahradates himfelf was killed, 
Jhis chariot overturned, and moft part of his men cut in pieces, 
after having fignalized themfelves in a very extraordinary 
manner. Upon his death, the Egyptians^ advancing boldly, 
.. . obliged the Per/tan . infantry to give way, and drove them 
back quite to their engines. There they met with a new 
.(hower o ' arrows and javelins, difcharged upon them from the 
.towers; and, at the fame time, the Perjianxtzx^ advancii^ 
-fword in hand, obliged their archers and fpearmen to return 
to the charge. In the mean time Cyrus ^ having put to flight 
both the horfe and foot on the left of the Egyptians ^ puffied/ 
on to the centre, where he had the mortification to find hy 
Perjians again giving ground 5 and, judging that the only way 
.to.ftop the Egyptians^ who w^re pu'rfuing them, would be ta

J. They accepted the terms offered them ; and, having 
ed nvith Cyrus^ that they (hould not b^ obliged to carrv 
5 agjinft CrcefuSy in whofe fervice they had been engaged, 
mdcrcd themfelves to the conqueror, and, from that time, 
fid him with the utmoft fidelity ^ (H).

Upon the death of the king of Babylon^ Darius the Mede 
is faid, in Scripture, to have taken the kingdom *. By Da- 
rius the Mede is meant Cyaxares king of the Medes^ ana uncle 
to Cyrus y as we have fully proved in the hiftory of Media ^ : 
for Cyrusj as long as his uncle lived, held the empire with 
him in partnerfhip ; nay, fo far did he carry his complaifance, 
that he let him enjoy the firft rank. Cyrus^ having fettled his 
affairs at Babylon^ returned into Perjia^ to pay a vifit to his. 
father and mother, who were ^lill alive * ; and, after afhort 
flay there, went back to Babylon^ together with Cyaxares. 
On their arrival, they concerted together the fettling of the 
whole empire ; and, having divided it into an hundred and 
twenty provinces, the government of thefe was given to fuch 
as had diflinguiftied themfelves during the war. 
CyrosV The civil government being thus fettled, Oj^us ordered all 
numcrcuj his forces to join him at Babylon. On a general review, he 
annj, found they confifted of an hundred and twenty thoufand horfe, ;

and the reftorer of his people, by ordering their temple to be 
rebuilt, and Jerufalem and Judea to be re-poflcil'qd by their 
antient inhabitants. . 

Cyrus having iflued out his decree for the reftoring of the 
^JGUs to their country, and the rebuilding of the temple at 
jerufalemy the captive Hebrews afl'embled out of the fcveral 
provinces of the Babylonian empire, to the number of four 
thoufand two hundred and thirty-fix perfons, with their fer- 
vants, who amounted to feven thoufand three hundred and 
thirty-feven more, and fet out for Judea : and thus was the 
flate of Judah and yerufalem again reftored, after they had 
lain defolate feventy years (L), Cyrus reftored, at the fame

Had he been fluin in Scythia^ 
as Herodotus and yuftin relate, and his body mangled, as 
they would have us believe, how could it ever have been re- 
fcued out of the hands of thofe enraged barbarians, andbuiicd 
at Pefargada ? Befides, it is by no mc;uis probable, that fuch 
a wife man as Cyrus is rcprefented to have been, and fo far 
advanced in years, would have engaged in fo rafh an under- 
taking as the Scythian expedition is defcribed to have been by 
thofe who rdate it : neither can it be conceived, how, after 
fo great an overthrow, the Perjian empire could have fubfiftcd, 
cipccially in the hands of fuch a fucceflbr as Camhyfes was ; 
for Herodotus tells us, that Cyrus was killed, and his whole 
army, confifting of two hundred thoufand men, cut in 
pieces (M).

Having thus difpatched the two brothers, they cui 

off their heads ; and, leaving their tv/o wounded companioiii 

to fecure the palace, the other five, carrying the heads iof thV 

two mages, with their hands all fmeared with blood, niarched 

out of the palace, cxpofed the heads to the eyes of the people, 

and declared the whole impofturc. The PerJianSy being in- 

^he ma- formed of what had paflcd, were fo enraged againft the ,im- 

ges maf' poftors, tliat they fell upon the whole fedl, and killed every 

f^red, mage they met ; and, if night coming on had not put an.cnd 

to the flaughtcr, no one of that order had beeii left alive. 

The day, on which this happened, was ever afterwards -^C^C: 

bratcd by the Perfmns with the greateft folemnity, called % 

the name of magophonia^ or the flaughtcr of the mages. On 

that feftival the mages durft not, for many years after, appesif 

abroad ; but were obliged to fhut themfclvcs up in their houfes *.

The king, terrified with this fe- 
cond dream, fent for jlrtabaim^ 
acquainted him with what hai 
happened, and intreated him to 
put on the royal robes, to fit on 
the throne, and pafs the night 
in his bed. Artabanus at uft 
begged to be excufed, as notde* 
fcrving the honour of fitting ia 
the king^s throne ; but, bong 
preffed by Xerxes, who was pc^ 
fuaded, that if the dream wv 
from the gods, Artabanus would 
fee the fame vifion, he at lit 
complied with his defire, aad 
cloathed himfelf with the toji 
robes.

J "weft ; whereby it was agreed, that, while the Perfians i"- v*^ **^ - 
led Grteci^ the Carthaginians (hould fall upon tlic Greek 
lollies in Sicily and Itafyy that thereby they might be diverted 
nn helping each other. The Carthagimam appointed Ho" 
Uar their general, who not only raifsd what forces he could 
Jljric^ but, with the money lent him by Xerxes^ hired a 
eat many mercenaries in Spain^ Gauly and Italy \ fo that 
I army ccmfifted of three hundred thoufand men, bcfides a 
oportionable number of (hips for tranfporting his forces, and 
e neceflary provifions *. And thus Xerxes^ agreeable to th^ 
Dophecy of Daniel ^, having, by his Jinnfth through hit 
miS^Jtimdup all the nations of the then inouin world againji

tfie form of a peninfula, and is joined to the land by an ifthmus *^^l^^ 
ttpdve furlongs over. The fea, in this place, is very tem- 

eluous, and the Perjian fleet had formerly fufFered fhipwreck 
doubling this promontory. To prevent the like difafter, 
^^Urxes caufed a pafTage to be cut through the mountain, broad 
lOiough to Jet two galleys, with three banks of oars each, pafs 
in front. By this means he fevered from the continent the 
odes of Diony Olophyxus^ Acrothoon^ Thyfus,, and Cleone. Our 
author obierves, that Xerxes undertook this entcrprize only

Thofe who fignalized thcmfclves moft among 
the JLacedamonianSy were Alpheus and Maron^ both fons of 
Orifiphantus ; among the Thefpians^ Dithyramhus^ but, above 
all, Leonidas and Dieneces, Dieruces was a Spartan^ and di- Dieneces^ 
ftinguifhed himfclf on this occafion above all his country-,^iF««/ 
men, the king excepted. When a Trachinian told hiip before ^<w/rjr. 
the battle, that the army of the barbarians was fo numerous, 
that, with one flight of their arrows, they would hide the fun, 
he anfwered, without betraymg the Icaft fear, that he was

vived this action, and returned 
to Sparta ; bat, not being able 
to bear the reproaches of the 
Spartans, he laid violent hands 
on himfelf. As for the Thebans, 
and their general Liwtides, they 
were obliged for fome time to 
fight againft the Perjians in C9n- 
junflion witli the other Greeks, 
But they no fooner faw the Per- 
fiaxs defcending the hill to at- 
tack them in the rear, but they 
abandoned the refl of their al- 
lies, and, approaching the Per- 
fians with their arms ibetdied 
out, told them, that they had 
been the firft among XkiZ Greeks 
to prefent them with earth and 
water, and that they were come 
to Hbermopyla againfl their wilL 
and no ways guilty of the lois 
they had fuflained. Thus the 
Tbebans faved their lives, though 
the enemies killed many of them 
as they advanced to furrender 
thexpfelves. Many others were, 
by command of Xerxes, branded 
with the royal mark as flavcs, 
and among thcfe was Leantides 
their general (54).

Aa Xtrxes entered Attica^ the AthenianSy not being in a Athens* 
criBfion to make head agsiinft io powerful an amqr, wcit^firtaf ijf 
imrvsiled upon by Thendjiocles to put all the citizens on board ^^' ^^^* 
ihe floftf to fpcure their wives and children in Salamis^ JEgine^ '^^'* 
aad Tratznty and to abandon the city of Athens^ which they 
Mc no^ways in a condition to defend. The Perfiansy arriving 
in the neidibourhood of Athensy wafted the whole country, 
fittiog all to £re and fword. A detachment W2S fent to 
plunder the temple oi Apollo at Delphosy which was exceeding 
ncfa, by reafoin of the many offerings and donatives fent thi- 
tiler firoin all the parts of the eaft. If we may believe what 
Htnd&tus and Diod^rus Sicubis relate of this matter, the Per* 
fimu no fooner advanced near the temple oS Mimrvay but a 
violent florm arifuig, accompanied with impetuous winds, 
thunder and lightning, two great rocks rolled down from 
Qumnt Parnajfui^ and cruthed the greateft part of that de- 
tadiment ". . The main body of the army arriving at Athens^ 
&und itdeferted by all its inhabitants, except a fmall number •• 
of citizens, who literally interpreting Apollo'^ oracle, That 
Maensjhould be faved hywooden walls ^ had fortified that place

On Xerxes's d^rtiire oiit of Greece, Mardanius, having 
pattett the winter in Thejpih anti' Mactdonta^ murchcd early 
iri the fpring into SceoUa : from thence he Tent /lUianJei' 
king of Macedoiif with very advantageous offers to the people 
of Athens, in order to draw them off" from the common jlliajicc. 
The offers he made were, to rebuild, at the king's charges, 
rfieir c^y, and whatever other edifices had been deinolifhed the' 
ytir before in Allica ; to fiiffer them to live accorjin^to their 
oWii iaM;^}. to reintlate them in all their former poneffions ; 
antl'to add to them whatcv'cf other lands they fliould deftfc. 
Mixander, as being their antient friend, exhorted them, in hil' 
olrti iiaine, to, lj.y liold on fo favourable an opportunity of rc- 
fettllrjg their affjirs, reprefenting that they were not in a con-' 
<(ra6h"to' (land out againft lb powerful an enemy. But the 
Atoenians <:<i\i\A not, by any means, be prevailed upon to de- 
fim'^'e intereit of Grace.

He alfo put to death Pharnacyasy for being concerned in W 
murder of Xerxes ; and Monajihenes^ another eunuch, who ■ 
the chief favourite of 5^^^/^««j, was condemned to die a' 
death 5 which he prevented, by laying violent hands on' 
felf. Thefe executions did not procure him the tranquil

Darivs had fcarce quelled this rebellion, when he found 
himfelf involved in new troubles. His court, and we may fay, 
the whole empire, were governed by the eunuchs Artoxares^ 
ArtibanaaneSy apd Athous. Thefe he confulted, and followed 
thdr advice, in all the momentous affairs of the government i : 

but Artoxarei was the chief favourite, and nothing was tranf- 
aAed but by his direSion : intoxicated with this power, he 
h^an to entertain thoughts of afccnding the throne ; and, ac- 
cordingly, formed a defign of cutting off Darius, With this 
Tiew, that he might not be thought an eunuch, which was a 
flrong objedtion to his being acknowlcged king, he married, 
and wore an artificial be^rd, giving out, that he was not what, 
to that time, the Per/tans had taken him to be. But his wife, 
who was privy to the whole plot, and, perhaps, glad to get Artoxarcs 
rid of fuchahulband, difcovered the whole matter to the king./*'^ '^ 
Whereupon he was feized, and delivered up to Paryfatisj who ^^^^' 
caufed him to be put to a cruel and ignominious death ^ 

The fame year that Pifuthnes rebelled, the Egyptians not 
only {hook off the Perfian yoke, but, entering into a confede- 
racy with the Arabians^ refolved to carry the war into Phce^ 
mce*. News of this being brought to the court of Perfia^ the 
fcet which the king had equipped, with a defign to affift the 
Lacedemonians^ was recalled to the defence of his own do- 


inimons ^ 


While Darius was carrying on a war againft the Egyptians DariusV 
Smd Arabians^ the Medes revolted j but bemg defeated, ^oxzfuccefs a- 
forced to return to their former allegiance; and, in punifhment J:^w^ the 
of their rebellion, reduced to harder fubjeftion than before, as rcjolted 
is ufually the cafe. Darius feems to have been likewife fuc- provincesx, 
ceisful againft the Egyptians ; for Amyrtaus being dead, after 
a reign of fix years, his fon Paufiris Succeeded him, as Hero^ 
itttus informs us ", in the kingdom, with the confent of the 
ferfians ; which (hews, that they were mafters of Egypt.

Ddiey ufed, that, in cafe Artaxerxes fliould get the better 
liis brother, they might juftify themfelves to him for what 
fiy had done *. 

The army, which Cyrus had raifed, confifted of thirteen CyrusV 
oufand Greeks, who were the flower of his army, and ^^ great arm 
mdred thoufand regular troops of other njiions. Clearchus 
« Lacedemonian commanded all the Peloponnejian troops, ex- 
!pt Ae Achteans, who were led by Socrates of Achaia. The 
mtians were under Proxenes a Theban, and the Thejfalians 
ader Menon. The other nations were commanded by Per-^ 
wn generals, of whom the chief was Ariaus. The fleet con-

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fifled of thirty- five (hips under Pythagoras a Laaedamontan^ 
and twenty-five commanded by Tamos an Egypt iany admiral 
of the whole fleet ^ Cyrus opened his defign to none of the 
Greeks^ except Clearchus, fearing the boldnefe of the enter- 
prize might difcourage the officers, as well as the foldiers. 
ProxeneSy between whofe family and Xenophon^s an antient 
friendfliip fubfifted, prefented that young Athenian to Cyrw^ 
who received him favourably, and gave him a ^conimiffion 
among the Greek mercenaries s. Cyrus^ having at length got 
^11 things ready, fet out from Sardis^ direfiting his march to- 
ivards the upper parts oi JJia^ the troops neither knowing 
where, nor in what war, they were to be employed ; for Qh 
rus had only given out, that he viras marching againft the Ptfh 
diansj who, with frequent incurfions, haraffed his, province. 
However, TiffbpherneSj judging thefe preparations to be too 
great for fo fmall an enterprize, fet out with all pofTible expe- 
dition from Miletus^ to give the king a true account of them-. 
ArtaxerxcSy being now well apprifed of his brother's defigns^ 
afTembled a numerous army to receive him. In the mean time 
CyruSy advancing with long marches, arrived at the ftreights 
of Cilicia, where he found Syennejis^ king of that country, prcr 
pared to difpute his paflage ; wherein he would have eafily 
fucceedcd, had he not been obliged to abandon that importaftt 
pafs, to defend his own territories againft Tamos^ and the Lace* 
damonian fleet, which appeared upon the coafts ^. 

When they arrived at TarfuSy the Greeks refufed to pro- 
ceed any farther, fufpefting that they were marching againft 
the king, and protefting, that they did not enter into the fer- 
vice upon that condition. Clearchus at Hrft made ufe .of his 
authority to quell the tumult; but with very ill fuccefs: atid 
therefore, defifting from force, he pretended to enter into their 
views, and advifed them to fend deputies to CyrtiSj to know 
from his own mouth againft whom they were to be employed. 
By this artful evafion, he appeafed the tumult, and was him- 
felf chofen one of the deputies. Cyrus^ whom he had acquainted 
beforehand with what- had happened, anfwered, that he was 
going to attack Abrocomas^ who was at twelve days march di- 
uance, encamp^ o\\ the banks of the Euphrates. The Greeks 
plainly faw, that this was not his true defign ; but neverthelcfe 
Ihewcd themfelvcs willing to proceed, on condition that their 
pay was increafed. This 6yr«j willingly granted ; and, have- 
ing gained their affeftions during the march, by treating them 
with extraordinary kindnefs and humanity, he at laft declared^ 
that he marched againft Artaxerxes, Upon this, fome com-

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plaints were heard at firft ; but they foon gave way to expref- 
iions of joy and fatis&dion, occafioncd by that prince's niag-^ 
niiicent promifes '• 

Cyrus, after a long march, arriving in the plains of Cw 
mixa in the province of Babylon j found there Artaxerxes^ with 
an army of nine hundred thoufand men, ready .to engage him ; 
whereupon, leaping out of his chariot, he ordered his troops to 
fiand to their arms, and fall into their r^vnks ; which was done 
with great expedition, he not allowing them time to refrefli 
diemfelves. Clearchus advifed Cyrus not to charge in pcrfon, 
.but to remain in the rear of the Greek battalions. This advice 
Cyrus reje£ked with indignation, faying, that he would not 
render himfelf unworthy of the crown for which he was fight- 
ing. As the king's army drew near, the Greeks fell upon themTlf ietftle 
.with fuch fiiry, that the wing oppofite to them was, at the very ofQwauifi 
firft onfet, put to flight j whereupon Cyrus was, with loud 
ibouts of joy, proclaimed king by thofe who flood round him. 
But he, in the mean time, perceiving that Ariaxerxes was 
wheeling about to attack him in flank, advanced againft him, 
with fix hundred chofen horfe, killed Artagerfes^i captain of the 
king's guards, with his own hand, and put the whole body to 
flight. In this encounter, difcovcring his brother, he cried 
Wt, / fee him ; and, fpurring on his horfe, engaged him witk 
great refolution, which, in fome degree, turned the battle into 
a iingle combat, each of the two brothers endeavouring tp 
afliire himfelf of the crown by the death of his rival. Cyrus 
killed his brother's horfe, and wounded him on the ground ; Cyrut 
but he inunediately mounted another, when Cyrus attacked <u;M»ii/r 
him again, and gave him a fecond wound, and had already the king \ 
lifted up his hand to give him a third ; which the king's guarcfs 
obferving, they all difcharged their Arrows, aimnig at him 
abne j and he, at the fame time, throwing himfelf headlong 
upon the king, was run through by his javelin, and pierced 
with innumerable arrows. He fell dead upon the fpot ; and hut isflain 
ill tiic chief lords of his court, refolving not to fui*vive their 'with a// 
mafter, were killed in the place where he fell : a certain proof, his friends, 
£iys Xenophojij that he well knew how to chufe his friends, 
and that he was truly beloved by them. Some writers tell us. Year of 
that Cyrus was killed by a Car tan foldier. AfithridateSy a the flood 
young Perfian nobleman, boafted, that he had given him the '947« 
mortal blow with his javelin, which entered his temples, and ^^* Chr. . 
'- perced his head quite through. Artaxerxes^ after having caufed ^ 4°'- 
- his head and right-hand to be cut off, purfued the enemy to 
their camp, and there pofTefTed himfelf of great part of their 
kaggage and provifions* The Greeks had defeated the king's

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left wing, commanded by TiJTapbernes ; and the king's right 
wing, commanded by himfelf, had routed the enemy's left; 
and, as neither knew what had happened elfcwhere, both par- 
ties believed they had gained the day : but, Tiffaphirnes ac- 
quainting the king, that his men had been put to flight by the 
Gneks^ he immediately rallied his troops, in order to attack 
them. The Greeks^ under the conmiand of Clear chusj ctfily 
repulfed them, and purfued them to the neighbouring hills. 
As night was drawing near, the Gre^s halted at the foot of 
the hiU, much furprifed that neither Cyrus himfelf, new: any 
meffenger from him, appeared; for they yet knew nothing 
of his death, or the defeat of jthe reft of the army. They de- 
termined therefore to return to their camp ; which they did » 
fh camp accordingly : but found there, that the greateft part erf their 
«f /^ baggage had been plundered, and all their proviflons taken; 
/ v^ which obliged them to pafs the night in the camp, without amr 
h!^^' fort of refreflunent. The next morning, as they were ftifl 
tj Harms, ^xpefting to hear from Cyrus^ they received the fad news of 
his death, and the defeat of that part of the army : whereupon 
they fent deputies to Ariausy who had retired to the phoe 
whence they had marched the day before the a£Uon, ofieriiq; 
him, as conquerors, the crown of Perjioy in the room of Gy- 
rus. Ariaus rej^fted the offer, and acquainted them, that he 
intended to fet out early next morning on his return to Ima^ 
TZftrwi/radvifing them to join him in the night. They followed hit 
Tftreat* diredlions, and, under the conduft of ClearchuSy began Aeir 
march, and arrived at his camp about midnight, whence they 
fet out on their return to Greece K They were at a vaft di- 
ftance from their own country, in the very heart of the Per^ 
ftan empire, furrounded by a numerous and conquering armyi 
and had no way to return again into Greece^ but by forcing 
their retreat through an immenfe tracSl of the enemy's country. 
But their valour and refolution mattered all thefe difficulties, 
and, in fpite of a powerful army, which purfued and hara&d 
them all the way, they made a retreat of two thoufand three 
hundred and twenty-five miles through provinces belonging to 
the enemy, and got fafe to the Greek cities on the Euxiru fat# 
This was the longeft march, and moft memorable retreat, that 
ever was made through an enemy's country. Clearcbus had 
the condud of it firft ; but, he being cut off by the treachoT 
XJniir Xe- of Tijffaphernesy Xenophon was chofen in his room, and to hn 
nophon. valour and wifdom it was chiefly owing, that at length they 
got fafe into Greece, As the fame Xenophon has given a minuts

As he believed, that he had killed Cyrus with his own hand, 
and looked upon that as the moft glorious adion of his life, to 
difpute that honour with him, was wounding him in the moft 
tender part. Being therefore informed, that the Carian fol- 
dier, whom we have mentioned above, laid claim to that 

• doiy, he caufed him to be delivered to Paryfatis^ who had Paiyratii • 
mom the deftru£Uon of all thofe who were any ways con- hecuma 
Gcmed in the death of her fon. She made that unhappy the kUij^§ 
wretch fuffer the mofl exquifite torments fhe could invent, bloodj^ext^ 
during ten days, and then put him to a mofl cruel death. r»/iM«r« 
Mitbridates likewife having boafted, that it was he who gave 

Cyrus his mortal wound, was treated in the manner we have 
defcrlbed, where we fpoke of the puaifhments ufcd among the * 
Pirfians ^. MafahateSy one of the king's eunuchs, who, by 
hit order, had cut off the head and hand of Cyrus ^ being de- 
livered to Paryfatisj was flayed alive, and his fkin ibetched 
before his eyes, upon two fmkes prepared for that purpofe. 
Nor did the cruelty and refentment of Paryfatis flop here ; 
for, having conceived an implacable hatred againfl Statira for 
reproaching her, as if fhe lud countenanced her fon Cyruses 
fKvolt againft his brother, that revengeful woman poifoned her St^tM 
own daughter-in-law, in the following manner : Paryfatis j p^y^^ /^ 
feigning to be reconciled to her, invited her one night to fup-^, 
per ; and a certain bird being ferved up, which was a great 

-rarity among the Perfians^ fhe divided it between Statira and 
herfelf, with a knife, which was poifoned on one fide only : 
lb^ found part fhe immediately eat, which encouraged Sta^ 
tiraj though upon her guard, to eat the other : whereupon 
Ihe was tiiat inflant feized with horrible convulfions, and died 
in a few hours. Artaxerxes j being greatly afflifted for the lofs 
of his beloved wife, and fufpedting his mother, caufed all her 
^omeftics to be put to the rack, when GygtSy one of her confi- 
d^ts, difcovered the whole. Artaxerxes caufed Gygis, who 
was privy to the crime, to be put to a cruel death ; and con- 

I fined his mother to Babylony telling her, that he would never Paryfatis 

• fbt his foot within the gates of that city, while fhe was there 'f confined tm 
I but, at length, time having alleviated his grief, he allowed her Babylon.

Chr. a famous engineer, he was attended with far better fuccefs than 
Aoo. his predeceflor. Upon his firft arrival, finding that Tijfapher* 
rs ^ w*^ ^^^ ^^^ Pharnabazvs^ governors of the two neighbourmg pro-' 
Dcrcylli- yinces, were at variance with each other, he made a truce 
^"'•^'f"- with the former, and, marching againft the latter with all hi*

^ ^ * provinces. PA^rw^^^zwj, fearing he might invade P^ry^/^, the 
chief province of his government, was glad to make a troce 
with him, leaving him in pofleffion of what he had taken.- 
Upon this truce he marched into Bithyniay where he took up 
his winter-quarters, to avoid being chargeable to his allies. At 
tlie fame time Pharnabazus took a journey to the Perftan 
court, and there made loud complaints againft Tiffaphernes^ 
for concluding a peace with DercylUdaSy inftead of ailiftingi 
him againft the common enemy.

The number of the confpurators ^^JI^^^^* 
was already very formidable, and the day fixed for the execu- 
tion of their delign ; when an eunuch, who was privy to the ^% ^'^ 
plot, difcovered it to the king; whereupon the confpira- ^^^J!*^' 
tors were feized, as they were entering the king's palace, and ^^^ ^

Darius being thus cut off, the fame contention was re- 
vived, which, before his beins declared king, had rent the

the crown in right of their birth, being the king's fons bv his 
quqen ; the third only by the king's favour, who tenderly loved 
Iwn, though only the fon of a concubine.

But Ar James flill remain- 
ing to rival him in his pretenilons, and being, for his wifdom, 
and other princely virtues, in the opinion of hb father, and 
all others, the mofl worthy of the crown, he caufed him to 
be aflaifinated by Harpates the fon of Tiribazus. This lofs, 
added to the former, and the wickednefs which attended both, 
overwhelmed the king, who was then ninety-four years old, Artaxer^ 
with fuch grief, that, not being able to bear up againfl it, he xes Mne- 
liioke hi& heart, and died, in the forty-fixth year of his reign «. men Mes.

OcHUs was the moft cruel and wicked of all the princes of OchntV 
hat race in Perjia ; for he had not been long on the throne, hlooify 
vben he filled the palace, and the whole empire, with blood and ^^^> ^k' 
laughter. That the revolted provinces might have none of the f^^^^* 
dood raydl to let up againft him, and to rid himfelf at once of all 
lie uneaiineis, which the princes of the royal family might ^^^ of 
nve him, he put them all to death, without any regard to ^ ^^^ 
Ipc,' age, or proximity of blood. He caufed Ochaj his own «i?%^ 
Kfter and mother-in-law, for he had married her daughter, to ^^' 
be buried alive ; and, having (hut up one of his uncles, with 
■n hundred of his fons and grandfons, in a court of the palace, 
he ordered his archers to difpatch them with their arrows *. 
This imde feems to have been the father of Sijigambisj mo- 
4ier to Darius Codomannus ; for ^ Curtius tells us, that 
^bui caufed eighty of her brothers, together with their father, 
to.be mafiacred in one day ^ With the fame barbarity he 
treated all thofe, who gave him any umbrage, fparing none of 
4j^ nobility, who betrayed the leaft mark of difcontent or dif-- 
idle£tion to his perfon.

OcHus, having thus fettled the affairs both of Pboema 
and Cyprus^ fet out on his Egyptian expedition. On Ut 
march he loft a great many men, who were drowned in the 
lake of Serhonisj Which lies between Pha^nice and Egypty and 
extends about thirty miles. When the fouth-wind blows, 
the whole furfece of the water is covered with fand from, the 
defert, in fuch manner that no one can diftinguifh it from 
the firm land. Several parties of Ochus^s army, for want of 
good guides, were loft in it ; and we are told, that intire ar- 
mies have there met with the fame fate k. When he arrived 
on the frontiers of Egypty he detached three bodies to invade 
the country, each body being commanded by a Perjian and 
a Greek general. The firft was led by Lachares the Tbiban^ 
and Rofaces^ governor of Lydia and Ionia 5 the fecond by NUi 
coflratus the Theban^ and Ariftazanes ; the third by MentO' 
the Rhodian^ and Bagoas one of his eunuchs. The main boc^ I

with his fcimitar ; but Rofaces^ brother to Spithrobates^ gave «tf««f^ 
Jllexandery at the fame time, fo furious a blow on the head ^^f*. 
with his battle-ax, that he beat oflF his plume, and (lightly 
wounded him through his helmet. As he was ready to re- 
peat the blow, Clitusj with, one ftroke of his fcimitar, cut 
off Ro/aces's head, and by that means faved the life of his fo- 
vereim. The Macedonians^ animated by the example of 
their jcing, attacked iiitPerJian horfe with new vigour ; who, 
libt bemg able to ftand fo violent a (hock, firft gave ground, 
and foon after betook themfelves to a precipitous flight. Alex^ 
anier did not purfue them, but immediately charged, at the 
head of the right win|, the enemy's foot ; who, feeing then^ 
ielves attacked at the lame time by the cavalry, and the Ma-- 
iidonian phalanx, which had croiled the river, made no great 
leiiftance. The Grecian infantry retired in good order to a 
neighbouring hill, whence thejr fent deputies to AUxandeVj 
demanding leave to march off unmolefted ; but he, inftead 
pF coming to a parley with them, rufhed, fword in hand, in- 
td the middle of this fmall body, where he was very near be- 
ing cut to pieces, his horfe being killed under him. The 
Greeks defended themfelves a long while with incredible va- 
lour, but, being at laft overpowered with numbers, were 
almoft all killed on the fpot. In this engagement the Perfians The Pcr- 
loft twen^ thoufand foot, and tw;o thoufand five hundred fians de* 
horfe ; 01 the Macedonians^ twenty-five men of the Mxn^sfeat^ 
own troop fell in the firft attack, whofe ftatues, made by Ly- 
Jiffus^ Alexander^ Tome time after, caufed to be fet up in D1V7, 
a city of Macedon ; whence they were, many years after, car- 
ried to Rome by ^ Metellus. About fixty others of the horfe 
"Were killed, arid thirty of the foot, who were all buried the 
next day with great lolemnity, the king exempting their pa- 
rents and children from all taxes and burdens *i. 

This viftory was attended with all the happy confcquences Sardis and 
tiiat could be expefted ; for Sardis^ which was the key of the Ephcfus 
'Perjian empire, immediately furrendered, and was, by Alex^fi*^^^^der* 
anier ^ declared a free city ; the citizens being permitted to'^'^^^^' 
.live according to their own laws. From Sardts he advanced *'^^^'"- 
to Ephefus^ where he was received with great joy. Here he 
offered a great number of facrifices to Diana^ and affigned,

children as pledges of it : and accordingly he made a ffljOft 
vigorous refiftance, being feconded by another general of 
great prowefs, by name Ephialtes. Whatever could be ^* 
. pefted from the moft intrepid bravery, and the moft con- 
fummate knowlege in the art of war, was pra£|ifed, op thi} 
occafion, both by the befiegers and befieged. Aft^r thet^Mh 
cedonians had, with the utmoft diiliculty, filled up the ditchcb 
and brought their engines near the walls, their works wc» 
all demoliibed In an mftant, and the engines fet on 6xfi\fJ 
the befleged. No fooner was any part of the wall b^t dovii 
by Ae battering rams, but a new one was raifed in its fieady

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the Macedonians finding tiiemfelves no farther advanced, afcer 
aa immenfe labour, th^ they were when they firit fat down 
before the place. The city held out fo long, and the befiegers 
hid fo many difficulties to ftrug^e with, that any general, be- 
fides jBexander^ would have given over the enterprize^ but 
his troops were encouraged to purfue the undertaking by thofe 
venr difficulties, which would have diiheartened others ; and 
their patience at laft proved fuccefsful, Memnon being obliged Halicar* 
to abandon the city, which he could no longer defend. As naifus a^ . 
die fea was open, he placed a ftrong garifen in the citadel, handoned 
whidh "was ftored with all forts of provifion, and, going on h Mem- 
board the Pirfian fleet, whereof himfelf was admiral, he con- ??^*

Ccf^not far diftant fix)m HalicarnaJJus. Alexander^ finding '^^^ ' - 
die city empty both of riches and inhabitants, rafed it to the ♦j^fflLjj 
ground ; but the citadel he did not think proper to befiege, it ^^j 
btiilg of little im^]?tance to him after the city was deftroyed •. g^ q^j. 

After theredu&ion of HalicamaJfuSy all the Greek cities -'--^ 
in jtfia declared for Alexander^ he giving out, where-ever he \^rsr\J 
came, that he had undertaken this war with no other view but Greek 
to €nee them from the Perjian bondage. In the fecond yezx cities fub^ 
df diis war, he reduced the provinces of Phrygian Lycia^ Pifi^mit to A- 
£9^ Pamphylia^ Paphlagonia^ Galatia^ and Cappadocia; andlcxandcr» 
appointed fuch of his friends to govern them as he thou^t 
m. Thefe tranfadions we fhall relate more at large in the' 
life of dus great warrior. 

■ Iv the mean time, Darius was not wanting to prepare for a Mem- 
YigorouB defence. Memndn advifed him to carry the war into nonV rx— 
Mmc§4^ : and a wifcr reiblution could not have been taken ; ^^{-^ a^ 
for iite LacedofMniaHSj and feveral other Greek flates, Aat*^'*^'/* 
WiCre difafFe£ted to the Macedonians^ and jealous of their over- 1^*"^"** 
grown power,would have readily joined their enemies ; which 
wcfuid have obliged Alexander to leave AJia^ and return to 
Ac defence of his own countnr. Darius^ being weU apprifed 
M the reafonableneis xi liiis advice, willingly embraced it, and 
charged Memnon to put it in execution, appointing him admi- 
fal of the fleet, and commander in chief of all the forces that MomU He 
Were to be employed ii> this expedition. That prince could admral. 
not have made a better choice ; for Memnon wzs by far die 
beil general in his iervice, and had, for many years, given un- 
doubted proofs, not only of his courage and conduS, but of 
an extraordinary fidelity and attachment to the Perjian intereft, 
tiOt abandoning his Sovereign, as other mercenaries had done. 
When his arms were unfuccd*sful. Having received this new 
commiilion, he aflembled the fcattered remains of the army,

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and appointed the fleet to rendezvous at the ifland of Cos^ 
vrhcre he took on board the land-forces, and with them re- 
duced the iflands of Chios and Lesbos j except the city of Mi^ 
tylene. From thence he deftgned to pafs over into Eubceoj and 
make Greece and Macedon the feat of the war ; but died before 
Kts deatb, Mitylene, which city he had been forced to befiege. Hb deadi 
wa& the greateft misfortune that could befal the Perfian em* 
pire, having defeated the wife meafures which he had propofed ; 
for Darius y not having one general capable of carrying on that 
entcrprize, the only one that could have faved his empire, was 
obliged to drop it, and intirely depend upon his eaftern armies. 
Darius*/ Thefe he appointed to afTemble at Babylon ; and, having fet up 
^iTM^ ««/• his ftandard there, and muftered his forces, he found, that 
teredat they amounted in all to the number of four, five, or fix hun-

The news oi MemnorC% death confirmejd Alexander In Ac; 
refolution he had taken of marching immediately into the pro- 
vinces of Uj^ip^r JJia. Accordingly, he marched with all pof-: 
fibk expedition into Cilicia ; and, arriving at a place cailkd> 
Cyrus* s camp (whether from Cyrus the Greats zsCurtius tells US| 
or from the younger, as we read in ytrrian^ is uncertain), about- 
fifty ftades diftant from the {freights of Cilicia, he was infbnnfsd,- 
that the enemy guarded that important pafs with a confiderabk 
body of troops : whereupon, leaving Parmenio there, he 
marched in perfon, at the firft watch, to furprife them. But 
the Perjians, having intelligence of his defign, betook thcm- 
Alexan- Selves to flight, and abandoned the pafs ; which Alexander en- 
der tales ^6fcd> ^i^^9 ^^^'^^ viewing with attention the nature of the place, 
ibe imfor- admired his good fortune, and owned, that he might have been 
font pafs ftopped with great eafe, feeing the road was fo narrow, that 
£aned four men could fcarce pafs abreaft, and fo broken in feverd 
Cyruses places, and incumbered by large ftones rolling down from the 
camp. mountains, that a very fmall number of ref<3ute men mig^ 
have kept back, with no other weapons but ftones, a more 
numerous army. From the ftreiehts of Cilicia^ the whole 
Tarfiis army marched to the city of Tarjus^ where they arrived the 
preferred inftant the Perfians were fetting nre to the place, in order to 
from being prevent the Macedonians from enriching themfelves with the 
burnt, plunder of fo wealthy and flourifhing a city. They arrived very 
fcafonably to flop the progrefs of the fire, and fave the city from 
utter deftru£tion ". 

In the mean time Darius had begun his march at the hoi 
of his numerous army, and was advanced as far as die vaft

The order he obferved in his march was as follows : Before Tie pom- 
the army was carried, on filver altars, the facred and €ttm2iifoiu order 
Sre, as they called it, attended by the mages, finging hymns, ^f bis 
liter the manner of their country, and three hundred and fixty- «wrf*.

Next appeared ten fumptuous cha- 
riots, enriched with curious fculptures in gold and filver ; and 
dien the vanguard of the horfe, compofed of twelve different 
nations, and all armed in a different manner. This body of 
liorie vras followed by another of foot, by the Per/tans called 
ImMurtali becaufe, if any of them died, his place was imme- 
diately fupplied by another : they were ten thoufand in num- 
ber, and remarkable for the fumptuoufnefs of their apparel ; 
ibr they all wore collars of pure gold, and were cloathed in 
robes of gold tifllie, having large fleeves, garniflied with pre- 
.cious ftones. About thirty paces diftance came the king's re- 
lations or coufms, to the number of fifteen thoufand, apparel- 
•ed like women, and furpaf&ng even the Immortal body in the 
pomp and richnefs of their attire. Thev were honoured with 
ifae tide of the king's coufins, and poiSbly feveral of the king's 
relations were in this body. After thefe came Darius himfdf, His cha-^ 
Attended by his guards, and feated on a chariot, as on a throne, ri^f ^' 
The chariot was fupported on both fides by the gods of \\\sMtM» 
mtion cafl in pure gold.

On 
either fide of the king walked two hundred of his neareft rela- 
tions, followed by ten thoufand horfemen, whofe lances wcie 
plated with filver, and tipt with gold. After tbefe marched 
thirty thoufand foot, the rear of the army^ and, laftly, finir 
hundred led horfes belonging to the king. At a finall diibmoe 
His bouf*- followed Sijigambis^ the king's mother, and his confort, bock 
hold and feated on high chariots, with a numerous train of female srt- 
reimue, tendants on horfeback, and fifteen chariots, in which were tfe 
king's children, and tliofe who were charged widi die care 4 
their education.

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cus *. In this engagement the Perfiam loft, according to Ar^ nrirltftm 
rian *, ten thoufand horfe) and ninety thoufand foot : and 
with him other writers agree, as to the number of the horfe ; 
but, as to die foot, they all vary not only from him, but from 
each other, fome making the number of the dead amount to 
ei^nr, others to ninety, others to one hundred, and fome to 
one nundred and twenty thoufand ; adding, that forty thou- 
fand were taken prifoners, while Alexander^ according to the 
hiriieft computation) loft in all but three hundred men l>. 

The next day^ AUxandir^ after vifiting the wounded^ 
caufed the dead to be buried in great pomp, in the prefence of 
the whole army, which was drawn up in battle-array. The 
feme honours he paid to the manes of the Perjians of rank ; 
and allowed Dariui*s mother to bury as many as (he pleafed, 
according to the cuftoms and ceremonies of her country. But 
the prudent princefs ufed that permiffion with great modefty 
and referve, burying only a few, who were her near relations* 
Alexander treated her, and the other captive princefles^ with AlexaiH 
great humanity : they were, fays Plutarch «, in Alexander'^ dcrV nohle 
camp, not as m that of an enemy, but as in an holy temple, treatment 
defigned for the afylum of virtue ; they all living (o retired, bfDz* 
diat they were not feen by any one, none daring to approach riusV^* 
their pavilion but fuch as were appointed to attend them. As mly*, 
Darius*s confort, and her two daughters^ were princefTes of 
an extraordinary beauty, Alexander^ after the firft vifit, re- 
iblved never to fee them any more, that his frailty might not 
.cxpofe him to any danger. This memorable circumltance we 
find in a letter which he wrote to Parmenio^ commanding him 
to put to death certain Macedonians^ who had abufed the wives 
of fome captives : in fhort, he ufed them with fuch refped, 
good-nature, and humanity, that nothing but their captivity 
could make them fenfible of their misfortune *** 

Alexander, feeing himfclf now mafter of the field, de- 
tached Parmenio to Damafcus^ where Darius^s treafures were 
lodged, with the Thejfalian horfe. As he was on his march 
thither, he met with a meflenger fent by the governor of that 
city, with a letter to Alexander ^ wherein he offered to betray 
Ae city to the king. The fourth day, Parmenio arrived at Damafcus 
Damafcus^ when the governor, pretending that he was not and Da- 
able to defend the city againft a viftorious army, caufed, by riusV/r/a* 
day-break, a vaft number of bealh of burden to be loadedA'*' ^''

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to retire, and favc them for his mafter, but, in reality, to de- 
liver them up to the enemy, as he had agreed with Parmemoy 
wha had opened the letter direfted to the king. At the firft 
fight of the forces which this general headed, the Per/tans who 
convoyed the treafures, betooi themfelves to flight, and left 
^ the Macedonians mafters of all the gold and filver that was de- 
figned to pay fo numerous an army. Among the prifoncrs of 
diftinftion taken in the city, were three. young princefles, 
daughters of Ochusj who had reigned before Dariusy and hi 
widow; the daughter of OxathreSy brotlier to Darius j the 
wife of Artabazusy or ArtabanuSy the greateft lord at court, 
with his fon Ilioneus \ the wife of PharnabazuSy whom Da- 
rius had appointed governor of all the cities on the coaft; three 
daughters of Mentor ; the wife and fon of Memnany that il- 
luftrious and renowned commander ; infomuch that? thai 
was fcarce one noble family in all Perfiay which did not fhaie 
in this calamity. Befides the immenfe treafures which the 
Macedonians had already taken, they found in the-*city tw. 
thoufand fix hundred talents in ready money, and five hundrcl 
. in bullion, which was afterwards coined : they took '*^' 
thoufand prifoners ; and, with the plunder of the city, I 
feven thoufand camels. The Thejfalian horfe had the 
fhare of this booty, having been fent by Alexander on this ex-? 
pedition, that they might enrich themfelves with the pluiufcl'^ 
of fo wealthy a city, in regard they had diftinguiflhcd thcffl*]^ 
felves above the reft, in the late engagement °. The gover- 
nor of the place was killed by one of his own men, and hishenl 
carried to Darius ^. 

After this viftory Alexander marched into Syriay mo3rf 

the cities of that country voluntarily fubmitting to the cofl- 

queror, and even Darius^s governors and commanders deliver*!^ 

ing themfelves and their treafures up into his hands. Being afr ''y 

Darius rived at Marat hony he received a letter from Darius y inwhidrpid 

nurites to he ftiled himfelf king, without beftowing that title on AUxev 

Alexan- dcr. He rather commanded than intreated him to aft wW

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fuch an unfeafonable pride and haughtinefs, provoked AUxan-- 
dtr to a great degree, who therefore, in his anfwer, began 
thus ; AUxander the king to Darius : He then enumerates the Alexan-* 
many injuries and calamities which the Greeks and Macedonians dcrV «»• 
had fufFered from the Perftans\ reproaches that nation with the/w^r, 
bafe and treacherous murder of his father Philip ; and Darius^ 
in particular, with fetting a price upon his own head : whence 
he concludes, that he is not the aggrefibr, but has taken up 
arms in his own defence, and to revenge the death of his fa- 
ther, and the injuries done to his country : and that the gods, ' 
who always declare for the juft caufe, approved of this war, 
he (hews, from the fuccefs that attended it, fmce, with their 
prote£lion, he had already fubdued great part o{ Afia^ and de- 
feated the mighty hoft of the Per/tans^ in a pitched battle, 
with an handful of men. However, he engaged his v/ord, that 
he would reftore to him his wife, mother, and children, pro- 
vided he repaired to him in the attire of a fuppliant, and humbly 
begged him to give them their liberty ; afllirlng him, that he . 
might do it without the leaft danger. He concluded by de- 
firing him to remember, when he next wrote, that he not on- 
ly addrefled a king, but his king. Thefippus was ordered to 
carry this letter 8.

While Alexander was in Phccmcc^ fome of the Perjian 
generals, who had efcaped from the battle at IJJhs^ drawing to- 
gether the remains of the fcattered army, attempted, with. 
the affiftance of the Cappadocians and Paphlagonians^ to re- 
cover Lydia ; but were in feveral enga'gements routed, and at- 
laft intirely difperfed by Antigonus^ whom Alexander had ap- 
pointed governor of that province. At the fame time, the

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the command of Betisy or, as feme call him, Bahemtjis ", one 
of Darius*s eunuchs, who, being a man of great experience in 
military afiairs, and very feithfiil to his fovercign, refolved to. 
hold out againft Alexander till he was reduced to the laft ex- 
tremity. As this place was the only inlet into Egypty Alex^ • 
ander could not pafs thither till he was become mafter of it; 
and therefore was forced to befiege it. But, notwithftanding 
his men behaved with the utmoit intrepidity, and his com- 
manders exerted the utmoft of military (kill, yet it coft him, 
and his whole army, two intire months to reduce it. The ftop 
which this put to his intended march into Egypty and two dan- 
gerous wounds which he received in the fiege, provoked him 
to fuch a degree, that, on his taking the place, he treated the 
commander, inhabitants, and foldiers, in a manner no-waya 
becoming a conqueror : for, having cut ten thoufand of them 
in pieces, he fold the reft, with their wives and children, for 
(laves. When BettSy who had been taken prifoner in the laft 
ailault, was brought before him, inftead of ufing him kindly, 
as his valour and fidelity juftly dcferved, and a generous ene- 
my ought to have done, he ordered his heels to be bored, a 
cord to be drawn through them, and the unhappy captive, thus 
tied to a chariot, to be dragged round the city, till he expired; - 
bragging, that herein he imitated his progenitor Achillesy who,| 
as Homer relates, caufcd the dead body of He6ior to be thus 
dragged round the walls of Troy^ as though a man ought ever 
to take pride in imitating a bad example. Both a£b were bar- 
barous and inhuman, but X,\\2it o^ Alexander much more fo; 
for Achilles caufed only He^or's dead body to be fo abufed, 
whereas Alexander thus treated Betis while alive ; and for no 
other reafon, but becaufe he had fcrved his fovereign with 
fidelity, in the poft committed to his charge j which even 
Alexandery though an enemy, would have admired and re^ 
warded, had he made the true principles of virtue and gene- 
rofity the rule of his actions : but his fentiments and condu<^ 
began now to change with his fortune ®. He fent great part 
of the booty he found in the city to Olympiasy to Cleopatra^ 
and his friends ; and, having left a garifon there, he matched 
diredly for Egypt 5 and, in feven days, arrived before Pelw^ 
Jiuniy where he was met by great mxni^trso^ Egypt tans y who 
flocked thither to make their fubmiffion to him. The hatred 
they bore to the Perjians was fuch, that they willingly em-i 
braced all opportunities of fhaking off the yoke they groaned

Not long after, Alexan- 
der received intelligence, that Darius was not above an hun- 
dred and fifty furlongs oflF; whereupon he halted, to rcfrefli 
his foldiers before the engagement, having in the camp great 
ftore of provifions. During this time, he intercepted feme 
letters, written by Darius to the Greeks^ foliciting tliem, with 
great promifes, either to kill or betray Ahxander. The kiiig 
was ki doubt with himfelf, whether he fliould read them in a 
full affembly ; for he relied as much on the fidelity of the 
Gree^s^ as on that of the Macedonians % but Parmenio difluaded 
him from it, telling him, that even the raifmg of fuch thoughts 
in the minds of foldiers might be attended with fome danger \ 
and that the hopes of a great reward were capable of prompting 
a man to attempt the moft enormous crimes. The king 
followed his prudent advice, and ordered his army to march 
forward *. He was fcarcc fet out, when an eunuch brought 
him word, t])at Statira, Darius's wife, was dead ; whereupon 
he immediately returned, and, entering the pavilion where 
Sifigambis and the other rcyal prifoners were kept, comforted 
them in fo kind and tender a manner, as plainly (hewed his 
deep concern. He caufed the funeral obfequies of the de- 
ccafcd princefs to be performed with the utmoft fplendor and 
magnificence ; which Darius hearing, and at the fame time

Ke*u3 conr in vain for peace, yet, being overcome by the tendernefs and 
ditiotts of humanity which Alexander had fhewn his wife, mother, and 
t'^^' 5l children, difpatched ten of his relations as embafladors, of- 
fl!y,^ fering him new conditions pf peace more advantageous than 
T^'^ ? jthe former, and returning him thanks for the kind treatment 
he had indulged his family. He had, in his former propofals, 
ptFered him all the provinces of Afia^ as far as the Hal)i \ 
but now he added the countries lying between the HellefporU

'• ^Vicd for peace in good carneft, he would have hearkened 
his propofals ; but fince he continued to fpirit up, witli 
B^ bribes, his own foldiers to murder or betray him, he 
^*d. not believe, that his offers were fmcere ; and therefore- 
^ determined to purfue him with the utmofl vigour, not as 
*^ir enemy, but as a traitor and affaflin ; that, as to the 
^Vinces he offered him, they were already his own ; and if 
'drills could force him to retire beyond the E uphrates jwhich. 
^^ Had already croffed, he might then offer them as his ; that 
^^ propofed to himfelf, as a reward for the toils he had already 
^dured, all thofe kingdoms which Darius flill enjoyed ; 
^l^rein whether he flattered himfelf with a vain hope or no, 
^^ next day's engagement fhould determine. He concluded 
"y telling the embafladors, that he was come into AJia to 
&ve, and not to receive ; that the heavens could not hold two 
*Uns ; and therefore, if Darius would fubmit to him, acknow*- 
feging him his lord and fovereign, he would then hearken to 
propofals u. The embafladors returned back, and told Da- 

^iusy that he mufl prepare for an engagement : whereupon Darius 
that prince encamped near a village called Gaugamela^ m a encamps eti 
large plain, at a confiderable diflance from the city of Ar^ Gauga- 
hiiay having beforehand levelled the ground, that his ca- mala. 
Valry and chariots might move and aft with more eafe. 
Alexander^ hearing that Darius was fq near, continued four 
days in his camp to reft the army, and lurrounded it with 
deep trenches and palifades, being determined to leave there 
his baggage, and fuch of his men as were indifpofed. He fet 
out about the fecond watch, with a dcfign to enc!;age the ene- 
iny at break of day ; and, arriving at a riling ground, whence 
\\& could difcover their whole army, he halted, and fummoned

lexander, dark : but the king anfwered, that it did not become Alex^ 
and his ander to fteal a viftory 5 and therefore he was refolved to fight 
*^"'* and conquer in broad day-light. Accordingly he encamped 
there in the fame order, in which the army had marched y 
and, after giving the proper orders, he retired to repbfe the 
remaining part of the night; but, being under no finall 
concern, he could not fleep till towards the morning; fo 
that when his generals were aflembled at day-break before 
his tent, they were greatly furprifed to find, that he was not yet 
awake. Parmenio^ after waiting fome time, thought fit to 
call him ; and, feeming amazed that he ihould fleep fo found 
when he was upon the point of hazarding a battle, on which 
depended the empire of Afia^ Alexander told him, that Da- 
rius^ by bringing all his forces into one place, had freed him 
from the trouble of thinking how he might purfue them into 
different countries w. He then, without delay, put on his ar- 
mour, mounted on horfeback, and, having drawn up hb 
men in battle-array, advanced to encounter the enemy, ^0 
were at a very fmall diftance. 
Both oT" Both armies were drawn up in the fame order, the infan- 
smes ^jy jj^ ^Q centre, and the cavalry on the wings. Darius^s 

^a<wnup fj.Q^^ ^^5 covered with two hundred chariots, armed with 
in a e- flthes, and twenty-five elephants. Befides his guards, which 
•^* were the flower of his army, he had potted the Grecian infantry 
near his perfon, believing this body alone capable of oppofing 
the Macedonian phalanx. As his army took up a far greater 
fpace of ground than Alexander^ his defign was tx) furround 
and charge them at the fame time in front and flank ; which 
jilexander fufpcfting, ordered thofe, who led the wings, to ex- 
tend them as wide as poflible, without weakening the centre. 
His baggage, and the captives, among whom were Darius^s 
mother and children, were left in the camp, under a fmall 
guard. Parmenio commanded, as he had always done, the left

ftone, the Macedonians could not have bought the empire

^^acidonians were in the greateft danger, Arijiander the "*^ '*< 
^ftyer, cloathed in his white robes, and holding a branch '^ 
^»ive in his hand, is reported to have advanced among the 
*^ ranks, and, in concert with Alexander .^ to have cried out, 
?^]he faw an eagle hovering over the king's head, a fure omen 
^ '^iftory. He pointed with his finger at the pretended bird ; 
^i the foldiers, believing him, and fome even fanfying thejr 
^ it, renewed the attack with more courage and refolution 
*^^ ever. ' We are told, that Darius^ feeing his numerous 
?^y put fo fliamefully to flight, drew his fcimitar, and was 
^c time in fufpenfe, whether he fhould lay violent hands on 
^felf, rather than fly in fo ignominious a manner ; but at 
^ refolved to favc himfelf by flight, and arrived at Arbela the

-e^f f , namely, the brazen ftatues of Harmodius and Jrijfogh- 
f, which he fent to Athens^ where they were ftiU (landing 
ArriarCs time. As for the purple and fcarlet robes, he fent 
«m all to Sijigambis, together with fome others, curioufly 
Tought, which had been fent him out of Macedon ; adding 
I his meilage to her, that, if fhe liked the Macedonian robes, 
ifi would fend her thofe who had wrought them, that her 

Eidchildren might learn the art, by way of amufement. At 
e words, fhe could not help betraying fome concern and 
•ncafinefs, it being looked upon by the Perjian women as 
Bean and unbecoming to employ themfelves in works of that 
Jtture : which when Alexander underftood, he thought him- 
df obliged to make an apology for what he had done ; and 
^ordingly went immediately to wait upon her, and beg that ^ 

w Would not confider that as an affront, which was intirely 
^iJg to his ignorance of the Perjian manners ; adding, that 
^ fobes he then wore, were not only a prefent from his fif- 
*^j but wrought with their own hands *. 
Alexander, having thus comforted Sijigambis^ took his 
^^ of her ; and, leaving a ftrong-garifon in the city of 
!/^> advanced towards the province oi Perfis. He arrived,*

They eafily won over the troops, by reprefenting tf 
them, that Darius was dragging them to deftru£Hon ; thrf 
they were no- ways in a condition to make head againft fr 
powerful an enemy j that they would inevitably perifh, 1^ 
they followed Darius^ cruihed under the ruins o/ an en^ 
which was ready to fall. Though thefe praflices were cart 
ried on with great fecrecy, yet they came to Darius*s or 
but he could not believe them. Patron^ who com 
the Greeks^ earneftly intreated him to encamp among 
and truft the guard of his perfon to men on whofe fidelity 
might depend. Darius replied, that he had rather fuffer 
misfortune among thofe of his own nation, than feek 
fhelter among Grangers, how faithful and affeftionate focwl^i 
he might believe them ; and that he could not die too fooB^ 
if his own Perfians thought him unworthy to live.

ght and day, without ever haldng, except a few hours, 
i the third day to a village, where-S^/, with his Bac^ 
r, had encamped the day before. Here he linderftood, 
Darius had been feized by the traitors; that Bejfiis had 
d him to be (hut up in a clofe cart, which he haA fent 
e, that he might be the more fure of his perfon-; and that 
rhole army, except Artabazus^ and the Greeksy who had 
I another route, obeyed Bejfusy and acknowleged him for • 

general. This was a frefli motive for Alexander to 
n his march : taking therefore along with him a fmall 

of light-armed horfe (for the odicrs could not poffibly 
»d any farther), he fet out again the fame night ; and 

next morning was acquainted by Qrcillus and Afithrace^ 
two Perjian officers, who, in deteftation of the treachery

Darius A^cedonion^* This done, they feparated, and took jdi 
Codo- rout^ Bijfiis flying towards tiyrcania^ and Naiarzem 
mannus Ba£friaj that, by this means, they might elude the puj 
^aift. the enemy, or, ^ leaft, eWige him to divide his forces. 
Year of w;ere attended only by a few horfe, the reifl^, now dcftii 
the flood leaderst diipprfing themfdvcs up and down the coimt 
2018. fgar or hope dircfted -their fteps.

In the 
time, the horfes that -drew the; cart in which was I 
halted of their own accord ; for the drivers had been ki 
Bfffusy near a certain village about four furlongs, fn 
highway, whither Polyftratusy a Macedonian j being 
with thirft, in the purfuit of the enemy, was foon aft 
du£led by the inhabitants, to refrefh himfelf at. a fount 
far from the place where they ftopt. As he was fil 
helmet with water, he heard the groans of a dying man 
looking round him, difcovered a cart, with a team of 
not able to move, for the many wounds they had recei^ 
he drew near, he faw Dariuslyin^ in the cart, and ve 
his end) having feveral darts flill fticking in his body 
ever, he had ftrength enough to call for fome water, 
Poly/iratusj being by a Perfian captive informed of t 
barous tragedy, reaaily brought him. Darius^ after di 
turned to the Macedonian^ and told him, with a faini 
tfiat^ in the deplorable ftatt to whi^ he was reduccdj 
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no fmall comfort to him, that his laft words would iiot be loft. 
He then charged him to return his hearty thanks to AleMnndiTy 
for the kindnefs he had (hewn tp his wife, mother, and chil- 
dren ; and acquaint him, that with his laft breath he befou^hit 
the gods to profper him in all his undertakings, and make hiffi 
ible monarch of the univerfe. He added, that it did not fo 
.much concern him as AUxander^ to purfue and bring to con-* 
^ign punifhment thofe traitors, who had treated with fuch 
cruelty their lawful fovereign, that being the common caufe oi 
all crowned heads. Then, taking Pcly/iratus by the handt 
Give AUxandir^ (aid he, your hand, as I give you mind; 
and carry him, in my name, the only pledge I am able to 
g!ve» in this condition, of my gratitude and. afie^lioo*'' 
Havinguttered thefe words, he expired in the arms oi Pofy^ 
firatusm^ Alixander^ coming up, a few minutes after, and be- 
holding D^rr/i/i's body, burftout in tears, bewailing the cruel 
lot of a prince, who, faid he, deferved a better fate. He hw- 
P^iately pulled oiFhis own military cloak, and co\'ered the 
^rpfe, cadSng it to be embalmed, and fcnt in a rich and mag- 
^cent QoSax to Sifigambis^ that it might be interred with the 
other Ptrffaft moftarchs K 

Thus died Darius^ in the fiftieth year of his age, and fucth

finding no timber wherewithal to make boats or floats, 
the hides which covered the foldiers tents and carriage, 
filled with flraw, and tied together. By diit means, I 
plied the want of timber, and pafled his whole armv a^ 
large and deep river, in the fpace of five days ; wnich 
might have eafily prevented, had he but dared to lookth 
cedonians in the face. When the Ba£friansy who wt 
camped at a place called Nautaca^ heard that AUxam 
croiled the river, and was on full march to fall upon 
Spitamenesy whom Bejfus moft confided in, together wi 
tanes and Dataphernes^ formed a confpiracy to ieize 
and purchstfe their own fafety, by delivering him up tx 
under 'y which they did accordingly, tearing in pieces I 
dem and royal robes, of which he had ftript bis lawful fiy 
Darius ; and, carrying him loaded with chains Co the 
donian camp, Spitamenes himfelf prefented the traitor t 
under J not only bound, but fiark-naked, holding hifl 
chain round his neck; a fi^ht no lefs agreeable to the i 
than the Macedonians. Alexander ^ having amply re 
Spitamenes and his companions, and caufed the tnutXN 
and ears to be cut ofi", delivered him into the hands of C 
Darius'^ brother, to fufier whatever punifhment he 
think proper to infiid, for fo bafe and treacherous ami 
Plutarch »< has left us an account of thb execution :

* that we Ihew there is as juit reafon to fuppofe they have de- 
livered us a great many truths in their accounts of thefe early 
times, as can be produced in favour of ^y odier hiftory as 
antient. In order to this, we ihall neither multiply- ai^ 
, - ^ nients nor words. In the firft place, we are told by M9fts ', 
that there were kings in Perjia in the age immediately fd- 
lowing that, in which the Perjian writers placed riie begin- 
ning of their monarchy. It is therefore evident, that thcfc 
writers are not wrong in making their kingdom fo antient as 
they do. But, fecondly, there is no juft c^ufe to doubt, 
that either as foon, or within a fmall time after the fettling 
<rf regal government amongft them, hiftories, or at leaft hift(h- 
rical poems, were alfo introduced. This was the cufiom in^ 
all places, at leaft as far as we are able to trace things bacL 
Firft, a people lived miferably, and without o;rder ; then fome 
great genius reformed and reduced them into fociety ; fuc- 
cefHve kings cherifhed and increafed that fociety ; and meiit 
having leifure and eafe, confidered thefe benefits, and grate-> 
fully fung the praifes of their benefactors. Msfis has pre-: 
(erved IWo fragments of an Amoritijh poem, as old, .in all* 
probability, as the times we are fpeaking of; and if the bards 
of that countiy fung fo early the praifes of Sihon **, why 
might not the Perjsans have perfons among them as capable of 
tranfmitting to pofterity the memorable deeds of their princes ? 
Thirdly, it is univerfally allowed, that the prefent Perfiam 
have not only quick wits, but are wonderfully fhidious, and 
in a particular manner* addI£ted.to the cohferviation of the anH

As to the mle of the foUonriif 
hiftory, we have not*pretended to follow the chetorical pomp

on the mind of this new king ; he applied himfelf to cvoy ' 
branch of his duty ; he txc&ei courts of juftice ; he taugk 
rhtn to build houfes, and to live in villages ; he invented v> 
rious manufactures, fuch as the making woolen dotfa, 2d 
fpinning and weaving fUk : irl a word, he civilized bb peopk^ 
and merited, by his wifdom, juftice and goodnefs, that dignitr, 
vrhich^ out.of mibdefty, and a ferefight c^ the cares it woud 
be attended with, he, for a long time, refuted ^. Theh^- 
pinefs, enjoyed by fuch as lived under fo excellent a prinoB^ 
imdted the nei^bouring people to piit themfHves under 1m 
protection. Thus his empire was extended by the ikme jdoos

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GjEMSHiD, or Giamfchid^ or rather Gjem Schidj his Gjem- 
xiaoie being Gjeniy to which Schid^ as a furname, was added. Hud. 
bbcaufe of his wonderful beauty, Sibidy in the Perjic lan- 
guage, fignifying the fun ; his eyes having fuch a luftre, that 
none could look him fteadily in the face $ tho' fome authors 
are of opinion, that he received this addition to his name, 
not fi:om the beauty of his perfon, but from the glory which 
refulted^from his a£Uons. It is not very certajo .whether this 
prince vras the fon of his predecellbr, his nepl^w, or his 
grand(bn 3 but all agree, that he was of the iamily of Kejo- 
m^ras^ and had a jpft right to the throne. The reputation 
of- ius anccftors inipired him with a laudable. ^mbitjon of 
equalling at leaft, if not excelling' them. With rthis view, .be 
encouraged all learned and wife men to qome to his courts 
where he highly preferred them : amongft tbp. I^eft were two 
perfons of ungular abilities, on whom hj^ ^i^ f^lied ; the 
one ^Jewy fays our author Mircbond^ '^f h^ i)ame was Fael 
Ufuf Raihany and the other a Gretk^ called Fithfigores^ i. e. 
Pphagoras : but this muft be a miftake ^ for though we have 
BO certainty as to the chronology of thcfe times, yet it is 
nij to difcern, from the circumftances of things, that Gjem'- 
fihid fk>uri{hed at a confiderable diftance from Pythagoras. 
Alt fuch errors as thefe are not infrequent in priental writers, 
through their want of underftanding thoroughly the hiftory 
<tf Greece ; of which, however, they have moft of them a 
general idea. By the advice, in all probability, of thefe 
Wife counfellors, Gjemfchid divided his fubje<^ into three 
clailes ; the firft confifting of foldiers \ the fecond of hu(^ 
iBUidmen; and (he third of artizans ^. In his time, mufiQ 
local and inftrumental, and aftronomy, were firft introduced 
3Ulo Perfia. He was alio the firft who built granaries in Per^ 
Sff, into which he caufed every year a certain, quantity of 
om to be carried, that, in cafe of any deficiency in theiic 
mxvtSt^i famine might not be felt, in his time likcwife 
Hne came to be eneemed, or rather brought into general 
ifey throughout his territories, from the follov^ng accident.; 
^ woman, who was much in Gjemfchid's good graces, was 
iffiiAed with an inveterate head-ach, which all the phyficians 
n the court oi Gjemfchid were not able to alleviate or re- 
DOVe*: this woman went into the place where the king's wine 
0as kept, and drank of it very freely ; and, finding that it, 
in (bme meafure, relieved her, (he returned thither again, 
after refting herfelf for fome hours, and drank yet a greater 
quantity, which completed her care : this flie told to the 
king \ and, it being divulged through the court, every body be* 
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gan to regard wine as an univerfal medicine, capable of re- 
moving the moft ftubborn difeafes. Among die moft illu- 
ftrious events of this great monarch's reign^ we may juftiv 
place the redificadon of the calendar, wnich he undertooc 
and perfeAed, inftituting two years, a civil or ordinary year, 
and an ecclefiaftic year, in which diere was^ in the fpace of 
one hundred and thirty years, a month intercalated '• He 
likewife inftituted the Nauruz^ i. e. the folemn oblervatiao 
of the new year ; concerning Which we are told that it had 
its riie thus : Kin^ Gjemfchtdj going in progreis throudi hit 
fuovinces) arrived in Aderbayagjan ; and, ihewing him&f od 
a royal dirone to his people, the fun (hone with fuch lit&c 
OR his crown, adorned wim precious ftones and feadiers, dnt 
the people fhouted aloud, and (aid, This is Nauruzy i. e. the 
new day ; vrfience the kine took the opportunity of inftitut" 
inj^ a leftivalt ' wherein, beiides die prefents made to the 
prince, it was ulual for him to receive and grant the peddoM 
of all forts of people, to releafe prifoners, and to do il 
other a£b of clemency and benevolence which could be ck* 
peded from him. As to the particular ceremonies attendiag 
tliis feftival, the reader may probably be pleafed to knoVy 
that it lafted fix days. On the firft of thefe the king gratis 
fied his people, or, if the phrafe may be allowed, his com- 
mons. The' fecond day he paid the fame regard to the learned 
men attending his court. On the third, his priefts aifd privj 
counfellors prefented their petitions. On the fourth, he heari 
the fuits of his nobility and kindred. On the fifdi, thofeof 
his children. The fixth belonged to himfelf. In the even* 
ing of the fifth day, a young man, handfome in his perfoii 
was picked out, and appointed to wait at the king's door al 
night. At day- break he entered the chamber wimout cefl^ 
mony ; upon which the king, with an air of familiarity, aOod 
him whence he came, whither he went, what his purpof|| 
and his name, wherefore he came, and what he carried : i 
which the youth anfwered, I am Al Manfur^ u c^ JkgiJj 
my name is Al-Mobarek^ i. e. the Bliffed\ I canu bitbir/m 
God, bearing the new year. Then he fat down, and immflii* 
ately entered the nobility, bearing each a filver veflely ii 
which were wheat, barley, peas, vetches, pulfe, a fugifr 
cane, and two pieces of gold freflli from the mint. Oixi 
this bafon firfl the wafir or vizier y then the tr^urer, aft* 
wards the nobility, according to their rank, eachofieRdi* 
filver veil el to the king. At the conclufion of die ceremM 
a very great loaf, made of feveral kinds of com, was bitw 
jn, and placed before the king, who, after eadng fomew it 
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him&lf, intreated fuch as were prefent, to eat the reft, in thefc 
Words, Tits is a ftew day of a new months the beginning of a 
new year : it is fit^ therefore^ that we renew our tics to each 
wtber^ Then riling up, in his royal robes, hefolemnly Ueflcd 
his nobili^, bcftowing on tiiem rich gifts ^ ' The evening of 
this dav the Perfians called Phrijiaph, on which they did every 
thing Qiat might teftify joy, and ftrong hopes of feeing a pleafant 
year, A great part of his reign Gjemfchid remained in 5(f- 
ji/htHj dunking it the propereft province of his empire for his 
xourty till affairs in the eatt were thoroughly fettled": then he 
cliai^;^ It for the Prottr Perfia^ where he erefted the nobfe 
tcitjr tHEftechar^ whicn moft take to be the PerfepoNs of tfie 
• Grtiisj though fome believe it the city of Schiras. If what 
*► the antient Perfian writers deliver of the extent of this city of 
^ Sfticbar be true ; vi%. that it contained a fquare of twentv- 
=^ lour leagues ; then it is poffible, that both opinions may be 
- tme : but if we mcafure the probability of t^iis-account by the 
=2 ^jiBier things related of this prince ; fuch as,^at he mzit the 
d' tour of die whole earth, was fkilled in the occult Tciences, and 
:► i Infiefled a magic cup of incomparable virtues'; we may fafely 
ss wbain the bounds of this citjr : and though we allow it to have 
3i ifen very great, efpecially tor thofe times, jret we may con- 
m telte it not to have taken up more than a third part of die 
It 6ace thev.have affigned it.

. } Mboft wiftk. But this great felicity proved the iburcd of the 
iar adfiepcft misfartuties ; f6r, having reigned long and gloriouilf , he 
[ i^ kncoountably took it into his head, that he was immoftal f fent 
rd ^tSbies of himfelf throughout his empire, and ordered them 
£i Wbe worfhiped with divine honours. This madilefs fooil kift 
i nuthe hearts of the peopk ; ib that the province of Sigjijian^ 
e:^- l^the perfuafion of a certain great captain, who Was related 
£f «tr the king, and whofe name was Jhady took arms ; and* 
f ^■•fcen they riad formed diemfelves into a regular army, mkrch- 
^ ^9 ttnder the command of Zodi 6t Dahac^ towards Schirai^ 
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where Gjimfchid met him with a powerful army, which he had 
raifed. The engagement was fierce and bloody ; but, in the 
end, Gjemfchid was defeated, and taken prifoner : upon which 
the tyrant ordered him to be iihmediately fawnafunder; which 
was performed in Zoak's fight. This is the account given by 
Mirchond^ and the beft Arabian hiftories : others fay, that hie 
efcaped from the battle, and wandered through his dominions. 
He left behind him a fon, whofe name was Phridun or JphrU 
duTij of three years old, whom his mother Phramak found 
means to conceal from his eAemies,^and to breed up privately^ 
till providence enabled him to afcead the throne oiPerJia u. 
Dehoc. Dehoc, Dahacj Zahakj Zoak: fome authors affinn, that 
the name of this prince is only an alteration of a nickname 
beitowed on him by the Perfians', viz. Deh-ak^ fignifying, 
that he had ten ill qualities, which made him hateful and 
abominable; and that his real name was Piurajh (D). As 
this monarch gained the crown by his fword, fo he governed 
fiercely, and with little regard to his fubieds. He was, how- 
ever, a perfon of great genius, and deeply (killed in the occult 
fciences : in one word, he is reprefented to us as a completdy 
wicked man; one whofe abilities anfwered thp evil intenticns 
of his foul, and whofe perfon flruck beholders with horror; 
for he had a meagre pallid .vifage, eyes wild and fparkling, an 
air fierce and haughty ; at the fame time that his body wa;s (In- 
formed, and his whole appearance terrible. The natural four-- 
nefs of his temper was irritated by a (harp and incurable difeafe^ 
confifting in two painful ulcers, one on each (houlder, the an-

Kaoh fpent twenty years in this enterprise, in which fpace he 
added many fine countries to the Perfian empire. At length 
the king recalled him, and made him governor of jfderhayag-'

1 made the beft ufe of their time y that is, they exchanged 
loft folemn vows of fidelity, and engaged to marry each 
, as ibon as the coiifent of dieir parents could be obtained, 
oyer his apiour, Zal-zer made a vifit at the (ame time 
; father of his miftrefs, by whom he was very kindly re- 
ij ^d, 'after ffaymg' with him aD night, fet out 6n hiaf 

:> to his father in ' tw pfovmce df Sigjiftun. Almoft as 
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foon as he came home, he acquainted Soh^m widi all that had 
happened, and that it was impoilible for him to live, at leaft 
in any deeree of happinefs, without the pofleffion of the dau^ 
ter of mehtrab. Some difficulty there was in procurii^ die 
king's confent to thb marriage ; for it was hidierto a thing 
Witnout precedent for a Perfian to efpoufe a Turk* However, 
the many fervices of Sohamj and the great merit of Xal-ztr^ 
prevailed fo bn over Manugeber^ that he at laft yielded to aD 
they defu'ed. I'he nuptials were celebrated ¥adi prodigioui 
magnificence, the inhabitants of f/g^y^^AH and Kahhiftan ^fj^ 
with each odier in their expreffions of joy on this occauoo: 
nor were the confequences of this match lefe happy^ than ki 
conclufion was fplendid ; for, at the end ef nine months, dK 
lovely Roudabah was brought to-bed of a fon, who was namd 
Rjuftan^ the mighty hero of all the oriental romances ^ The 
reader will hereafter perceive how the loves of diis illuftrioui 
pair came to find a place in the Perfian hiftory* Let us noir 
return to Atanugebiry who fpent all his time in putting the 
affairs of his kingdom in the heft order imaginaUe, with xe« 
fpe£l both to peace and war ; that is, be took care to bonfll 
luxury, to encourage virtue, and to render every man'a ooiH 
dition fo happy, as to engage him to fi^t for that goverameitfy 
on the continuance of which it depended. The perfonaL qua* 
lifications of this monarch have been already, in (bme mca- 
lure, difplayed. It remains however, Aat we do him juftioe 
in one particular, of grcfatcr iinpcrtance than all the reft : he 
was a moft zealous worfhiper of the true God, of which we 
have the moft ihining inftances in the hiflory of his life and 
reign written by Tabari ^, an antient Perfian author. By Mm. 
we are informed, that as foon as this prince heard of the Tmrh 
paffing the river Gieiban^ in order to drive him out of his do- 
xoinions, he afiemUed a great council ci hit nofaiKtv, whereiD 
he delivered himfelf in tbefe word»: ^< The moK holy and 
^< high Goi> delivered to noe this kin^om, that I m^it tat* 
^f der him praife and glory ]fj my anions as a prince^ pn- 
^^ lerving my people in plenty and eafe, and {mpartialty di& 
*^ tributing juftice, that thereby the glorious -gift of Got 
^f nightjp in my hand, be ftrei^thelicd and increafed. % 
^' c6ntrary to this my daty^ I had a£ked ui^ratefully towanb 
f ^ my Creator^ then I ihoidd julUy have deferved t» lofe n^ 
^ kingdom here, and to fu^r everIafting:puniAnMtttfi« wsf 
*^ wickedneis hereafter. The moft holy and hi^ Goir faaviM 
^^ cau&d me to be bom of royal bloody aad^ in right themC 

^^ beftowed a kingdom upon me, let us not, my friends, hofi^

^* Conftder well of the Itate we arc in, and to-morrow I will 
^ more largely inform you of my fentiments of the matter.** 
The next day accordingly the nobles oiPerjfia afTemblcd again ; 
ind the king, being (eated o|i his throne of ftate, with his 
royal crown upon his head, and the muhad mubadan^ or high- 
ptieft, feated near him in his golden chair, rofe up, and fpoke 
as he had done the day before, afcribing all dominion to the 
Almighty, and acknowleging that the crown of Perjia was 
his gift. He then obferved, that all things depended alike on 
the will of the Supreme Being ; and that nothing could take 
tSkSt, but by his comixiand, or with his permiflion. He faid 
blither, that God had long indulged the Perjian nation in the 
full enjoyment of niany bleflings, in confequence of which, 
diey were bound to live in exa& obedience to his lau^s, that ijs. 
Id make a proper ufe of the good things beftowed on them. He 
added, that, as to the point at prefent before them, viz. the in* 
yafion of the Turksy it came not, but by the permiifion of God ; 
wherefore to him they ought firft to apply themfclves for its 
king taken away. He exhorted them to reform their lives, to 
beconftant in prayer, to exert their courage, and their under- 
flandings, in the defence of their country, and to reft ftedfaftly 
h the hope, that the Almighty would not forfake them, but 
reftoFC them again to peace and quiet, either by giving them a 
viAory over their enemies, or inclining the hearts of meir ene^ 
mies to peace. The piety pf this prince was rewarded with a 
Very long life and reign. As to the extent of the former, we 
kavc no certainty ; but, as to the latter, authors agree in fix- 
ing it at an hundred and twenty years. They fay likcwife, 
tliat the death of Manugjahr was, like his life, majeftic and 
ferene i that he called to him his fon and fucceilbr, gave him^ 
in few word€, his advice a^ to the government of his domi- 
nions, and recommended his fubje^ls moft afie£lionately to his 


NUDAR or Naudar fucceeded his father ; but his reign was NadaJ^ 
fur from being as happy. He was fcaiee feated on his throne 
belbre his grandees began to form parties, and to create fedi- 
tions in his empire ; which weakened it fo much, th^t the 
9'mrks immediately conceived hopes of conquering it; a thing 
Aejr had Iofk fet their hearts on. With this view, Pajhangh^ 
Ufe that time king of Touran^ the dire£t defcendant ofTurj the 
tBHticf Piri'dttn^ called his fons together ; and having expatiated, 
firft, on the right which their family had to the kingdom of 
JVr/fisr, ^d, Scondly, of the low ftate the Perfian aftairs 
Hrere dien In, he told them, th^t the mtcnt of his drawing

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them together, was to know which of them had courage 
enough to aiTert the pretentions derived to him from his an- 
ceftors, and to undertake the redu£Uon of the provinces on th^ 
other fide the Gjeihon. Aphtrafiah^ his eldeft fon, ftung with 
ambition, and defifous of excelling his brethren, inmiediatdj 
offered himfelf to raife an army, in order to conquer Iran* 
Accordingly, he drew together four hundred thoufand horfc 
and foot ; and, with this prodigious army, entered Sigjiflaiu 
NudoTy as foon as he was informed of this^ caufed his bcft 
troops to file off that way, and gave the command of them to 
Sohanij the father of Zal-xer-y but he being old afid decrepit^ 
was forced to march flowly towards the. enemy ; and even that 
^gued him fo much, that he died before he had reached tbB 
place of rendezvous : an event highly pleafihg to Apherajiah^ 
who very much dreaded the valour and conduA of this great 
man. t^ludar, not doubting that Soham^ and his troops, were 
already arrived at the place he appointed them, marched with 
his army towards MaTumderan^ where, on a fuddcn, and be 
fore he expe£ted it, they came within fight of the enemy. Tht 
c^p^ bemg oppofite to each other, ^ Turkijh cbampioOf 
whofe name was Bafmon^ challenged any of the Perfian war- 
riors to a fingle combat $ which challenge was readily accepted 
hj Kohadj the grandfon of Kaoh^ of whom we have faid ik 
much in the life of Phridun. The combat terminated in &- 
your of the Per/tan^ who, having (Iain his antagonift, ijpcMled 
him of his arms, and carried them, as the trophy of his vic- 
tory, to his tent. The Turks were prodigioufly incenfed at 
this accident, and refolved with themielves to revenge it 
fpeedily on Nudar^ and his army. Accordingly, having poP- 
^fled themfelves of all the pofts about it, they attack^ the 
Perjians in their camp, where a mod obftinate batde was 
fought, till, at length, there h^pened fuch a prodig^ 
ihower of rain, attended with fuch an extraordinary darknefij 
that Nudar laid hold of this opportunity to retire, and to or- 
der his fens Thta and Gujlam^ who were at the head of fepa- 
rate bodies, to march fpeedily to his relief; which they did< 
accompanied by Karen the brother of Kobadj who had foiini 
means to withdraw the royal treafures out ofSigjiftarij and tQ 
fend them to a place of fafety. Apherafiah obferving die mdh 
fures taken by Nudar^ and conceiving tiiat his intent was to 
fpin out the war, he, to prevent its running into a lengthy 
wliich, in the end, would have been deftru£tive to his trpopf 
lent an officer of his, whofe name was Karahqn^ with pofitivf 
orders to attack Karen, and the body of Perjians under U 
command ; which accordmgly he did, killed their, comniandcfi 
and eiFei^ually difperfed the reft. Not long after, Apberajiah 
attacked tfudar io hi$ casnp^ aad> after obtaiiung a fignal 

vidoiX> 
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rlAory, took that monarch prifoner, in his flight, with many 
Pfrfian nobles. As foon as they came into his prefence^ 
ipberafiab oxicxti them to be cut in pieces ; but his brother, 
I prince of great humanity and >virdom, hindered him, and 
prevailed on him to content himfelf with putting them in pri- 
on ; to which, with much ado, he yielded. The next ftep, 
ifter this vi£l9ry, was. to poflefs himfelf of the court and trca- 
iires of Nudar \ in order to which, Jpherajiab inftantly de- 
ached a body of thirty thoufai)d men : they, entering the pro- 
fhiQe of Si^tjlanym^dc themfelves mafters of the capital, aod 
}f the royd palace, the Per/tans being every- where fo intimi- 
iated, that they durft not itir ; but fubmitted tamely to the 
^oke which conqueft had impofcd upon them. Meheraby it 
litems, after the marriage of his daughter to Zal-zer, had re- 
tired into Perjiaj and lived in great honour and affluence there, 
itl this fudden overthrow of die empire threatened him, as well 
IS the reft of its inhabitants. Meherabj being a man of great 
^licy, bethought himfelf of a means to divert immediate dan- 
jCTj oy fending a meflenger to Jpherajiab^ with very rich pre- 
ents, and a letter to this purpofe ; ^ That, though he lived in 
• Perfiay he was by nation a Turk ; and not only fo, but, in 
'Ibme meafure, allied to him in blood, bemg lineally de- 
'' Icended from Z^^^ ; wherefore he hoped his family, and 
'this, early teftimonyof obedience, would be fufficient to re- 
commend him to his fpecial protection.' Having thus 
onuied the yiftor, he gave notice te his fon-in-law Xsal-zsry 
whoy aflembling as privately as he could feveral fmall bodies of 
nen^' appointed them a place of rendezvous, where he him- 
elf joined them ; and, finding them numerous enough to at- 
ompt fomttwhat againft the common enemy, he began to a^ 
:^fenfively, and, in a fhort time, drove the Turks out of the 
HX^vince of Sigjiflan, Of which when Apherajiab received 
Intelligence, it provoked him fo much, that he ordered the un- 
Sdrtunate Nudar to have his head ftruck off in prifon ; which 
Rras accordingly put in execution, without the leaft regard to 
^, dignity. As to the length of his reign, authors are divided; 
(biAe inaKing it feven years, others enlarging it to nine. Mirk- 
Mii^, whom we generally follow, adheres to the former number. 
Borne oriental writers make this prince cotemporary with 
ypjbua \ others place him much higher : we fliall not determine 
^m who are in the right «. 

Apherasiab ot Afrajiabj notwithftanding this rebellion, Aphcra- 
mt rather infurredion, looking upon himfelf as monarch of iiab. 
Pirfidj fent anp account to hisf father Pajhangh of the happy 
faccefi with which his expedition had been crowned. But it

carried their intrigues farther ; and made them cndcap^jor/b 

fiir up the brother o^ Jpherafiaby who had, at firft, fivsdHih 

dar*s life, to put in his claim to the throne, promifii^ Ul 

both ailiftance and obedience. He, burning with the aomi 

natural to his family, liften6d readily to thepropofal, and if- 

vifed them to engage Z^/-s^to invade the provinces in Ik 

iteighbourhood of S/^'/^^;r, in the fpring ; afluringthen^tht 

the war once begun, he would appear in their favour. Tn 

negotiations could not be carried on fo fecretiy, hat tkt 

Atherajiab gained intelligence of them ; and inunediatelftf 

all his wits to work, to prevent their taking elFed: with til 

view he caufed his brother to be afTaffinated, and then anUl 

himfelf indefatigably to the raifing troops, rcfolving to rdd] 

all his opponents. Zal-zerj being informed of thefeproce 

and vehemently regretting the lofs of the young7irrl/jli, 

openly excited the Perjians to take arms, deriding 

cowardice, and giving them to underfhmd, that more tkl 

half their enemy s flrength lay in their fb^ His dilco 

by degrees, had fuch an eiFe6t, that the inhabitants of AQ 

aflembling together in fmall bodies, marched by lu^t Anw 

fecret and by-ways to his camp ; where, when thCT were 

arrived, Zat-zer round himfelf at the head of a very rormiWi 

army «.

leyal dignity, was far advanced in years, but had, notwith- 
flsinding, a tolerable (hare of health and fplrits : he applied him* 
ielf to the reftoring, as well as he could, the (battered aiFairs of 
Perfia : the more effedually to do this, heaflbciated with him, 
ia the empire, Gherfchafpjhv& nephew, whom fome have called 
Kifchtafpy and have made him not the nephew and aflbciate, 
hut the fon and fucceiTor of Zab or Zoub : but this feems to be 
a miftake, Und the ground of it pretty obvious, the father of 
this Gberfcbafp being called Kifchtafp, But to return to Zabj 
he iacriiiced much of the prerogative of the crown to make the 
people eafy, and to enable them to recover their lofles, after 
the wretched depredations committed by Afraftah^ and his 
troops : he did more than all this j he threw open the royal 
tKafury, and, as* often as any fums were paid in there, he nrfl; 
pud his foldiers, and then dilrributed the reft among the poon 
Thefe were certainly high virtues ; but this prince is branded 
for a vice particularly infamous on a throne, vi%. that of glut- 
tony, or rather luxury in eating ; and is recorded to have been 
^[ie author of various forts of fawces and broths, unknown be* 
fore in thefe regions. It is not very clear how long he reigned, 
Pf, who was his fucceflbr. Mirkhond makes him exprefly the 
^l4 of the firft race of kings, who, from the furname ot Hu^ 
Jb0Hgb^ were called, in general, Pifchdadiam^ though to us it 
^ema more probable, that they received this appellation, be- 
eaufe, during the feveral reigns of thefe princes, the laws and 
coinftitution of Perfia were thoroughly fettled P. According to 
QOdier authors, Gberfcbafp or Kijchtafp fucceeded in the em- 
pire, by die voluntary ceflion of Zab or Zoub ; his mother is 
aid to have been a Jewefs^ of the tribe of Benjamin : he proved 
• prince of great merit, and deferving of a better fate than he 
ioe^ i for he did all in his power to reftore the Perfian diadem 
jDp^ its antient luftre. Afrofiab^ little regarding his treaties, 
took advantage of the disorder the kingdom was in, to re-enter 
l( with a formidable army, and to poflefs hlmfelf of varbus 
provinces. The new king fought under ^reat difadvantages ; 
* but, in fpite of thefe, he frequently defeated the Turks^ and 
feCQVered various places out of their hands : at laft, however^ 
he fell into the error of many of his predeceflbrs i^that is, he

to be accoimted the time that this monarch reigned alone, 19 ^^ 
pretend not to determine. In this all are agreed, that here 
the empire of the Pifcbdadians ended ; and that Afrafiah^ tk 
defcendant of Tur^ became a third time abiblutelordofPff 
fia q. How he afterwards loft the pofTeffion of thisempiRJ 
will be (hewn in its proper place. In the mean time, it nuf 
not be amifs to infert here fome remarks on the foregoing pe^ 
riod, in order to juftify the obfervation we have fo oral 
made, that oriental hiftory, though mixed with fables, is n( 
altogether ufelefs (G).

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(G) In the coarfe of this 
work, our method has been to 
fpeak firft of the chronology, 
and afterwards of the hiftory of 
each country; in the prefent 
cafe it was inipra£ticable, unlefs

We have 
therefore chofen to give the fc- 
ries of the Perfian hiftory, re-

As to the time when thefe kings reigned, we can detennin 

nothing with any degree of certainty. The Scripture inform 

us, that Elam was a very antient kingdom ; for Chedorlaom 

came with a great army to reduce the region of Peniapolu i 

Canaan^ and the circumjacent countries, to his obedience, i 

the days of Abraham : from thence we hear nothing of this fl 

tion till the kingdoms of Ifrael and Judah were on their di 

cline. In refpe<ft to thefe antient times, the Grak write 

are very infufficient guides, if we may believe the raofliud 

cious writer of hiftory that nation ever produced, vjz, tW 

dides'y who very frankly declares they knew very little of the 

own affairs beyond the memory of man *» ; that is, they we 

able to give no account of them with order and certainty* h 

rodotus pretends not to fay any thing of the hiftory of the Mu 

. above one hundred and fifty years before the time of Cjn

eighty-two years ^ But there is ftill a great gap of time be-.

and its bdng deftroyed by the AJfyrtan emperors. If we al- 
low the Perfians to have had kings of their own during this 
interval, or any confiderable part of it, which is not at m im? 
probable, we make room for all the Pifcbdadians at once. But 
as to the precife time in which they reigned, we are quite in 
the dark ; and therefore, inftead of indulging conjedhires, (hall 
refume the thread of our hifiory, and (hew by wha| fteps 
Jpberafiab was expelled, and ihtPerfmn dominions once more

T^Eykohad or Caicobad^ whom fome writers make the fon of K^ko* 
^^ Zabj the fon of Tahamafpy the fon of Manugibtr^ king bad. 
<tf Pirftay and others call fimply the nephew of Nudar was 
(bated on the throne ofPerJia by the famous Zal-zer^ who was 
ib loyal to the family that railed him, that he twice refiifed 
the Pirfian diadem, becaufe he would not injure them. At 
this time, he and his fon Rujlan put themfelves at the head of 
fuch a body di troops, as enabled them to give Afberajiab 
abundance of trouble, and, by degrees, to put into the pof- 
feffion ofKeykobad the greateft part of the provinces of Perfia. 
Xhb monarch proved at once a good prince to his fubje£b in 
general, and extremely grateful to the perfons particularly 
concerned in raifing him to the empire. He intrufted the com- 
mand of all his forces with Rujlan^ and did nothing in civil 
affiurs without the advice of his father. By degrees, his troops, 
under the command of the famous hero before-mentioned, 
eained fuch advantages, that Jpherajiab retired before them, 
and was at laft driven to fuch diftreis, that he defired to treat 
of a peace-; but his commiiiioners, and thofe of the king of 
Perjioy differing about the terms, Apberafiab hazarded a ie • 
Gond battle, wherein, Adtwithftanding his troops fought with 
great refolution, he wa^ltotally defeated. In the heat of this 
engagement, Rujlan defired fome of the officers about him to 
(hew him Apberafiab\ which when they had done, Ruftam 
fpurred towards him with fuch an impetuous force, that he

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beat him from his horfe, and, afterwards difmounting from 
his own, tied his hands and feet together with a cord; and, 
having laid him before himfelf upon his own fteed, rode out of 
the battle, and threw him into a particular place. Jpberejictj 
finding himfelf left alone, ftruggled with fuch force, Aathesit 
lailr got loofe : the^ taki^ig the cord, he tied the hands and feet 
of a dead maii, as Ruftan had tied his, and retired to a troop 
pf his own horfe, with whom he made his efcape. After vi- 
ftory had declared itfelf in favour of the army of JCfyfcW 
Rujian rode up to falute him, Amongft other compliments of 
cphgratulation. He informed. him, that the war was now at Q 
end, himfelf having made Atherafiab prifoner, whom he alft 
pYotoifed immediately to produce. , Riding, to that end, todij 
place .where he had thf owil- the Turkijh monarch, he fount 
with furprize, a dead man tied in his place. For this overiyit 
of hig he alked pardon of Keykobad^ and folemnly promifeli 
that, if he met Apherafiah in battle again, he would not make 
the fame miftake. But that prince, finding his afl^ dtfpeni 
in Perjia^ retired into Turquejlan^ and feht from thence an cnf^ 
baffador to treat with Keykohad; who was eafily prevailed oi 

not to carry his arms into Tmrani when the right pf him, » 
his family, to Iran^ was acknowleged hy Apherajiab^ andal 
the fcattered remnants of his army withdrawn *. Thcpca* 
once fettled, Keykobad applied himfelf to the reftoringtheaf: 
fairs of his kingdom ; and, in the fidd place, fixed his couiti 
Spahawrty which had be^n built by the famous king HoufiiSRj^ 
adorned by Pbridun^ apd afterwards given by him to KaA tin 
fmith, and his family. The reafon, in all probability, whicl 
determined Keykobad to redde here, was its convenient fituif 
tion in the heart of his dominions. His court once fixed, th 
king next beflowed hi^ favours on fuch as had been infc* 
mental in the expulfion of the Turks. To Ruftan he gavc^ 
province pf Zahlujian^ on the borders of India^ watered will 
many.pleafant flreamg, and adorped with the finefl profpA 
that can be wifhed. This province afforded a furpametoA* 

Jian^ and received 'itfelf a new name from him, that hero bein

We are not ttJd 
who it was Key kaus himfelf married ; but, whoever (be wait 
he had by her two fons, named Siavek and Phrailorx. The 
eldeft of thefe, vi%. Siavek^ was fent to live with, and to be 
bred up under, his uncle Rujian. How long things continued 
in this tranquil ftate, does not appear ; but the next war ve 
hear of was againft Zulzogar king of Arabia. What provoca* 
tion he gave Keykausy is uncertain 5 but the kingof P^r^ car- 
ried his refentment fo far, that he had well nigh reduced Ae 
Svhole kingdom of Temen^ over which Zulzogar reigned, undtf 
his dominion. At length it came to the ears of Keykausj that 
this Arabian prince had a daughter the moft lovely woman in 
the World ; upon which the Perfian king fent to demaiid her 
in marriage. The king of Yemen^ defirous to be rid at any rate 
x)f fuch an enemy, fent immediately his daughter to the king 
of Perfta\ haram. As foon as Keykaus beheld Saudababj he 
was fo ftruck with her beauty, that he conceived himfelf the 
happieft man in the world, by having her in his pof&ffion* 
Overcome therefore with the violence of his paffion, he aban- 
lioned himfelf to all forts of exceiles, giving great entertain* 
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ind encouraging sU kinds of diverfions in his camp, 
fo nskudi 86 liecneinbeciaBig, that he w» in an enemy's 

ZubaogoTj who bxdkw all this, drew togedier prt-^ 
confidenUebodjof faorfe; and, falling tmexpeAedly 
PtrfioM SLOBjf absolutely defeated it, and made die 
I all his court prifoners.

fia{t), A Perfian writer hath 
taken upon him to aflert, that 
Keykaus ought to be regarded as , 
the Nimrod of the Hebrews ; and 
he will have it that both thefe 
names iignify the /ong-Iiver, or 
the immortal; adding, that Key^ 
kaus was fo called, becaufe of his 
long reign, a/ix. of one hundred 
and fifty years. Mirkbond, liko 
a good hiilorian, reports this 
faft; and obferves, that fome 
have itigmatized Kykaus with 
building the tower of Babely and 
attempting to fcale heaven there- 
by ; but he fays exprefly, that 
this flory is fabulous, and ought 
not to be regarded ; the king of 
Perfia being a wife and pious 
pnnce, who knew well, that,, to 
- afcend to heaven, there was no 
need of towers. 

To prevent the reader^s fall- 
ing into any confufion with re- 
fpe£l to the wars recorded in this, 
hiftory, it may be neceiTary to 
obferve, that the Perfians had for 
their neighbours, under the mo^ 
narchs of the firft and fecond 
race, on the north-eaft, the in- 
habitants of the extended coun- 
try of Tour an. We have already - 
fpoken fo copioufly of the /enfe 
and derivation of this name, that 
there is no neceffity for our add- 
ing any thing farther on that 
fubjed : here it is fufHclent that 
we obferve, the boundaries there- 
of were never well fixed j and 
that it was always defigned by aa 
indefinite term, as well by the 
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Key-chosrau, or Kay-khofru^ fucceedcd peaceably to die 
throne of his grandfather, and ihewed himfeluvorthy of that

Momans, as by the orientals : the 
former ftiled all the provmces on 
the other fide that river which 
they call Oxus, but the antient 
. Terfians Gjeihony and the modem 
Jimuy 7ranfoxana s and the ori- 
entals called the fame provinces 
Mauaralnahar^ i. e. on the other 
fide the river (3). This coun- 
try was inhabited by the Turks^ 
properly fo called, whom f6me 
conceive to be the fame nation 
with the Tartars ; and that thoie 
we generally call Turks have very 
little right to that appellation 
(4). On the eaft ofPerJia lay 
the empire of the Indies, then 
governed by princes who were 
natives of that country. To 
the fouth of PerJIa lay the pen- 
infula of Arahiay governed by 
its own kings ; and on the wei^ 
the territories of Sham or Scha- 
mahi for fo the Ferfians ftiled 
^yria, and the other dominions 
of the kings of Nineveh and Ba- 
bylon, Nothing can be darker, 
or more confufed, than the ac- 
counts we have from the Per- 
fian hiftorians, of the ftate of 
their neighbours in thofe times 
of which we are now fpeaking. 
To us, there feems fome reafon 
to doubt whether the word Kha- 
kany made ufe of to iignify the 
fupreme monarch of grand Har- 
tary \yfMirkhondy^2i% really heard 
of in. thofe early times ; it feems 
more likely, that our Perjian hi- 
Ilorians bellowed that title,which 
is now frequent, on the monarch 
mentioned by the antient hifto- 
rians to have reigned then in 
thefe parts, in order to familia- 


prc- 

ria^ the ftile of his hiitory tohis 
cotemporaries. As the country 
ofTouran bordered, as well as 
Irah^ On the Ca/tian fea, and as 
the M battle fought by J^ 
rafiab happened in the plains of 
lumerezmy It was natural enough 
for him to fly into the moon* 
tains neareft at hand, in hopes 
of returning that way into Ttw 
ran ; and, when he found die 
enemy poiFeiTed of the paflb 
near the mouth of the river 
Gjeihony he had no other wajr 
left than to endeavour to get 
through the mountains of Mr* 
^^y^gl^^i and fo round the C/- 
ftaniesLy till he entered Toura 
on the north; in which, how- 
ever, we need not wonder tint 
he proved unfuccefsful, fince, 
from thofe times to ours, no 
conqueror whatever has had the 
honour to make that tour with 
his troops, excepting only the 
Tartar hero Zinjis Khan, From 
the obfervations in this note, it 
will be very plain to the reader, 
that Iran, under the reign df 
this monarch Key-cbo/rauy con- 
tained very nearly the fame ex- 
tent of country, and the fame 
provinces, which are fHll com- 
prehended under the empire of 
Pfrjia ; and that whatever difi- 
rence there might be, muft hive 
lain on the provinces on thi 
weft fide of the empire; dJC 
bounds of which are not ex- 
aftly laid down by the Perjitai 
hiftorians. As to the new king- 
dom on the Perjian gulf ereded 
in favour of Fraibtt^-x, we flaH 
have occafion to mention it here- 
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^rence which had been ^iven him ; for, in the firft plactf, 
ook carej|o redify all abufes in courts of juftice through- 
his whole dominions, difplacin^ all fuch officers as had 
l^e diemfelves odious to the people, and taking every me« 
1 he could devife to put the poor into a condition of eating 
id, ifTuing for this purpofe great fums out of his treafury, 
giving audience with the greateft eafe to all d^rees of 
ph» w hen he found his kingdom in tolerable order, he 
iQioned a grand council of his nobility, wherein, having 
"efented the miferable death of his father, and the mighty 
chiefs which had been done them by the inhabitants of 
quejiafij he deflred them to fpeak their minds freely, whc- 
' it would not be for their intereft, as well as for his hor 
r, if an army were immediately raifed for the redu<SUon 
^vrqueftan. They came unanimoufly into this propofal ; 
^upoji Piran-Vtffih returned into his own country, from 
»ce, as we have heard^ he fled with Key^chofrau^ and his 
Jier. The king of Perjia^ knowing that without unani- 
f no war could be carried on with any reafonable hopes of 
^, took pains to reconcile himfelf to Thusy and to his 
Ic Fraiborx'y and, to Ihew that his. reconciliation was fin- 
!, he entrufted them with the command of thirty thouiand 
!e, and fent them to open the war, by invading the domi- 
I of Turquejian ^, At their fetting out, he fpoke to them 
\ : ** You muft know, that, before my father married the 
»rincefs Franghiz my mother, he had, by the daughter of 
lis friend Piran-Vi^ehy a fon called Ferud. This young 
nan, I am informed, hsus at prefent a command in the army 
»f Apherajiab ; but, where- ever he is, remember that he is 
ny brother, and that, where-ever you find him, you do 
lim no injury, but render him all honours due to fo near tl 
elation of mine/' It happened unluckily, that the Perfian 
ly no fooner entered the country ofTurqueJiariy than Ftrud 
le to reconnoitre them, at the head of a body of horfe.

Ferud^ full of imprudent hraveiy, would not 
be perfuaded to retire ; but caufing the Turkifi hoife to make 
a fre(h attack, the Perfians repulfed them with great flau^ter} 
and Ferud^ to the mi^ty regret of the whole armV) was found, 
dead upon the place '• Key^chofrau received thi3 news with 
reat concern } and, apprehending that Thus had been, iq 
>me meafure, inftrumental in his brother's death, he fent or- 
ders to his uncle Fraiharz to take upon him the command of 
the army, and to fend back Thus a prifoner, to anfwer in Pit* 
fia for his condu£):. Fraiborz executed the king's commands 
exadly with refpedl to ThuSy and then marched farther into 
Turqueftan. Jpberafiah gave the command of the great army 
he had raifed to Piran-Vijfeh^ the moft experienced of hb ge* 
nerals, and who was perfeftly acquainted with the Perfian di- 
fcipline. This excellent ofEcer did all that could be expeded 
from him : he gave Fraiborz and Gudar fo much trouble, and 
knew fo well how to encamp his troops out of danger of aa 
attack, that at length the Perfians were conftrained to retreati 
not without very confiderable lofs, Gudar^ who commanded 
in the rear, having no lefs than feventy gentlemen of his own 
&mily flain "*. 1 he news of this defeat obliged the king to 
take other meafures ; he therefore removed his uncle from the 
cocomand of the army, and gave it to Gudar ^ to whofe va- 
lour and condudl it was owin?, that any part thereof eicaped* 
jle alfo fent Thm^ who had fuUy juftified himfelf as to the death 
of Ferud^ with a reinforcement of troops, in order to enable 
him to carry on the war. Apherafiab^ perceiving that the Ptr^ 
fians were refolvcd to deftroy his empire, called to his affifU 
ance the kha-khan or king oi Great Tartary^ and Schangal king 
of the Indies; and, by the help of his confederates, puihedtiw 
Perfian troops fo clofely, that they, being far inferior in num- 
ber, were forced to retire to the mountains of Chorajfan^ where 
they threw up intrenchments, and fortified their camp in the 
beft manner they could. Key-chofirau^ informed of their di- 
ftrefs, fent orders to Rufian to march with the utmoft dili- 
gence to their afliflance. That experienced general readily 
obeyed his mafter ; and the Perfian army, that was befi^ed 
in the mountains, when they heard of his approach, made no 
queftion of carrying the vi£tory. Rujlan^ as an eameft there- * 
of, deceived tlie vigilance of the Twri/^ officers; and, paffiog 
their advanced guards in the night, entered the Perjian camp, 
before the enemy was aware. The next day, the moft bloody 
battle was fought, that hitherto had been feen in Perjia.

Thus ended thb ko| 
and bloody war, which had well nigh exhaufted bodi empifa 
After it was finifhed, Key-^hcfrau fixed his court at BakK for 
the convcniency of governing Touran as well as Iran: Thep 
it was that, feeing himfelf in full poileiEon of twogreartai^ 
pires, this monarch did what none of his predeceflbrs \d 
thought of: he computed all the levies which had been miJr 
in Perjia for the cafrying on the war againft the Ttirk5\ sd^ 
jout of the mighty treafures which were fallen into his hanlh 
he reftored to every family the amount of the taxes tbejr k| 
paid. He fent for his uncle Fraihorzy and, after havii^coflr 
mended him for bis fidelity, erc£):ed feveral provinces on 
fhore of the Perftan gulf into a kingdom, and made him ibil| 
reign thereof. He auembled the nobilitv of Tiuran^ and, hi 
ing ihewn them the folly of hating the mhabitants of /r«i| 
they had hitherto done, advifed.them to confider of ways 
means for re-eflablifhing the peace of their country, and afli 
them, he would contribute to it as far as lay in his power, 
then marked out the quarters, and fettled uie yearly pay of

ferpent, which ftruck the people 
with fuch terror, that they aban- 
doned their habitations, and left 
all the adjacent country defo- 
late; this formidable dragon 
they fUled Ga<vfcbid. The king, 
being informed of this, refolv-> 
ed, like a good prince, to gb 
immediately and deflroy this 
moni(er. Key^chofrau hunted it 
for fome time before he came 
up with it; but at laft found it 
in its den in the mountains of 
Aderbc^agjan\ and his guards fly* 
ing at the flght of the dragon, 
he attacked it alone, and killed 
it with his own hand. On th« 
fpot where this remarkable deed 
was done, a pyreum^ or fire- 
temple, was ere^led, called in 
fucceeding times Deir Ganjfcbid^ 
L e, the habitation of Gayfcbid', 
renowned to this day amongf^ 
the Perfeesy and held by fome 
to be the firft fire-temple erected 
in Perfia (3). Though fome 
writers are filent as to the va« 
lour of this prince, yet all wha 
treat of his reign, expatiate 
loudly on his wifdom and piety. 
Some believe him a prophet ; 
moil acknowlege that he con- 
verfed with the prophets, and 
was in a peculiar manne| fa- 
voured by the Almighty for the 
great regard he always fhewed 
towards religion, and religious 
perfons. 
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ordinary pcrfon : we (hall therefore content ourfclves with o 
ferving, that it is generally agreed he was by birth an Etii 
plan or Nubian^ the oriental word Hahafcbi including both, Ji 
parents mean, and himfclf fold for a flave, and carried &oi 
one place to another, till, at laft, lie was brought into tli 
land pf IJraelj where he lived under tbe reigns of D^vidm 
^hmon. The Arabian writers tell us, that, deeping, in tU 
gondition, during the heat of the day, the angels entered \k 
room, and awaked him, with this falutation ; Lokman^ m 
are the meflengers of God, thy Creator and ours, who hd 
fent us to thee, to infomri thee, that he will make thee aniOB' 
arch, and his lieutenant over the whole earth. Zaiaoj 
^fter remaining filent for a fmall fpace, returned this anfiw: 
If, by the abfolute command of God, I am to became vi| 
voii (ay, his will mufi bq fulfilled in all thihgs ; and Ihope^f 
It comes to pafs, that he will afford me tbe'xiecellary aiElboBf 
^ his grace, that I may exa<9:ly execute bis orders : butK if 
would give me leave to chpofe, I wiil) r^her to coi^doiKJ 
the ftate I am in, and th^t h^ would prevent ipe Uoa^ cM 
ing him ; without which grace, all thei pomp anilgnuidcur^ 
tbe world would be to me no more- than a cudibfotis lolr 
ilipportable load. This, iay thefe authors, appeared bji 
in die fight of God, that he beftowed on Lokman fudii 
cellent underflanding, that he compofed, fay they, twi 
fend apologues, moral maxims, and wife fayings, each of 1 
more valuable than the whole world : a phrafc imply! 
more, than that they are highly ufliful, as well as wondt 
fiiblime. They tell us'alfo, that Lokman ftandihg one 4qri 
the midft of a great number of people, who all greedily lifiejj 
to his wife and pleafant difcourfes, an Hehrew of great qua^ 
asked him, if he was not the black flave whom he had tt v 
formerly tending the Ihecp. Lokman readily anfwered, I* * 
And. how then, faid the nobleman, have you attained lb If v 
a degree of virtue ? Why, anfwered Lokman^ by thefe ij s 
tafy fteps : I have always (poke the truth, I have conWf i 
kept my word, and I have never meddled in any thing wt* ^ 
did not concern me. A Perjian poet hath recorded anodj \ 
totraordinary inftance of Lckman*^ prefencc of mM; ? ' 
maflerfent him, with fome other (laves, to gather finit i«J ^ 
garden ; the reft eat the beft : and when his matter mi" J 
them, they roundly fwore, that Lehman eat them wh^ 
they would or not. l^he matter, fir, faid Lockman^ is c4| 
decided ; let us all drink heartilv of warm, water, and thcD» 
us join hands, and run round : nis lord commanded the eatP* 
ment to be immediately made ; upon wl^i^hi^cy ail feu* 
vomiting, with this difference, that they brought up tbcfn* 
.which they had eaten, and Lokman nothing but tfc^'** 
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er. The comment of the Perjian poet on this ttory is to 
larkable, that the reader will doubtlefs be pleafed to fee it : 
Vhen we fhall all drink of this hot water, at our tryals, in 
he day of the laft judgment, then whatever has be.n con- 
ealed in the heart, and hidden far from the fight of men^ 
hall be tiirowh up, in the view of all the world ; . and the 
lypocrite, who acquired the reputation of a faint by his dif-* 
unbling, fhall then be covered with fhame and confufion of 
ace/ What we have reported is fufficient to (hew, that 
re is a (Irong refemblance between the hiftory of L ok man, as

I Saves, through the feverity of fortune, both famous for 
ir wifdom, and both delivered their maxims in the fame man-» 
^ that is, by way of apologue. But there is a wide differ- 
e between the times in which the oriental authors fay Loi^ 
t lived, and thofe wherein the Greeks place Mfop. As to 

iirft, it is generally allowed, that Lokman lived in the reign 
Solomoriy whereas ^fop is faid to have been cotemporary 
Iv Craefus king of Lydia, and Solon die jlihenian legiflator, 
>irtthe hiftory of their lives, and from the comparifon. of 
ir fables, there is all the reafon in the world to believe, that 
bnan and Mfop were the fame perfon ; the diiSculty fec^s 
Ue here, whether the Greeks ftole him from the orientals, 
vrhether die orientals took him from the Greeks, It feems 
ffi natural to believe the former, fince, in fuch caies, the 
^tks are found to have been notorious thieves, and to have 
w«d every point of antient hiftory they were able, to their 

II advantage : befides, the apologue was certainly the fa- 
>rite mode of teaching in the eaft, long before that or any 
^r kind of learning was kndwn tp the Greeks : after alf, 
' is but conjed:ure, which we o£Fer to the reader's confidera- 
t> rather than his belief. The chief reafon why Lokman 
> much confidered in the eaft, is, becaufe Mohammed has

^knn/* His fables, which are far from being numerous^

a very wife and very learned prince', as well as remarkably

(H) It is very lit, that wc 
fhould give an account in this 
note what our reafons were for 
inferting the life ofLciman in the 
Ferfian hiftory. Not to trouble 
the reader with too long a de- 
taily we ihall acquaint him with 
no more than two : Firil, Lok- 
man wrote in the Ferfian lan- 
guage, as is generally agreed, 
and as the learned editor of his 
fables in Holland pofitively af- 
firms (8).

out into the court, after the manner before defcribed, (he^ 
after looking a little about her, gave her apple to this un- 
known perfon. The grandees of Touran were inexpref- 
fibly vexed at feeing themfelves defpifed by the princefs for a 
ftranger, whom they fuppofed of low birth. They therefore 
. engaged the king to make a law, that, for the future, the 
princeiles of Touran fhould have their choice only out of peo- 
ple of high quality, that the royal line might not be drawn in- 
to contempt. The king had ilill two daughters, as remarkable 
for their beauty, as for their birth. Thefe were demanded in 
oiarriage by the two fons of a neighbouring and potent prince^ 
to whom die king of Touran made no (cruplc of promifing 
them, on this condition, that they would reduce under his 
obedience two lords who had revolted, and who committed 
great devailations throughout all Touran. The young princ€|i, 
confidering the difficulty of this tafk, had recourfe to Gujhtajf^ 
of whofe prowefs they nad fufEcient proofs, and engaged him 
to be aififtant therein. Gujhtafp^ as foon as he had undertakea 
to ferve them, appointed an hunting*match, and invited the 
two brothers to be of the party : he alfo brought to the chace 
a fmall body of refolute friends. When they were aflembled, 
he difcovered to them his proje£t^ which was to go immedi- 
ately to a certain caftle, where, he was informed, the two 
rebel lords had an interview, and to ftorm it, before they 
could have any intelligence of their expedition. This was im- 
mediately agreed to, and inftantly carried into execution. 
\ Gujbtajp entered the place firft himfelf ; and, having feized 
the rebels, put them into the hands of the two princes, who 
conducted them to court, and prefented them to the king. 
The Turktjh monarch was prodigioufly pleafed with this feat 
of arms, and very readily made good his promife to the princes, 
by giving them his daughters in marriage. A few days after, 
he caufed great feafts to be celebrated, and appointed public 
tournaments; wherein Gujhtafp behaved himfelf in fi^ch a man- 
ner, that he carried the glory of the day from all who were \ 
prefent. The king, who had hitherto uiewed him but litdc 
countenance, fpoke to him on this occafion verv kindly, and 
gave him the higheft praifes. Gujhtafp took this opportunity 
of faying, that, if he had excelled in combats that were not 
In earneu, he had likewife been of fome ufe in quelling the 
' difturbers of the public peace. This ftruck the king's mind, 
who eafily comprehended the meaning ; and, having diligently 
ibught out the truth, made Gujhtafp henceforward his favour- 
ite. It is to be obferved, that, areer the conqueft of T^urm 

by 
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by Kev'iofrauj though the people were left to live under their 
own laws, and their own princes^ yet they were obliged to 
own the fuperiority of the monarchs of Iran^ and to pay them * 
a confiderable tribute. Gujhtaft perfuaded his father-in-law, 
that this was at once diflionourable, and needlefs ; and there- 
fore advifed him to throw ofF the yoke, by refufing tribute, 
and by making preparations for, and declaring war againft 
Lobrafpy in cale he flhould difpute his independency. This 
Gu/biafp did to be revenged of his father, and from* an appre- 
hcniion, that, if ever he was difcovered, the nobility of Tou^ 
rafij in a time of peace, would certainly deliver him up. Loh- 
rafp was exceedingly furprifed at the arrival of the Turkijb 
embaflador in his court. He treated him, however, with 
2reat civility, and endeavoured to get out of him the true 
iource of thefe extraordinary proceedings. The embaflador, 
at firft, thought to put him off with trivial anfwers ; but, on 
the king's preffing him, he acknowleged at laft, that a certain 
ftrlnger, who had married his matter's daughter, was the true 
author of all this mifchief. Lohrafp no fooner heard this, than 
he gueiled it was his fon, and immediately difpatched a mef- 
ienger to inquire privately, whether it was fo, or not. As 
ibon as he was certain, that this new and dangerous enemy 
was his fon Gujhtafp^ he took at the fame time a moft ftrange 
and moil generous refolution ; which was, to fpare his people 
at the expence of his crown* He found he was grown old ; 
he faw the ambition of his fon was to be fatisfied with nothing 
lefi than the diadem ; and, as he knew he was brave and wife, 
though undutiful to him, he determined to refign to him his 
dominions; and, in order to this, he fent his younger fon 
ZarU with the tagi^ or enfign of the royal dignity in Perjia^ 
to his brother in Turqueftam Zaris took care to give his bro- 
ther private notice of his arrival. Gujhta/p went immediately 
to pay him a vifit ; and, being informed of his Other's refolu- 
tion, accepted the tagi or tiara^ and caufed himfelf to be {6* 
lemnly proclaimed king of Perfta. His father-m-law was at 
firft prodisioufly difturbed, conceiving that there was fome 
treafon ^amft him in thefe proceedings ; but, when he found 
things were really as they had been reprefented, he was over- 
joyed to the higheft degree : and the nobility of Touran came 
m crouds to pay their compliments to the new king oiPerJia. 
Thefe ceremonies over, Gujhtafp took leave of his father-in- 
law, and, with his wife Karathufiy fet out for his own domi- 
nions, carrying with him a grand retinue, and a coniiderable 
number of camels loaded with riches. Lohrafp received his fon Lohrafp 
widi all the marks of tendernefs and joy. Gujhtafp retained fwitb" 
him at court for many years, and did nothing without his zA-dra^ws to a 
vice. At laft the good old man withdrew to lead a ioYixsayfilitary

TF to be £unous after death can afford any joyful feniadon to 
^ the inunortal fpirit, that of this man, whether prophet, imr 
poftor, or philofopher, muft needs receive high fatis&£tion 
from ^e wide extenjfion of his fame, which has been difFufed 
throughout the whole learned world, and fubfifted even to lateft 
ages* The Greeks^ who were very inquifitive after the in- 
ventors of fcience, amongft the nations whom they ftile barba* 
rians, and from whom, notwithftanding, they drew all the 
learning they had themfelves, have written fo confufedly, and 
fb obfcurely, concerning Zoroajiers^ that it is hard to know 
hrw many famous men bore this name, when they lived, or 
for what they were eminent. Jrnobius is thought to have re- 
duced them to four ; but fuch is the misfortune of all who 
have written about Zoroajfery that the fenfe of this very paf- 
iage is difputed, fome affirming, that Amobius fpeaks but of 
three Zoroajlersi others, that he mentions only two (K).

the other parts of this Ferjian 
hiftory, we have been as fparing 
a£ poitble. Our reafons are 
thcfe ; firft, in order to gain any 
credit for the hiftory of Z^r- 
dujhty as written by oriental au- 
thors, there was a neceffity of 


deftroying the credit which has 
been fo long given to the 
Greeks ; and, to 'do this, the beft 
and fiicMteft method was to fiievr 
what the Greeks had fftid, aid 
what, from their writings, tht 
moft able, of their difidples had 
been able to coUed, which, wc 
prefunte to fay, is very litde or 
nothing. Secondly, We thought

The 
meaning of which, we iay, is 
this; that Gop gave him the 
title of \3i» ftfephtrJy and his 
mndftttd^ and a&ually employed 
him as the miniftcr of his will, 
before Cyrui knew any thing of 
the matter: but how does this 
fhew he was an idolater, or that 
he woHhiped not the true Giod, 
though he was unacquainted 
with the Jfwijh difpenfation, 
and knew not d^t God by the 
nasne Qijthomahf After the 
taking of Babylon ^ Daniel CCir- 
tainly explained all thefe pro- 
phecies to Cyrus i and ibewed 
him, that while he bdieved 
himfelf a£Ung only in conf^- 
ouence of the fchemes he had 
formed, he was indeed fulfilling 
what God had foretold of him; 
in all which he was furthered and 
aififted by the divine power, par^ 
ticularly in his amazing fti^ta* 
gem for taking of Babylon, by 
altering the courfe of dbe great 
river» which^ in the prophecy 
before quoted, I/aiah had di<> 
ftin£Uy foretold, making the Al* 
mighty fpeak thus. That faith 
to thi deif, Bi dry, and I tvill 
dry up rimers. As foon as Cyrus 
was acquainted with thefe pro* 
phecies, he readily teftified hit 
obedience xoj€bo<vah^ and hia 
fincere belief, that he was th« 
only true Gon, as appears by 
his edid for reftoring the Je^s^ 
which begins with thefe remark- 
able words : ** Thus faith Cyi-us

But, before 
we proceed to quote authorities 
on this head, let us obferve, that, 
according to all the accounts we 
have hitherto had of the magi, 
they were very indiffetendy fitted 
to a£l in fubferviency to an im- 
poftor, fuch as Zerdi^t has been 
reported ; for they were fpiritual 
people, who fought not power

morals, and improvement of die 
underfbaAding (13).

Here is a great deal of philo^ 
fophy, but no witdj^t or etw* 
thufiafm, in thefe rcprcfenttu 
tions ; and if Zoroafiir be . coiik' 
demned either as a magician^ or 
impofior, on account of the f^X'* 
niture of his cave, what will be« 
come of our makers of orreries B 
We will conclude this very note^ 
with obferving, that the moil ja-j 
dicious Dhn Chtjjoftom^ whpn\ 
we have fo often quoted an4 
commended, knew well the felly 
and faifhood of the Greeks, in 
what they reported of the' reli-' 
gion of the Ferfians^ and ^of 
their confecr^ting horfes to thd 
fun (16). They were far, fay^ 
he, from fanfying the chariot 
of the fun, the mofi foUime 
fpedlade in nii(ure they were 
acquainted with, the fuprem* 
charioteer, who put the univerfe 
in motion, and fiill guides it* 
Of this fubjed, not Horner^ not 
Hefiod^ but Zoroafier, and the 
magi his difclples, taught by 
him, have fung in firains wor- 
thy of the glorious theme. But 
all their dil'courfes are to be in- 
terpreted in a very different man* 
ner, nay, dire^y oppofite from 
the comments of our writers. 
They acknowlege, that the 
diredor of the univerfe is inac- 
ceflible and infcrutable ; they 
compare the motions of the fun 
and moon to horfes under diificr 
tion; bu^ as to horfes confer 
crated to them, the Greeks hav^ 
reported numberlefs fables.

memoirs of antient times, prefenred by the judicious doflor 
Hyde ; the fuMtance of which, as it never appeared before in 
bur language, we hope will be well received, though, doubt- 
Ids, it ftands in need of great allowances,. as to the n&indct. 
mentioned in it, and other things : however, the fabulous bi- 
fiary of the Perfians is at leaft as well worth knowing asthe. 
conje&ure^of weftern authors on this fubje£t, which are often 
as improbable, and always as uncertain. - Thus then proceedi 
eur author : ' In this reign flourifbed Ztrdufla the prophet. 
' He, coming into the prefence oiGiibtafpy informed ban of 
his commiffion, in thde terms-: I am a prophet, fentto dice 
by the mofl wife God; and this book, vi%, the zemlam/lai 
I brought from paradife : alfo he gave me thid caflbck, mi 
this girdle, fayinff. Put on this caflock, and gird thy^ 
with this girdle, diatthy foul may be deliverol from Gebeih 
nay and that thou mzym find falvadoii : so alfo and props-' 
gate the true religion' throughout the wond. When Gvjl^. 
tajp had heard tms meflage from the prophet, he faid. But. 
how flail I know, that thou art really a prophet, and came 
to me bosa the moft high God i for without a iign, the 
truth of what you fay cannot be known ; neither ou^t s 
religion to be received till it be fupported by mirada : i( 
therefore, thou art truly a prophet^ mew us fome ^n, tfait 
I may know, and be auured, that thou art a mefl^nger of 
God. When Xirdufi^ heard what the king demanded, hc^ 
in compliance therewith, wrought the folloiving mirack: 
he planted before the gate of the palace a cyprefs-tree, vdiidi 
grew, in a few days, fo wonderfully, that it was near tcfl 
rathoms in girth, and full ten in height ; and, in the top of 
this tree, he erei9:ed a fummer-houfe. When the king hd 
beheld this miracle, he was convinced ; and determined, is 
hb mind, to embrace the religion of Zerdufltu He vaS| 
however, advifed to call for certain wife men, who rniglit 
difpute with Zerdujht. This was accordingly donej out 
they could not convince him ; on the contrary, Zirdup 
prevailed. Thefe, however, hating him, deviled this me- 
thod for his deftru&ion : Zerdujbt had his lodgings in the 
palace ; and, as often as he went out, he left his keys with 
the porter : this porter they corrupted, and engaged him to 
be fdent, and not difcover any thing diey did. They dxa 
made ufe of him to gain entrance into the lodgings of Z/r* 
dujhty when he was abroad ^ and, when they had fo doiKi 
they threw into his wardrobe, put into his biook zend^ and 
into his cloakbag, all fort» of unclean and impure ihinpi 
fuch asthe bones of cats and dogis, and the hair and naibof 
dead bodies : thefe they fcattered amongft bis diiogs* Which 
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* when they had done» tbev went out, ihut the doors care- 
\ fidljs and returned the Keys to the porter. Zerdujbtj ii\ 
^ the mean tune, walked m the fimplicity of his heart, praifiag 

* ,Goi> ; but his enemies coniidered not this. They inime^ 

* diately addrefled themfelves to the king, to thb purpofe : 

* This wicked man, viz. Zerdu/ht^ is employed every nig^ 

* in diabolical pradices ; by which, O lung, tny heart will oe 

* ioieYitably ininared, uinlefs thou wilt inftantly fend fome of 
^ thy guards to (earch his apartments, that thou mayeft be 
f certmed whether thefe things be fo or not. The king fent 

* horeupon his gi)ards to the apartments of Zerdujht^ to fearch 
^ t6em, and to oring all things thcv found in them before hinu 
\ This accordingly was done ; ana all forts of unclean things^ 
f fuch as the bones of does and cats, the hair and nails of d^id 
i^' bodies, were found in his cheft of cloaths, his book of s/im/^ 
} evafia^ and in his cloakbag. The king, feeing all this, tume4 

* to Zerdujhty and faid, in an high paffion ; I^w is this, thou 

< profligate ; and what is it thou haft been doing? Ztrdujht 

S heard his accufers, and the king, patientlv, and without 

.^/einotion. At laft, he thus anfwered for himfelf ; O king, 

,^ ^I thoii feeft, I know nothing of, neither belongeth it to me* 

f Xhen the king called for the porter ; and havuig examined 

^ him^ the kin^ threw from him the book %end^ and com* 

'< manded Zerdujht to be fliut up in prifon. TTius, notwidi^ 

k ftanding his innocence, Zerdujht was thruft into confine*: 

* iheht ; . which he endured chearfully, ftanding all day in one 
^ pbfture, praying to and praifing God, without receiving any 
^ fiiftenance whatever. It happened fhortlv after, diat a black 
jT hoHe, of which the king was particularly fond, was taken 
f ' in an odd manner, its fore-feet flurinking up to its belly in 
K fuch a way, that the creature fell down to the ground, and 
% could no way be raifed up. The mafter of the horfe, called 
B in the Perfian language, Mih-mard^ when he came, as he 
% "wafi wont, into the ftables, and perceived what had befallen 
i the king's favourite fteed, he went immediately, and ac- 
t qjdsdnttd Gujhta/p. The king no fooner heard it, than he 
c -weiit in perfon to the ftable ; and, having viewed the horfe, 
^ csilled for the wife men who had engaged him to imprifo^ 
c ZrrJuJhty and defired them to contnve immediately (omp 
is remedy for this extraordinary malady of the horfe j whic^ 
'< they were unable to do, and confefTed as much to thp 
'« king. When Gu/htajp found this, he grew very uneafy^ 

* becaufe he valued his horfe extremely. On the fourth day^ 

* the ^rter went to fee Zerdujht in prifon : of him Zerdujht 

* inquired news, and why he came not before to vifit him. 

* Thfc porter told him, the court was much dlfturbed on ao- 
^y count of a misfortune Which had befallen the king's blac^ 

• courier. 
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^ ^^durfer. Zcrdujht bid the porter tcQ the king, tfaat^ if^faenhe 
. ^ Ibould be releafed out of prifon, he would quickly Tcflore 
A^ his horfe* The porter ran with this news to the kuig^ yAxk 
^ as foon as he was informed thereof, fent for ZirduJbftnAn 
prifon,and carried him with him to the ftable. Zerdufit ftdig 
the condition the horfe was in, turned to the king, andfiuC 
Sir, this is no eafjr matter, but, on the contrary, a cure Wf 
difficult to be performed. One thii^, however, I have to 
defu-e, that what you wifh may be efie&ed; it is dm: 
7'hat you believe with your whole heart, diat die reli^

That. this is reaUy a parabolic <Ic(criptiQn| 
and not a literal account of whajL is to happen after death, we 
fuppofe appears from the very face of the relat^m ; for it can- 
not be fuppofed, that Zerdujbt^ who was indifputaUv a verjr 
wife and learned man, and who took pains to make all his di- 
fciples fo, fhould neverthelefs attempt to fanpofe upon them fe 
abfurd a thing as this, taken in. a literal fenfes vik* that.i 
fpirit, divefted of matter, fhould travel over a bridge IvJRi 
acrofs hell, and leading to. heaven ; and that, after wei^iiflg 
his a£lions in a pair c^ fcales, the good angel (bould either 
lead him over fafe, or the bad one pufli him down : thii b 
abfolutely incredible. But that he ihould make ufe of the^ 
terms to infuiuate, that the efieAs of our good and evil deeds 
tranfcend the grave, and cither lead us to everlaftiog reft,, or 
plunge us into never-ending mifery, is eafy to ht txnderftoqd, 
and mi^ht as eafily have been believed. In the hook/ad-dtTf 
which IS a compendium of the doiSbriaes of ZfrJt^j coWt&xi 
in his own words, this dcfcription of the ftate of the dead is 
placed in the firft chapter ; and, in the fecond, it is thus ap- 
plied : Men, who belie\'e the religion of Zerdyjhty will be 
ai^'raid not only of great, but of fmall fiiis ; for, hnce all arc 
weighed and numbered, and, according to the preponderating 
of tliis or that fcale, they are to be happy or miferable for ever, 
whoever thinks of this will be afraid of adding weight to dr 
left-hand fcale, and eameftly defire to heap meritorious adicns 
into that on the right-hand ; becaufe his all refls on this tryaL 
This is found divinity, and very intelligible, where the nund 
is unprejudiced i otherwife it is eafy ta ridicule the fouUfwf- 
porting bridge^ and ^n/SiQ^mirweighingfui^eb^ and coniequent^ 
to expofe Zerdujhty not only as a wicked, but as a weak im- 
;poflor. But to proceed: he caiefully inftruAed thofe who 
jieard him, and directed them to inftruA all who would b^ 
iieve in his religion, that no man ought to de(pair of the merer 
-of God, or fuppofe that it was too late for him to amencf. 
He declared, tliat though we had a &culty of diftinguiihing 
between good and evil, yet that man has no conception of tbe 
.Value which God fets on our a£i:ioiis, . nor how far the inten* 
;*ion may fanftify even a trivial aft; wherefore even the worft 
of nxen may hope the divine favour from repentance and good 
^l^rorks, TTiishe exemplified by another parable, which iiaHb 
.recorded in the hook Jad-der, and which runs in thefe wonb: 
<• It is reported of Ztrdpjht^ the author of our religion, tbt 
" one<lay, retiring frorh theprefenceof God, he beheld the 
.*' body oi a man plunged in Gtbinna^ his right foot cob

out. What is this that I fee ? and wherefore is this man in 
this condition ? He was anfwered, T his man, whom you 
fee in thb condition, was formerly the prince of thirty- 
three cities, over which he reigned many years, without 
doing any one good a&ion ; for, befides opprei&on, inju- 
ftice, priae, and violence, nothing ever entered his mind \ 
and, though he was the fcourge of multitudes, yet, with- 
out regarding their mifery, he lived at eafe in his palace» 
One day, however, as he was hunting, he beheld a fheep 
caught by the foot in the thicket, and thereby held at fuch 
a diftance from food, that it muft have periihed. This 
king, moved at the fight, and alighting from his horfe, re- 
Ictfed the fheep from the thicket, and led it to the paflure. 
Now, for this a6l of tendemefs and compaffion, his foot 
remains out oi Gehenna^ though his whole body be plunged 
therein for the multitude of his fms. Endeavour therefore 
to do all the good thou canft, without fear or apprehenfion; 
for God is benign and merciful, and will reward even the 
• finalleft good thou doft n," Thefe hir.ts of his do^ncj 
impared with what has been already delivered in fpeaking of 
le religion of the antient Per/tans^ cannot but be fufficientto 
ew the general import of Zerdujbt*s fcheme of religion. As 
> exterior rites, he altered the old method of burning fire on 
c tops of mountains, and in other places, under the open 
',eneaginghis followers to ercApyrea or fire-temples through- 
tallthe dominions of Perjiay that this fymbol of the Divi- 
V might not, at every turn, be liable to be extinguifhed^ 
gave them likewife a liturg)^ which they hold to have been 
'^ght to him from heaven ; and therefore rcfufe to make 
iterations therein, though the language, in which it is 
^en, is long ago grown obfolete, and is very little under- 
*d by the priefls themfclves. The priefls, or, as we {Kle The magi 
^^ the maei, were, according to his infHtution, of three e/ three 
■^ : the firft confifted of the ordinary or parochial clergy, ranh. 
^r.Pride^fux very fignificsntly terms them. Their duty was 
^^ad the holy offices daily in the chapels, and, at certain 
^^ and folemn times, to acquaint the people with the con- 
^^ of Xerdujbt^s books, and to pamphrafe on and explain 
-ni. In thefe parochial chapels there were no iire-^altars, but 
^ps only, before .which their devotions were performed. 
»*e next degree of their clcrpy had the fuperintendency of 
^fe ordinary prieils, and wero to them what bifliops are to 
« l^befe too had their churches, in which were altars, where- 
) fire was continually kept, there being a certain number of 
ie inferior clergy appoii^ed to attend them, who, by four at 
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a time, waited couftantly near the alcar, to fupiply it withiM, 
and to ailill iuch devout pcrfons as reforted ■ thither witbthdr 
iT'/'f archi-aiJvice, and their prayers. - Above ihefe was the ardiinaeitt, 
magus, or/. ^ the high-vricft, or, as the Perfians filled him, thendy 
^'g^' tnubadtin. Zerdvjht hinifelf ailumcd this office, and refided k 
friejh (j^e jj-ity of Jiaich J where he governed his magians, and inftradal 
them in all forts of learning. As the aufterity of his own lifi^ 
and his extenfive knowlcge^ fupported him in the highnpi- 
tatioii he had gained among his cotemporaries, he Rcoa* 
mended, as we have feen in the rules given by him for thecBl* 
duct of tlic archimagus, the fame behaviour, and the &Bk 
application to ftudy, unto his fuccefibrs. Thefe injunffioli 
were, for many . ages, purfued by them, and was die raAi 
that they were admitted into the king's councils, fat widiUft 
in judicature, and had the education of the heirs oftheaovi'i 
infomuch that Pllny tells us, in this time, this nSgiMi^^i 
. received by many nations^ and bore fway in the eafl «wr /irK^ln 
6f kings. It remains now, that we give an account of tkl!) 
. book of the \xws ftill extant among the Perfeesy and iaidi' 
tably written by Zerdujkt^ whether he was a prophet, ori*

y^,^^ Zerdusht's book, containing the inftitutesofhisrdipi^k 

duihtV '* ftiled zendy or %endevajiay ufually pronounced zW| ■ 
hook^ or TJindevaJlaWy which is not a Perfian^ but an exotic wwi 
thr zende- fignifying a tinder box \ its author, m compliance with thccifr 
vaibi. ental culrom of giving all important treatifes allegorical nM 
. having pitched on this to exprefs the nature of his book,wlil 
. was to infpire its readers with divine zeal. He likewifecauU 
it to be if iled the book of Abralmmy intimating, that it c» 
tained the dccSrincs held by that patriarch. It is written, * 
in the ordinary Perfian charadler, but in the old Perjic^cm 
froiti thence, among the ordinary Per/eeSy the %«ifichanWf 
The very learned Dr. Thomas Hyde propofed to the world fcf 
publiftiing a correal edition of it, with a Latin tranflationjK 
meeting with no encouragement to undertake fo labori* 
and expcnfivc a work, the world has been deprived of theip 
of tliis ^rcat curiofity », Jt was originally written in twi^ 
iuindicd fkins, and confifts of one-and-twenty parts, of'^ 
fercDt trcatifts, all comprehended under the general titb-t 
iz,tndy or zcndevrj/ia ; which is the reafon that we have m 
i\\ hnvzpc^ io nmny different accounts of tliis book, and* 
contents. Vox the fake of die people who profefs this rdig^ 
.. >'.nd who iiave, notwithflanding, no knowlcgc at all either* 
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the %und charader,. or of the language in which that book is 
written^ a very learned prieft has taken the pains to make a 
compendium thereof in modern Perfian^ which is the book 
fad^der^ fo often quoted by us from the Latin verfion publifhed 
by Dr. Hyde^ and annexed to his impartial hijiory of the reli- 
ghn of the antient Perfiahs. This learned critic is of opinion, 
that Zerdu/ht did not originally intend to have made this lx>ok 
condft of any more than two parte, vi%, the zend and pa%endy 
refembling the mijhna and gemara in the ynvifl) talmud ; the 
firft containing the liturgy and principal doctrines of his reli- 
gion 5 the fecond a commentary on them, explaining and fhcw- 
iftg the rationale of them : but, as new adverfaries rofe up 
dsuly, and other occafions required new treatifcs, Zerdujht 
-continued to write them, and to add them to his zendevajia^ 
which ftill retained the general title of the volume. Amongft 
die pieces comprehended under that title, there is one bearing 
the title of Zeratujht^nama^ i. e, the hijiory of Zerdufht, which 
is.no other than his life, written by himfelf. This, that it 
may be more generally known, has been rendered into the ■ 
common Perjian by the priefts who publiflied the hook fad"- - 
der '. The celebrated Dr. Prideaux^ fpeaking of this book, 
acknowleges, that the rules and exhortations to moral liviitg 
arc written very prcffinglv, and with fufficient exactnefs, ex- 
cepting only in one particular, which is that of inccftj for' 
this, he fays, is wholly taken away by Zerdujht^ who teaches^ 
that nothing of this nature is unlawful ; but that a man may 
not only marry his fifter, or his daughter, but his mother ; 
afid he very juftly obferves, that this is; fuch an abomination, 
that, though all things elfe were right in that book, this alone 
were fufficient to pollute it. But, in fupport of all this, the 
doidor does not quote either the hook itfelf, or its compen- 
dium the hook fad'der J or any other treatife written by an 
avowed Perfee^ but the authorities of Diogenes Laertius^ Strabo^ 
Pbilo fudauSy Tertullian^ and Clemens Alexandrinus '. It is 
but reafonable, that we fhould fufpend our belief, till we have a 
decifive account of this matter, efpecta}Iy if we confider, that, 
jn other refpe6ls, thefe authors are frequently miftaken. It 
siay indeed be urged, that inceft was cdmmonly praftifed by 
the Perjian kings (if we give intir* credit to the Greek hifto- 
rians) ; but, admitting this to be fo, it is no diFe£t proof, that 
Zirdu/ht allowed it, any more than the contrary practice of 
the Perfees at this day is a demonftration, that he did not 
allow it.. As to the reft of the contents of this book, we fhall 
not in(ift farther on them here, becaufc it would lead us into

(O) In this note we fhall

and, that we uiay do this clearly, 
we will coniider them, firft, as 
they are known to the Per/ees^ 
ana oriental nations in general ; 
fccondly, as they are known to 
the Greeks. 

'The zende^oafla^ as we have 
faid in our text,«is divided into 
one-and-tweiity trcatifes, each 
called by the Pcrfecs Nefick, or, 
broadly pronounced, Nufi\ i. e. 
a fart. Every one of thcfc 
treatifes has its proper title fuit- 
cd to the fubjed of which it 
treats. Thus faxtnd, which is 
the natnc of the fecond treatife, 
figniiies the prop or buttrefs of 
the zend, becaufe it comprehends 
the reafons fupporting the doc- 
trines delivered in the firft part, 
called fimply the z>fnii; the fix- 
tecntli treatife is that called zera- 
tvJfA'nanwy or the life of Zer- 
dupty mentioned in the text.

fhe ihould bring forth, a flar

On the whole, we may 
bepermitted to fay, that, on a view of what difFerent authors 
have delivered concerning Zerdujht^ and his writings, he 
ftands fairly intitled to the chara£):er wc have given him of a& 
extraordinary perfon; efpecially when we refled, that his mi- 
nlAry was of no long continuance \ according to the moft au- 
thentic accounts, not above five years ; that is, from the time 
of his prefenting himfcif to Gujhtafp^ to his being flain at the 
fack of Balch. But it is now time for us to return to thtf 
hifbry of Gujhtafpy and of the remarkable events which hap- 
pened during his reign (Q^).

Be that as it will, Gujhtafp^ having 
aflembled the whole forces of his empire, marched with thein 
into Touran ; and, meeting Argjafp in battle, vanquiihed him. 
Dew his fou in the field, and, before the Turkijh monarch could 
aHemble a new army, poflelied himfelf of his capital, and gave 
t}ie plunder of it to his foldiers. After which, returning tri- 
umphantly into Perfw^ he, on feme jealoufies or fufpicion, 
imprifbned his fon Ijphendiyar in a ftrons caftle, fcatcd on the 
top of an high mountain, called Ghird Kouch^ i. e. the round 
mount : but he had foon reafon to repent the ill ufage of fo 
deferving a prince ; for Argjafpy irritated by the treatment 
he had met with, raifed all the forces of Touran^ and, making;, 
a fudden inroad into the province of Chorajfan^ facked the city 
of 'Baich^ where he killed Lobrafp^ the father of Gujhtafp^ in 
his cloyfter, and flaughtercd Zerdujhty with all his pricits at- Zcrdufht 
tending there on the chief fire-temple, which he likewife over- killed.

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advanced fo briikly into the dominions of Iran^ that Gujbtafp 
did not think fit to meet him in battle ; but chofe rather to 
confider, how an army might be drawn together able to fight 
that of Argjajp on his return. His counfeUors advi{ed him to 
fet his (on ifphendiyar at liberty, and to intruft him witl^the 
management of the war. Ncceflity compelled him to take their 
advice ; and he accordingly fent his brother Gjamafp to Ifphen- 
diyar , not only to relcafe him, but alfo to afUire him, that his 
father would refign to him the throne, in cafe he proved vic- 
torious. As foon as Ifphendiyar arjived at the army, the Per^ 
flam took new courage, and numbers reforted to his ftandard, 
though they had declined following his father. The young 
prince failed not to make ufe of thefe advantages ; and, com- 
Argjafp ing fuddenly on yirgjafp^ defeated intirely all his numerous 
depaud army, obliging him to retire out of Perfia^ and to make all the 
hy Jfphen- hade he could into his own dominions. After this glorious 
diyar. victory, Gujhtafp received his fon with all imaginable marb 
of kindneis and eAecm. However, he declined putting him io 
^ofTcilion of the crown; and, in order to amufe him, obferved, 
that It would be unbecoming fo brave a prince to put his father^s 
crown upon his head, while his fiflers, who were taken pii- 
foncrs at the fack of Balch^ remained ftill in captivity. Ifphoh 
diyar ^ piqued at this pretence of his father, which fliewcdi 
that he did not think the prince had throughly humbled his 
enemies, immediately determined to undertake a new expedi* 
tion, that his fatlier might have no cxcufc left for the non- 
performance of his pron>ife. With this view, he ftlcclcd out 
of his army twelve thoufand foot, and as many horfe, witH 
whom he advanced towards the frontiers of ^Touran^ accocn* 
panied by his brother Sajhute^j who was elder than himfelf. 
Ifphcndi- Having received intelligence, that Argjafp was retired to one 
yar'j ftra- of the ftrongeft places of his dominions, to which there were 
tagem to three different roads ; the one plain and cafy, fit for the cani- 
furfrife vans, but fo round about, that it required no lefs than fix 
Argjafp. months time to reach the place j the fecond pretty difficulty 
but fo direiffc, that, by it, a man might reach the court of 
Touran in a niontli j and the third, which was hardly paflable, 
lay through woods and morafles, and afterwards over high 
mountains covered with fnow j Ifphendiyar^ having directed 
his brother to advance as expeditioufly as he could through the 
fecond of thefe roads, he, with fome refolute friends, threw 
himfelf into the third. They were all habited like merchantSi 
and carried with them jewels, and other curiofities, of great 
value. The inftruffcions he gave his brother were the&; that^ 
when he drew near the refidence of Argjafp^ he fhould poft 
his army, with all the filence imaginable, in die neighbourhood 
ef certain meadows, -which lay ne^r the cityi ajid that, as 

fooa 
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foon as he (hould perceive a great number of fires lighted in 
that meadow, he fhould ordef his horfe to advance, and exe- 
cute the orders which Ihould then be given them. Ifphendiyar^ 
and his retinue, making the bcft of their way, reached in fcven 
da^he court of Tcuran, The prince being introduced to 
jlrgjufp as a merchant, who fled from the feverity of Ifphcn- 
dyiar^ and was defirous of felling his goods in the dominions 
of Touran^ the king received him, and his companions, with . 
all imaginable courtefy, and accepted very kindly the magni- 
ficent prefcnt which the prince thought fit to make him. This 
lucky beginning was followed by a train of fucccfs anfwerable 
to Ifphendiyar^s withes ; for, in a fhort time, he wroueht him- 
fclf into the higheft degree of confidence with the kmg, and 
his principal courtiers. Wh«n therefore he was apprifed, that 
his brother, with )iis forces, was arrived at the place appointed, 
he invited the king and court to a grand collation in the mea- 
dows adjoining to the town. Thither they came in the even- 
ing; and, great fires being lighted for drefling the provifions, 
thefe fcrved as fignals to Bajhuten^ who, at the head of his 
horfe, fuddenly charged the Turh^ and made himfelf ma- 
ftcr of the city. Ifphendiyar^ and thofe who were ^about him, Ifphendi- 
difpatched, without delay, the moft confiderable of the nobi- yar kills 
lity, the prince killing with his own h^nd Jrgjafp king of Argjafp 
^Quran, Then, putting his fitters, whom he had rcleafed out ivit/f his 
of captivity, into the hands of his and their brother BaJhuUn^ otvn iand. 
he advifed him to retire, with part of his forces, into Per/fa^ 
while he, with the reft, marched againft fcveral Indian princes, 
in order to force them, and their fubje<^.^, to abandon idola- 
try, and receive the religion of Zerdujht ; in which expedition 
Jjphindiyar had prodigious fuccefs, aftd returned afterwards 
into Perfia^ crowned with laurels. When he arrived at IJlachr^ 
he cxpeded that his father wquld, without delay, perform the 
promife he had fo folcmnly made, and fo often repeated, of 
resigning to him his dominions ; but the politic Gujhtafp in- 
tended nothing lefs. He received his fon, as before, with 
all the tokens of amityr and teiidernefs ; but, inftead of put- 
ting the crown upon his head, he entertained him with a 
ftudied difcourfe on his great abilities, and the laudable obe- 
dience he had hitherto paid to all his commands. After this, 
the crafty old prince complained, that there was ftill one ene- 
my left to be iubdued) even in the heart of his dominions, viz. 
Rtijtan \ who, having fortified himfelf in the provinces com- 
mitted to his charge, abfolutely refufcd to obey the kine*s 
commands, or receive the religion of Zerdujht. Gujhtafp in- 
fifiuated, diat if was ncceflary for Ifphtndiyar to reduce this 
nobleman, before he aflumed the diadem^ fince otherwifc he 
would receive ihrnihis fittficr but half a kingdom. Piqued at 
.•••*■' this 
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this behaviour, the generous Ifphendiyar fct out for Sigjijlam, 
carrying with him his Ton Bahaman, On their arrivd diere, 
Ruftan met him, and conferred with him at firft with great 
civility and refped ; but, when the prince infifted on his yield- 
ing obedience to his father's commands, and profefling iipnie- 
diately the faith of Zerdujht^ Ruftan grew angry, and, from 
Ifphendi- hard words, they quickly came to blows. As thev were both 
yar killed men of great ftrcAgth and agility of body, as well as of hig|i 
ky Ruflan. fpirit, and unconquerable valour, the combat ivas long and 
doubtful. At laft it inclined to IJphendiyar ; but Ruftan^ coi- 
le£ling all his ftrer^th into one blow, gave the prince fo deq> 
a wound, that he died upon the fpot, having only time to re- 
commend his Ton to Ruftan^ and to defire his brother Bafimtea 
to take care of his body. Both his req\iefts were exa£Uy com- 
plied with ; Baflmtm carried back his body into Perjia^ when 
it received the higheft funeral honours ; and Ruftan cardiillf 
fent home his fon. Gujhtafp was inconfolable for the death of 
fo deferving a prince : his grief, however, was forced to gin 
way to the neceiSty of the ikite ; for the. new king of Toum 
no fooner heard what had happened in Perjia^ than, raifing'i 
great army, he invaded that kingdom, and wafted it withojtf 
mercy with fire and fword. Gujhtafp^ having coUeded is 
great an army as the time would permit, marched with al 
poffible diligence to oppofe him ; and, after paving enoooD* 
tered, and mtirely routed his forces, conftrained him to rctiit 
into his own dominions. The public peace being now I^ 
Guflitafp ftored, Gujhtafp^ to (hew the refpe^ he had for his fon's me- 
rejlgm the mory, refigned the crown to Babaman the fon of IfphtnivjK^ 
cro^n to aiid, according to the example fet him by his fathex^ retiicd 
Bahamari. from the world to a magnificent pleafure-houfe he had erefld 
not far from Schiras^ a palace of fuch fuperb architeduRi 
that, in after times^ as Mirkhond tells us, it was attributni 
to Solomon the fon of David, to exprefs its excellence *. h 
all probability it flood in the neighbourhood of that mountairu 
which, lying behind the famous palace of PerfepoUs, is heU 
to be the fepulcre of the antient Perjian kings. We hm 
feen, from various inftances, that it. was a common this; 
among the Perjian monarchs to quit their thrones, when dsjf 
found their health and fpirits decay, and to fpend the iaft yer* 
of their life in contemplation. If we admit, that GuJhHJ: 
was the Hyjiafpes of the Greeks^ then we may apply wfc: 
Ammianui Marcelllnus fays of the latter to this retreat : *' /{^

*' boldly penetrating into the inner parts of Upper India^ cm

^ fyuem of the heavenly bodies, and their motions, and the 
^ true rites of pure religion ; with which knowlege he returned 
^ into Perfia^ and taught it to the magi, amon^ wiiom it 

* has, by tradition, been prcferved even to this time J^.'* But 
icrhaps, admitting Gujhtafp and Hyjiafpes to be one and the 
ame perfon, we ought to refer this expedition to his junior 
ears, when he fled from his father into Touran^ from whence 
is journey into India was not difficult. There are fome Per- 
m writers, however, who give a very different account of 
bis matter ; of which the reaJer will have a clearer apprehen- 
on, if he recollects what we cited from an antient Perfian 
ifiorian, as to Zerdujhfs promifing king Gvjhtafp to fulfil his 
xtraordinary requefts. Thefe hiftorians fay, that not Gujh^ 
ijpj but his fon Bajhuten^ addidied himfelf to divine mcdita* 
ions ; and that this Bajhuten^ in conformity to the prophet's 
romife, was tranfported to the mountain Dunhavand or />/?- 
ta^andj with tliirty of his guards, where they yet hveinthc 
(lofi quiet and happy manner ; the approach of all living 
reatures to their facred retreat being prevented by thick 
tesuns of fal armoniac ifliiing from all fides of the mountain *.. 
!5ur famous traveller Sir Thomas Herbert afcended this moun- 
ain, and pafled direCHy over it, without meeting any dich 
learns. He acknowleges, however, that there are vaft quan- 
ities of fulphui* thereon ; ani that, in the night, fome lumi- 
lous vapours are feen thereabouts, which, he thinks, proceed 
"rom the fulphur *. Rut the learned Dr. Hyde is for the 
>ld opinion, and is for attributing them rather to fal armoniac ; 
jut confefles, not only that the hiftory of Bajhuten is fabulous, 
but that fome ftories of the fame fort, related of Gujhtafp^ are 
iikewife unworthy of belief ^. Wc may, with tolerable cer- 
tainty, affirm, that the reign of Gujhtafp was the reign of 
[earning in Perfia. In his time flouriflied a celebrated aftro- 

lo^er, -whofe name was Gjamafp^ furnamed, according to the Gjaxnafpv 
pncntal cuftom, Al Hakim^ i.e. thcw//J', oxt)\tfage. Th^X. a celebr At- 
(uch a perfon there was, and that he flourifhed about this time, tdafiroU- 
is pretty clear ; but who he was, is very far from being cct- g^f^- 
tun. Some have made him the fon of Daniel the prophet «■; 
others the counfellor of king Gujhtafp : but the greater num- 
ber, and thofe too of the moft credible writers, fay, that he 
was the brother of that prince, and not only fo, but his confi- 
.dent and chief minifter *^. The fcience, for which he was

As to the notions they have of 
the tranfcendent (kill of the an- 
tient profeflbrs of that art, the 
author^ juft now mentioned^ 
gives us a fingular inilance in 
the hiftory of JlkenM, a 7^, 
who was profeiTor of judicial 
afbology zt Bagdad^ in the ca- 
liphate oi Almamoum. Againft 
this Jenmjh afbologer all the 
Mobammedans had a very great 
fpleen : one, more hardy than 
the reft, refolved to attack his 
reputation, ^d to endeavour to 
difpoflefs him of the caliph's 
eileem : to this end he repaired 
to Bagdad, and, finding Alkaidi 
in the caliph's prefence, he a(k« 
ed him why he took upon him-« 
felfto know more inafirology 
than other people. Becavfe 1 
htow, rc]fiiei AlkeniS, *wbatyou 
htcw not, and you Anew not *wbat 
I knew. This provoked the 
Mobammedan dodor fo much, 
that he would needs make a 
trial ^f his boafted knowlege in 
the fight of the caliph. In or- 
der to this, each drew a circle 
about himfelf, and fat down 
therein, with his books and in- 
firuments. The Mobammedan 
dodor at laft took a piece of 
paper and a pen, and, after 
ieeming to write a good deal, 
folded it. up, and gave it the 
caliph ; defiring Alkendi to give 
a proof of his ikill, b^ telling 
what was written in his paper ; 
to which the other, after a Uttle 
time, anfwered. Ton ba<ve 'writ • 
ten but two words in your foper :

opening the paper, found this to 
be true. And this advcntiirt 
i^ead the fame of j§lken£ 
throughout all the eaft. It hap- 
pened there was then refident in 
the college of Batch a young 
ftudcnt, of bright parts, who had 
been fcholar to the Mohammedun 
fage, over whom Alkcndi had 
triumphed: he was fo much 
piqued at the diihonour done 
his mailer, that, as fooh as he 
heard this flory, he bought him- 
felf a poniard, and took a 
journey of twelve hundred -ffaf^- 
liflj miles from Balch to Bagdad^ 
on purpofe to murder Aikendi, 
When he arrived at this laft'- 
mentioned city, he inquired the 
time when Alkendi taught in the 
public fchools ; which when he 
Jiad learned, he went thither, 
with his poniard under his 
gown, as if he had been a ftu- 
dent come to hear him.

the perfon who brought it alleging, by way of excufe, that his

JAhendiyar and his wife were fo much fatisfied with the pre- 

■lent, that they took from thence the name of their ion, ard 
fignifying flour, and Jhir milk, in their antient language : 
hience it came to pafs, that this prince was better known hy 

. his furname than by his proper name, being generally callea, 
in the oriental hiftories, Ardjhir Dira%defl^ and hj^^Greeksj 
Ariaxerxei Lsngimanus. He is reprefented by Mirkbond as His eba" 
one of the wifeft and beft princes that ever fwayed a fceptre : raSer. 
he was (o folicitous for the impartial diftribution of juftice to 
aU his fubja^, that he fent fome favourites of his own pri* 
vately into the courts of all his governors, that they might 

.l>ring him exafi: informations of their behaviour : and, when the 
time of their governments was expired, he. fent for them into 
his prefence, and either rewarded and commended their virtues, 
or elfe puniihed what they had done amifs, according to the 
joature of the ofience. In a year after his acceffion to the 

■ throne^ he fummoned the ftates of his kingdom, whom he ad- 
dreiTed in terms full of tendernefi and love : he told them, that 
he had afiumcd the regal dignity, not to gratify his own ambi- 

. lion, but to do good to them : he therefore intreated them, if 
they knew any wrong fteps he had taken, or any vices that be 
had, which were detrimental to the public, that they would 
freely cenfure and reprove them; nay, if they held him ut- 
terly unworthy of the empire, he exhorted them to depofe 
him I for he faid, that kings ought to be public bleiBngs, and. 
that fuch as were not fo ought not to wear the title. The 
ftates, after highly commending the king's zeal, and receiv- 
ing from him whatever they denred, feparatcd, and, goix^ into 
dieir refpe&iye provinces, carried with them the higheft fenti*

or Babaman^ took care to repair all the cities, fire- temples, and 
public edifices, which, during tlie wars in Iran^ had either 
been beaten down, or, through the injuries of time, had fallen 
to <^ecay. This being done, and his empire evcry-where in a 
flourifliing condition, he thought it a proper time to revenge 
the death of his father, and to reunite the provinces of 5/g//- 
Jian and Kabul to his cftates ; and, to this end, he raifed a 
confidcrable army, and marched into the territories of Ruft an \ 
whither he was no fooner come, than he was informed, that 
this great warrior was dead ; but that his fon Feramorz had 
taken poiTeflion of his government, and was marching to op- 
pofe him with a great army. The king of Perjia^ being de- 
firous that the war fhould have a fpeedy determination, did 
Defeats not decline a battle, in which he had all the fuccefs he could 
mud kills defire, the enemy being intirely defeated, and Feramorx killed 
*^^?^"^'upon the fpot. He took likewife Zal-%er^ the &ther of ^ 
™^v ^/fu, prifoner, and returned triumphantly into Perfia^ after 
Kofian. . ojjjiging tj^g inhabitants of thofe provinces toacknowlege him 
Account offor their lawful lord. Mirkhond gives us a very extraordimrf 
the dtath account of the death of Rujhin^ which happened a Ittdebefcie 
^'RuilaiL this war commenced : he had, accordii^ to this hiftorian, a 
brother whofe name was Cfttf/j/, whom hefent to cdledhb 
revenues in Kahul^ where it happened, that Cbajal fell de* 
fperately in love with the govemot's daughter, whb was a 
woman of mofl accomplifhed beauty, and orthe rareft qualifi- 
cations. The governor, obferving how much die young man 
• was fmitten, made him promife to do for him whatever he de- 
fircd, provided he might have his daughter. Cbajal having 
promi&d this, the governor propofed to him the delivering h^ 
brother into bis hands, that he might fecure tohimfelf the alh 
folute pofleffion of his own territories, by putting him to death: 
to which Chajah for the fake of his miftrefs, aflented. On 1» 
return home, difcourfing with his brother, he informed hiiBi 
that the governor of Kabul^ whom he trufted fo much, was 
indeed a very tyrant, and grievoufly opprefled the people under 
his jurifdsiSlion. Rujiarij highly inflamed at this, threatened to 
put that governor to death, and to extirpate his family ; to 
which end he aiTembled all his forces : but his brother, laying 
hold of the predominant quality of vanity, which was always 
prevalent in RuftarC^ temper, perfuaded him that his prefencc 
alone was fufEcient to frighten the governor of Kabul into fub- 
miffion: whereupon he fet out, attended only by a friend, aoJ 
this treacherous brother. As foon as they arrived in the neigh- 
bourhood of Kabulj the governor, with a very few of his at- 
tendants, came, and made his fubmiffion ; and, having moft 
humbly befougVvl Rujlan'^^'wdou^ which Ruftan readily gave 
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him, the governor intreated him to reft that night at his houfe, 
which was but a fmall diftance from thcJm, When they came 
near its gates, Chdjal rode on his brother's right, and the go- 
vernor on his left ; when, on a fudden, the ground gave way, 
and Ruftan and his h6r(e fell- into a deep pit which had been 
prepared for him, and fo artfully covers! with earth and 
leaves, that he did not perceive it. Rujlan^ being apprifed of 
their treachery, intreated one of the governor's attendants to 
give him a bow and arrows, that he might not be devoured 
alive by wild beafts. The man, touched with his misfortunes, 
put them immediately into his hands j T)^*h^reupon Ruftan^ 
drawing the bow with all his ftrength, let fly tWo arrows wit^ 
fuch dexterity, that he ftruck the treacherous governor, and 
his perfidious brother, each to his heart, dying a little after 
himfelf of the wounds he received on his fall. Such, if we 
yield an implicit belief to the Perfian hiftorians, was the end 
of this mighty warrior, the glory and fupport of his country, 
and of its kings. But we fhall ihew, in the note below, that 
this ftory of the life and adventures of Rufian muft not be un- 
derftooa exaftly as they have related it (S). After the re-

titled AlimeUch. But then the 
fame difficulty recurs 2&X.oRuftan. 
His father Zal-xer lived to. be 
carried away prifoner by Baka^ 
man, of whofe reign we are now 
fpeaking : he mufl then have 
been near feven hundred years 
old, and Rujian^ who was lately 
dead, mud have been greatly 
upwards of fix hundred : the^ 
are incredible things, and there- 
fore we muft fuppofe, that, not- 
withftanding the Perfian hifto- 
rians fpeak all as of one man, 
there was a fucceiTion of heroes 
in the fame family, who were 
hereditary governors of the pro- 
vince of Sigjifiany and called, 
from their famous anceftor, 
Ruftam. Something of this fort 
we meet with in Scripture,wherc 
not only two kings of Gerar are 
called Jhimelech, but both the 
captains of their hofts are ftiled 
Phicols (40). What renders our 
conjedture ftill the more pro-

bable, is, that the provinces go- 
verned by this family took their 
name ; which is more hkely to 
have happened under a fuccef- 
fion of governors, than in the 
time of one man. ,- We mention 
this merely to pipvent a fufpi- 
cion, that we f^^llow, without 
tonfideration, ail that oriental 
writers have delivered. When 
we ihail have clofed our hiflory 
of the Perjian kings, natives of 
that country, we fhall give a 
large account of the chrono* 
logy of thefe times, and make 
it as intelligible as we can. In 
the mean time, let us add a few 
circumflances, which we have 
not had occafion to infert in the 
text, as to the family of which 
we were juft now fpeaking. 
The author of the Guliftan tens 
us, that Zal'Zcr gave his fon 
Ruftan this caution : Ne<ver de- 
/fife an enemy ^ honxje*ver impotent 
be may feem at frefent\ for a 
fiream ivhich <uoill fcarce hear a 
ftranu at itsfource^ gronvs in its 
courfefrong enough to carry anjuay 
a camel f and its burden (\l). We 
have frequently taken notice of 
the mighty encomiums be/lowed 
by the oriental romance-writers 
on our hero Ruftan. Of all his 
exploits, none, however, fur- 
nimes them with fo much room 
to expatiate on, as his two days 
combat with Iffhendiyar, Thefe 
ftories were fo pleafant in them- 
felves, fo agreeably embellifhed 
by thofe who took them for 
their theme, that they gave no 
fmall interruption to Mohammed^ 
in his fettling his new religion. 
Jt feems there was one Ncffer^ 


who had been in Perfia about 
his concerns as a merchant, and 
there picked up the rdation of 
jRi^^^/r^s combats yitiihlfpbenifytr\ 
he vehemently oppofed Msbam' 
medy and laughed at hU pre- 
tended miffion ; and, the'4>ettar 
to carry his point, he diverted 
the people with thefe ftories;

Serves and war was of no very long continuance j but Darab perfonned 
diftjti' therein fuch extraordinary feats of arms, that they rung thro' 
guijhes the whole army ; wherein, though the flower of the Perjm 
htmfelfin army had ferved, yet none had attained to fo high a reputation 
• ^^^y* as this unknown youth. At their return, therefore, fromtlic 
war, the commander in chief reported fuch ^vourable thinp 
of him to the queen his miflrefs, that (he would needs fee him. 
Darahy upon this, was introduced into the royal prefencc, 
where, after fome difcourfe about the war, and the great 
things he had done therein, the queen demanded of him what 
was his name, and who were his father and mother. He an- 
fwered, as to the firft, that his name was Darab ; but that, as 
to his parents, he was able to fay nothing : that the perfons he 
lived with, and whom he acknowleged for his fether an4 mo- 
^he queen ther, were a dyer and his wife : that the man had taken him 
tnuns biniy out of the water, where he floated in a little cheft ; and that, 
T^ ^" from thence, they had civeii him the name of Darab, The 
Clares him queen, having confidered and inquired into this ftory, owned

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neral approbation of her people ^. This princefs, all the 
oriental writers who fpeakof her agree, had a prodigbus capa- 
city^ and was wondexiiilly careful in ordering all things for the 
|ood of her people. Above all things^ ibe ftudied the adom-jHomai 
mg of the glorious capital of her dominions, Iftachr : to Ais/aid to 
end (he erected a noble palace therein, the ruins of which are ha^e built 
glorious even to this day, and are the fame which the Perfians the palace 
call Chilminarj and in the palace of P erf epulis. We will not of Pcrfc- 
take upon us to affirm, that thefe authors are in the right; but polb. 
we may fafely fay, that, in all human probability, this palace 
was J)uilt about this time ; and the reafon which the ^ftern 
writers affign for c^ueen Homai*s choofmg to ere£l it here, is 
neither abfurd nor mcredible : they allege, that Gufhtafp hav* 
m% ereded feveral pyrea^ or fire-temples, and cut for hunfeUV 
and for his fucceflbrs, fuperb tombs in the rock which lies be- 
hind this palace, Homai was tempted to build a royal houfe in 
their neighbourhood, that all thefe marks of Berfian magnifi- Her other 
'cence might appear together, and fet off each other : to her looris. 
alfo are attributed feveral other monuments of a royal mind, 
and a deep defire of fame, fuch as a multitude of pyramid^ 
Ihialler, but not unlike thofe in Egypt^ fcattered throughout 
all Pirfia^i and every-where overturned by the foldiers of Alex^ 
under the Great. This princeis is likewile faid to have built a 
city called Semrim^ or Semirah : whence a famous Perfian 
author hath been led to think, that the Homai of the Perfians 
"was the Semramis of the Greeks : but in this, perhaps, there 
is more of criticifm than folidity g. The author of another 
Perfian chronicle is fo far from thinking her either the Semt- 
ramis of the Greeks^ or fo famous a queen of Perfia as other 
authors make her, that he has totally omitted her name in his 
hiftory of the Perfian monarchs of the dynafty of the Kain^ 
ites K Mirkhond^ however, afliires us, that (he reigned 
thirty-twoyears, and then refigned the crown to her fon 
Darab * (T).

for he was extremdy fuccdsful 
in all his . wars, and, after 
he had £nii[hed them, applied 
himfelf to the adorning his 
country with (lately buildings, 
as Mirkhond exprefly informs us. 
That his widow therefore, who 
was alfo a potent and fuccefsfiil 
princefs, Ihould endeavour to 
eftablifh her feme, by ereding 
fo magnificent a pile, has no- 
thing in it unlikely or incre* 
dible: ihe might adorn this new- 
nufed palace of hers with the 
ipoils brought by her immediate 
^edecefibrs out of Egypt and 
Sjria : and as to the grand pro- 
ceiTion, which yet appears on 
the walls of that palace (flate 
VII. VIII. /. 104J. if one might 
be indulged to conje£lure, why 
may it not be fuppofed to re- 
prefent the homage paid to Ba^ 
baman or Ardjhir by the dates of 
Fcrfia^ when he aflembled them 
in the firft year of his reign, 
and fubmitted his condudl, and 
even his qualifications for the 
royal dignity, to their cenfure ? 
That he did this, Mirkhond af- 
firms ; and that they were pro- 
fufe in their expreflions of gra- 
titude and loyalty on this occa- 
fion. What more noble tranf- 
aftion could this princefs chufe, 
than this recognition of her 
hufband's right to his crown, 
from virtue as well as defccnt, 
by a generous and wife people ? 
But let this procei&on be what 
t will, it may as we 11 be placed 


here as any-whenc/clfe ; and till 
the learned, by dint of their in- 
quiries and criticifms, can fur- 
nifh us with a better account, we 
may as well accept of this firom 
the Perjian hiftorians. As to 
the modern Perfians^ they, as 
we have here before obferra, 
fpeak very tenderly on this hcabd;

(V) It is certainly no bad 
caution to an hiftorian, that, in 
hie writings, he fhould forget his 
country, or rather, that he fhould 
lay afide that partiality which a 
man naturally hias for his coun- 
try. The Ferfian luftorians, as 
we have laid in our text, repre- 
fent Darab moralizing in his laft 
moments, and reading a ledure 
on the viciilitudes of this world 
with his expiring breath, dofe- 
ing all with paflionate intreaties, 
that Alexander would ufe his 
fubjedts kindly, and take his 
daughter Roufchengh to wife. 
Who can avoid admiring a 
prince, fo truly a prince, even 
in the fight of death ? The 
Greek writers, on the other hand, 
make Darius moralize too ; but 
then it is in favour of their 
hero : he was fo ftruck with the 
virtues of the Macedoniariy that 
he yielded to him his fceptre ra- 
ther with admiration than dif- 
guft. Let us hear what Plutarch 
puts into the mouth of Darius 
on this fubjedl, and we fhall be 
conftrained to own, that the de- 
iire of making all fadls contri- 
bute as far as pofTible to the 
glory of one's country, is not 
peculiar to Perjian writers. Plu- 
tarchy having long expatiated 
on the virtues of Alexander y tells 


us, that Darius was a long time 
of opinion, that he owed his 
fuccefTes to fortune ; but, whei 
he underftood the truth, he iau^ 
Welly Ida not yet percei've the em- 
ditim of the PerAans fo deplm- 
able ; Jinct the nvorld can new 
tax us notjo ^tvith imhecilUty r 
effeminacy, nvhofo fate it <was It 
be 'vanquijhed by fucb a ferfie. 
Therefore my prayers fl?all be h 
the gods for hisprofperityy andtbet 
he may fiill he njtiforious in 'wer, 
to the end that in ^well-dmng I 
may furpafs Alexander. For mf 
emulation and ambition leads nu, 
in point of honour, to /heiv /Hf- 
f elf more cordial and friendly tha 
he. If then the fates have otbtr' 
ivife determined of me andndatt 
O Jupiter, prefer^ver of the Pcr- 
fians, and you his equal deities, ft 
ivhom the care of kings belwrgt, 
hear your fuppliant, and fuftr 
none but Alexander to fit ufcM 
the throne of Cyrus (45).

On his en- 
tering J^Jia^ he met with little oppofition, partly through the 
hatred which the people had conceived againft Darahy and 
partly from the generofity of A fcander*s behaviour, ivho treated 
them not as enemies, but fubjeds. v When he arrived in Ar- 
tnenia^ he received a letter from Darahy wherein that monarch 
pretended great concern for his welfare, advifed him not to 
hazard a battle, but rather to confent to a peace while it was 
yet in his power ; adding fome menaces at die clofe. Afcanier 
returned him for anfwer, that empires were beftowed by God 
alone, who changed them as he thought proper. After this, 
he continued his march till he entered the province of Adtr- 
bayagjan^ where he defeated one of Darab's captiUns, who 
endeavoured to oppofe his paflage ; and, having don^ ^is, he 
advanced into Ghilan, This province, according to Miri- 
hond, was, in old times, a flourifhing kindom, called by its 
inhabitants Endfafetj i. e. the fVhite Indies^ in allufion to the 
beauty of the country, which is far preferable to that of the 
Indies properly fo called ; its (ituation alfo being remarkably 
happy, by reafon of the Cafpian fea on one fide, and Aeir 
eafy correfpondence with Tartaryy Perfia^ and Arnunia^ all 
lying round them. This country Afcandef quickly -fubdued. 
From thence he marched into the heart of Perpa ; inhere, in 
the province properly called by that name, tkirab met him 
with a prodigious army. After an obftinate and bloody battle, 
Afcander carried the viftory ; and Darah was forced to fly, 
leaving his camp, his wives, and his daughters, in the povrer 
of the viftor. In their flight, the Perfians met with a river, 
wherein many entering heedlefly, were drowned. At laft a 
ford was difcovered, through wnich Darabj attended by the 
principal perfons in his army, pafled 5 but the foldieis, wte 
followed him, crouding eacn other, the weakeft were thrown 
down, and perifixed miferably in the water. As fgon as die 
king was come to a place of lafety, he fent once more embaf- 
fadors to Afcander to treat of peace, offering, in cafe he would 
fend back his wives and daughters, and retire with his troops 
back to Greeccy to renounce all right of tribute, and d3^ 
fome other conceffions.

To the fecond the' 
eaftem writers, and efpccially the Perjian hiftorians, pay great 
honours, and tell a multitude of things concerning him, which 
are not to be met with in the Greek or Latin hiftorians : for 
example, they tell us, that this monarch, being aiked why 

feet high, in others only on^ 
or two, and in fome places it 
is quite beaten down. It ap- 
pears at firft fight to be built 
of ftonc ; but, when one comes 
to examine it near, it proves 
to be only a kind of petrified 
earth, fand, and fhells, which 
has formed fo folid a body^ 
that there is no free-ftonc 
better than it : and it is 
on this account that our 
author thinks it might be 
called a wall of earth. The 
late emperor of RuJ/ta^ in his 
Perjian expedition, had the 
cunofity to go fee the re- 
mains of this wall, fo far as 
the iituation of the countr}'', 
and his affairs, would permit 
him ; and he could not but 
admire the folidity of that 
compofition, which he found 
twery - where fo exceeding 
hard, that there was no break- 
ing o£Fany pieces of it, with*' 
out employing a good deal of 
(bength. He found a]ip^fo9np 
leagues, within the mountaiiv 
a fkirt of it, which |eeaned to 
be intire, and was about jQf- 
teen feet high. In all pro- 
bability, this wall had flood 
intire to this day, if it ha^ 
nothing to fear but time ; but 
the hands of men which built 
jt, have alfb dcftroyed it; 
and moil of the towns, bo- 
roughs, and villages of tlie 
countries thereabouts are built 
with the ruins of this wall 

(59)." 
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'^ rying their ravages into the 
*' ^nds under his dominion, 
where they had done great 
mifchief in times paft. Tis 
a general tradition with the 
^xtrtars, that thofe people 
have the muzzle of a dog ; 
and that this wall being 'made 
up of all forts of metals, they 
diid all in their power to make 
a paffz^ throu^ it by dint 
of lickmg, but they could 
not fucceed ; that neverthe- 
lefSf before the day of judg- 
me^^ they fball come and lick 
their way through the wall ; 
and that then they ihall do a 
igreat deal of mifchief in the 
^ world. Naufiir Wanadill, ful- 
^ tan of Smftacfyf caufod, in 
^ like manner, a wall of earth 
*« to be built rotmd about his 
<* -kingdom (49).** On this paff- 
fl^ the ingenious editor of that 
cuioos work has added the fol- 
lowing remarks : ** The remains

It is 
likewife reported of him, that, to make an experiment oft 
courtier's temper, he removed him from an higher to a loinr 
office, and afterwards took occafion to aik him, how the hi* 
ter agreed with him, and how he brought himfelf to difcfaarge 
its fun£iions. ^^ Very well, anfwcrea the coiutiery finoe it 
^* is not any office or dignity that does honour to a man, btt 
*^ the man that does honour to il ; iince every pofl reqwRi 
<* fenfe and honefty to execute it well ; and he who pcAifa 
*< tbefe, cannot fail to difcharge his duty vrith reputatioOi' 
AUicander^ having heard this, commenaed him highly, n* 
ftored him to his former employment, and gave him a gttiC 
reward ^ Somebody wondering, in the prelence of AUxm' 
dety at his acquiring fo young fo large an empire, and addii% 
it was ilill ftranger he preserved it \ he thereupon turned abouti 
and faid, ^^ By two maxims I have done all this : I have taki 
^' care to treat my enemies fo.well, that they have found it 
*< their intereft to become my friends ; while, on the odtt 
hand, my care of my friends has been fuch, as to nifa 
out of gratitude, a double aiFe£tion for my fervice." Ekt 
demir the famous hiftorian, fpeaking of Alexander the Grt^i 
informs us, that a perfon in a very bad apparel pre&nted hii 
one day a petition admirably well penned. The Idi^, bsn^ 
read it with pleafure, and much admiring bodi the tbougl* 
and the ftile, looked next on the perfon of the man, and ta 
anfwered him thus : << Friend, if you had taken care toappev 
*< before me in an habit as neat and decent as that in whkk 
^< you have cloathed your thoughts, I ihould have Wen mod 
*' oetter pleafed with you than I am." To which the ndi 
readily anfwered, " Your fervant has received from nadin 
<« that capacity of fpeaking^nd writing, which you are pleiU 
♦< to commend J but it is to you, great monarch, who ait 6 
*' much femed for your bounty and generofity, that he nw' 
i^ be indebted for fuch a garment, as may render him irardf

U6 be indulged a^iother obfervation, that the writings oi Xeno^ 
phon^ who was very well acquainted with the antient Perftah 
learning, correfpond nearly with the manner of thofc atitnors 
we have lately cited ; for he reafohs on aU the fails whiqh ^ 
delivers, infoipuch that his moral and political refleiftions hayi^ 
in die opinion of many, removed him, as well as i}[itPerfian wrir 
ters, from the clafs of hiftoriaos into that of romance- writers; 
•but, as his excellent treatife of the education of Cyrus ha^ 
wijthin thefe few years, found many v^rm and learned de- 
fendexsi, it may be the tirpe linear, when we (hall fee apolo- 
gies written in favour of oriQtal hiftorians, who, like /£?rtf- 
deius^ xry^y have their credit perhaps reftored, wiien the fub*- 
jfi£fa they treat of come to be examined to the bottom (Y).

Jianiy dn whofc; credit we are 
now forced to take the hiftory 
of thc(e early times, they fpeak 
and .write as freely about go- 
verpment as we do. For ex- 
ample ^ the famous poet Sahdy 
wrote ah exprefsf treatifc on this 
i\xh]eet;c^\t6,Ana(hice to kings : 
among other wife and prudent 
admonitions, he delivers thefe : 
Jt is the wfdotn of kings to he kind 
to the poor ^ and not to offrefs the 
rich. '[he felicity of a ftate defends 
en the good fenfe and right difpoji- 
Mm of jthe fovereign., Thefecu- 
rity of his country defends on his 
adminifiring juftice impartially.

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that of his vizir, as the)' call him, or, as he was in truth, 
his preceptor, Arijiotle. This wife man they call fome- 
times by the name of Jrijihaihialis^ but commonly, by way 
of abbreviation, Arijlou. They report, that he was wonder- 
fully fagacious, even in his childhood ; that he addi£ted him- 
felf very early to the fchool of Pkto^ and continued therein 
upwards of twenty years, till he fet up for himfelf, and became 
author of the kd of mafchaiouny u e. the peripatetics. They 
affirm likewife, that he died very old, and in high reputation 
throughout all Greea. They are very pofitive, that he was 
prime minifter to Alexander the fon of Philip ; and, in conie- 
quence of this notion, they report a multitude of fine fayings, 
and moral maxims, under his name. Btn Caffan informs us, 
that jtrijfotle compofed above an hundred difF^ent tre^fes on 
various fubje£b 3 and, amongft the r»ft, mentions one^ which 
is ndther found among his works as we have them at prefent, 
nor is at all taken notice of by any of the Greek writers. Its 
title runs thus, J difcGurfe on the condu£f which a great gene- 
ral ought t§ objfrve after the gaining or lojing of a battle \ whichf 
Ben Cdffan fays, he dedicated to Alexander the Great. As to 
liis philofophy, we cannot find, that it was throughly ftudied 
by the antient Per fans ^ though, in after-times, it came to be 
in high credit with the Arabians '. . But to return to Ales^an^ 
'der ; AJirkhond^ who has written very copioufly of his con- 

?ueft8, afHrms, that he reduced many nations to the eaft of 
^erfia under his dominion, and that he advanced as far as die 
Indies ; that he was the founder of many glorious cities, par- 
ticularly of Heri or Herat ^ and Samarkand. He reports like- 
wife, that this prince, being mightily taken with the Perfian 
learning, caufed three celebrated treatifes, written in that lan- 
guage, to be tranflated into Greek \ the firft relating to phyfic,

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wke his aidy that its owner may 
turn his feet y his hand^ his tongue^ 
and bis pen f aright ; and the king, 
nvho aits thus, God tmll wt" 
doabtedijtndue ivith grace, to con- 
ferue his empire and his piety (52). 
It is evident from thefe cita- 
tions, diat the Perfians have at 
prefenty and have always had, 
very rational fentiments as to 
the reciprocal duties of gover- 
nors and fubjeds; and it is 


likewife plain, that the dilFufe 
manner of writing, peculiar to 
the eaft, is not without its ad- 
vantages; fmce the intent of 
hiftory is not tiring the' me- 
mory, but directing the judg- 
ment, which is pcrfeftly anfwer- 
ed by the oriental mode of de- 
livering the wife fayings, as well 
as great adiions, of famous 
kings.

Ferfia than in Greece, Firil^ as 
to phylic, if we confider the 
prefcriptions -gf Hippocrates, and 
Other antient phyficians, we

oply (5^^). Now, talce 'it eit^ 
way ; it he .was infpired, he 
knew all things; if not^ l\e 
knew fo ^uch of iuhples as to 
pafs himfblf £or d prophet ; con- 
lequently. there niight be|treaofes 
on phynp among the Ptrfaas 
wdf wordi Alexiwder'% d!r6fting 
to be put into Greet, Second- 
ly;» as to a(h*oRomy and other

felves. it is true, that the mo- 
dern PerJtoMs Hand indebted for 
moft of flieir knowlege in thefe

rious life, cn^f^d his days at Babylon^ in the thirty-fixth y^r 
pf bis agey and Seventeenth of his reign ^^ leaving his conqueiU 
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if we-may venture to credit any 
thing M4i2ch oriental writers 
have delivered. Morality is the 
iubjeft cf the book, intitled, 
Gjouuian Chrad^ afcribed to jKk- 
/bang^ a king far older than 
Ztribifik, Morality was the fub- 
|e6l of moft of Zorvafter's writ- 
ings, as we gather from fuch 
fxagments of them as we have 
feen, and efpccially from the 
book oi fud-der, whiph though 
calculated for the vulgar in 
yerie, and in a ballad ftile, con- 
tains as many moral ientences as 
9re to be found in Diogenes La- 
ertiu^i lives of the philofophers. 
To thefe arguments^ in mvour 
of the Jeaming of the antient 
PerfianSf we may add the ama- 
%iQ% love 6i Ihence Vifible in 
the modem Ptrfiam ; for we 
can hardly account for it any 
other way than by their mixing 
vvTfih the antient inhabitants of 
fhis country, and borrowiiig 
from their ftores^ fince they far 
'exceed thb Turks, and indeed 
ali the eaflem nations^ except 
ttit'Chinife, in^their affefiion for 
learning.: as a j>roof of which, 
we'lhall allege die reignixig ma- 
jdm in their fchodls, ^ot un- 
woxxhy perhaps (^ being echoed 
In our uriiverfities: Doubting is 
^tbe beginning offciena ; "be <wbo 
doubts jibtbingy examines notbing ; 
'te iLibo examines nctbingfdi/cc*vers 
notbing, is blind, andmuft remain 
'blind. An extraordinary affedlion 
Tor myfterious theology feems to 
liave been the reigmng paflion 
cf the antient Perfians, and of 


the Perfees at this day. Amone 
the latter, there is a fe£t itileS 
Smpbi or Sopbi, who proftA 
themfelv«s admirers of the JV 
tbagoric philofophy. To defcribe 
die notions of the Snfbi in few 
words, we muft fay, that, ac- 
cording to their own acconnt, 
they are quietilb or enthufiafis s 
in the opinion of the vulgvw 
athei^. They faft often, and 
to excefs; they pretend to ec- 
ftafies, and converfadons with 
God ; they profefs themfelvto 
friends alike to all men, and 
believe that the good m all re- 
ligions are -faved ; they have a 
remarkable averiion for church- 
men, which is owing perhaps 
to the outrageous antipathy the 
clergy fhew towards them. $if 
yobn Cbardifi gives us a whim- 
fical inflance ef this : he &js, 
he was prefent when a preacher 
at Spabaiun t<M the people in 
his fermon, that the Ste^bimtrc 
atheifb ; that . they delervcd to 
be burnt; and that he who 
killed one of this (eSt did an 
a6Uon more j5leaflng in the fi^ 
of God, than if he laved the 
lives often other men. As foon 
as he came out of thepnlpi^ 
five or fix Supbiy who were 
among his audience, .cudgeHcid 
him heardly; and when osr 
author intcrpofed, and begjged 
them to give ear to the poor 
man^s cries, .one of them an- 
fwcred brifkly, fTbat ! ougbt a 
felhw, who preaches up murder^ 
to complain of a beating ($4-) "'

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to be divided among his captains, who are diftinguifhed by the 
j/rabians and Perfiam with the title of m^louk aljhaovaify i. e. 
ihc kings tfmticns ox families, l^ht Perjiam likewife take 
notice oF Alexttnder*^ brother Aridaus^ whom they ftile Jrdousy 
and, generally fpeakbg, make Uiii &'e Ton, inftead of the 
brother, of tnat monarch. They agree^ however, with the 
Greeks in reprefenting him as a prince little qualified for em- 
pire ; but tbey. foften this account^ by, pretending, that he de- 
ipifed grandeur* for the idksi of ^lyifijoni, leaving learned from 
jtrijiotle to think thofe goods only, valuable, which neither 
fortune nor force can take away* 

• We have now ccmdufted the hiftory of the Perjian empire 
from its origJn to its diflblution after the death faS Alexander the 
Great, In our ne)^t period, we fhall fee it revive under a 
frrince defcended from their antient kings, and of the magian 
religion. We have referred our refearches into the chrono- 
logy of the ilvrkers from Whom we have taken this hiftory, 
till we come to the utter extinction of the monarchy of tne 
native Perfians in XiTsJegherd. But, before we clofe this' fec- 
tion, it will be proper to obviate fome obje<Stions to the bulk 
pf the foregoing hiftory (A). 


. (A) Firft, it may be faid, 
that there is fo much of con- 
feffed fable in almpft tvtrf 
reign of thefe Perjtan monarchs, 
and the ycars^ generally fpeak* 
iigf affigned. for .the reign of 
each, are fo incredible^ that a 
prudent man wifl be tempted to 
^ejed the whole; rather «than 
take up with a ta^e full of ap- 
jporent abfurdities. To this we 
iuifwer,! that if.it once becomes 
an efbblifhedrule to reje^ every 
hiHory , which carries in it a 
mixture of fable, all the an- 
tient hiHorians niufl 'be cgn- 
!demned. in the mafs. Berofus^ 
if we may judge from the frag- 
ments which flill remain of his 
work, infer ted many fabulous 
.narrations in his BahyUmJh an- 
tiquities. Manethoy the Egyp' 
tian hiilorian, can expedl no 
mercy, if once this law be 


owned. \ Herodotus^ Xenofbotty 
and innumerable others (55), 
will fhare the fame fate with 
Mirkhond, and the reft of the 
Perfian writers. 

As to the incredible length 
of the rdgns "of the Perfian 
kings^ we admit this charge to 
be Joft ; but at the' fame time 
we can fafely fay, t^e fame 
charge may be brought againft 
every antient hiftory extant a- 
mong the orientals. To give 
but one^inftance from the hiftory 
of the Tartars, written by Ahu 
PGhazi Bahader, khan ofKlmv' 
arazmy from records the moft 
antient. and audientic, if the 
royal author is to be believed ; 
and yet he places but feVenteen 
khans between Bertixena Khan 
and J(ahttl Khan ; though, ac- 
cording to his hiftory, there in- 
tervened two thoufand five hun- 
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dred and fifty years bttween 
thofe princes ; a;nd, in another 
part of his hiftory^ he allows 
a thoufand years for the reign 
of fix princes (56). Thefe are 
miflakes as great as any that 
are to be met with in the hi- 
itorians we have cited; and it 
would be no difficult thing to 
draw together niany examples 
of the like nature, if this 
were a proper place. But this 
iingle one is fufficient for our 
purpofe : we do not pretend 
to fay, that the numbers fet 
down in our catalogues of kings 
are right, or capable of being 
defended ; we only allege, 
that they are not more pre- 
pofterous than the numbers 
which are met with in other 
oriental hiftorians; who are, 
notwithilanding, allowed to 
have fome truth in their works. 
This confeffion, we hope, will 
procure us fome &vour, .and 
pave the way to thofe amend- 
ments which we (hall offer in 
due time. But, fecondly, it 


been already faid on account 
of Xerxes^s expedition, the life 
of Zoroajier, and the death of 
Darius : l>efides, as we have be^ 
fore obfervcd, the Greeks diffef 
among themfelves ; and to this 
we may add, that they, like all 
other writers, were notorioirfly 
partial to their country and 
countrymen, as indeed were the 
Perfians ; fo that, on the whole, 
what we afk will not appear 
very unrcafonable ; efpecially 
when we refer it to the judg- 
ment of the reader, to com- 
pare, to weigh, and to decide, 
as he pleafes. But, thirdly, h 
may be objefted, that thefe ac- 
counts, being oppofite to what 
is recorded by the Greek writers, 
and having no authority to fup- 
port them, but their reputed 
antiquity, they ought, for this 
reafon, to be rejected; fince 
true hiftory is always fupported 
by concurrent teftimonies of na- 
tives and foreigners, the latter 
of which is wanting here. The 
ftrength, however^ of this ob- 


may be objefied, that our P«r- jed^ion, which is the laft, - and 
fian hiftory from the oriental perhaps the moil plaufible, of 


writers being, in moft refped», 
diredly oppofite to the hiftory 
in the foregoing iedion, which 
is extraded from the Greek 
writers, one of the two muft 
be rejeded, fince oppofites can 
never be alike true. To this 
we may (ay, that we would be 
glad to compound the differ- 
ence, and to allow, that the 
Ferfian hiftory by the Greeks 
is frequently to be preferred to 
this 4 and that this is, in other 
places, frequently to be pre- 
ferred to that. Something in 
fupport of this demand has 


all that can be offered againft 
the foregoing feries of fa€b, 
will be efFedlaally weakened, 
from the following confident- 
tions : Firft, among thofe wri- 
ters that are beft knowA to the 
learned, tliere are ncme who 
come near the times contained 
under the beginning of this pe- 
riod. Among the Grttk hifto- 
rians, the hiftory of the Medes 
and Perfians ^(cends, as we 
have (hetvn, very little hij^er 
than Cjfrusf if we except what 
Diodorus SUulus has tranfcribed 
from Ctefias, which \k» been 


^ ^ 
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generally exploded hj the cri- 
tics. With refped therefore to 
writers of great antiquity, if 
pur hiftory be tinfupported by 
them, it is likewiie oncontra* 
dided. As to writers of a 
later date, our Perfian hiftory 
IS not deftitute of Aiends among 
them, fuch as are . unbiaTed, 
and whofe authority ought to 
be of fome weight. The royal 
author of the hiftory of the 

' Tartars f fpeaking of the ori' 
ginal of his nation^ places Kejo' 
mar as juft where . the Perfian 
hiftorians place him (57) ; and 
it is likewife plain, that the be- 

. lief of the true religion is re- 
ported, by the fame records, 
to have remained untainted in 
thefe countries, which is exr 
adly what our Perfian writers 
iay. ThjB fame author agrees 
with them in many other things, 
fuch as making Sam^ i. e. Shem, 
and his defcendents, the ori- 
ginal inhabitants of Iran or 
Perfia, and in acknowleging 
Hu/han^^ the grandfon of Kejo- 
9futras^ his fucceftor : he relates 
likewife the wars carried on by 
the defcendants of Turk againft 
the monarchs of Iran, and pro- 
^rtions the reigns of. thoie 
jchans to the t^igns of the 
kings of Perfia, mentioned in 
'the forgoing hiftory. In Dr. 
.Hyde^B learned book, of the re- 
^l^on of the anticnt Perfianj, 
.there are many Jrakic and other 
.^ftqrians quoted in fupport of 
■fuch paiTages of the antient 

' Psrfian hiftory, as he has ccot- 
•lion to touch on in that work. 
•It is true, that learned and ju- 
.dicious writer is far from con- 
.■ficiyingt. that all .thefe x>riental 
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hiftorians have delivered 01^ 
to be taioen on tmft j oa tke 
contrary,' he points out many of 
their errors, as he does alfo thoie 
of the Qreek writers s whenct 
he argues, as we do after him, 
that mtire credit ought to be 
given to neither i but that die 
likelieft method for attaining 
truth, is to read and compaie 
both (58]. Secondly, the whole 
feries of antient hiftory teaches, 
that in the moft remote ^es of 
the world thefe countries were 
very populous, and under the 
dominion of potent monarchs. 
This is exa£Uy conformable to 
what our writers of tYie Perfiau 
hiftory, and other oriental am* 
thors, affirm; fo that we lasA 
either renounce that opinion, 
which has hitherto been gene* 
rally enoertained,of thefe eaftern 
countries being ^ft and moft 
i\i!IXy peopled ; or we muft ad- 
xnit, that thefe accounts are pro- 
■bsable, if it were in relpecl only 
to this point. Thirdly, there 
remain, of the antient Ptrfiass, 
thofe poor diftreiled creaturts 
who are now ftilcd Perfia^ as fo 
many living witnefles ctf tie 
truth of this hiftory. We caa 
tu> way avoid affording our be- 
lief to this propofttion, that the 
religion they profefs is the vcn' 
-fame which their anceftors heU 
in the reign ctf llxdegherJ ; and, 
if ib, we moft trace this rrli- 
gion from dicxr accounts, thoie 
of their conquerors, and lucii 
:as are to be met with among 
their neighbour nations. Now 
die Perfeesy as well thoie in 
Mia as thofe who ftill remain 
in their own country, ainm 
fteadily^ that it .was I'ettlcd b}' 
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KejoMoras^ reformed by 2>r- 
dtiftft^ and fo continued till the 
difTolution of the empire of the 
native Perfians. The modern 
Ferfiansy and the Arabic hiflo- 
rians, acknowlege thefe fa6ls to 
be fo ; they are likewife admit- 
ted by fuch of the oriental Chri- 
^ian writers as have come to 


the Perfians. 

our knowlege : we may there- 
fore conclude, that there is not 
fo much in this third objedUon 
as at firft fight there may feem ; 
but that, confidering the na- 
ture of the thing, this hiftory 
has as ilrong evidence in its 
favour as mofl other hiilorieS 
of equal antiquity. 
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
